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SUMMARY 


Heavy  European  supplies  continue  to  dominate  the  leading  foreign 
markets  for  American  cured  pork  products,  according  to  information  available 
in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     The  United  States  export  movement 
in  November  was  somewhat  larger  than  in  October,  but  the  quantities  involved 
were  ranch  below  those  of  a  year  ago.    Danish  bacon  exports  to  Great  Britain 
are  still  at  record  levels  and  production  in  other  continental  countries  is 
heavy.    There  were  material  declines  in  Europe on  cured  pork  prices  during 
December.     In  lard  also,  American  exports  were  up  slightly  in  November,  but 
under  a  year  ago,  and  prices  have  declined  at  home  and  abroad.     Great  Britain 
continues  to  import  fair  quantities  of  American  lard,  but  imports  into 
Germany  have  declined  as  domestic  slaughter  has  expanded. 

In  both  the  United  States  and  Europe  the  price  of  hogs  declined  during 
December,  averaging  considerably  lower  than  in  December,  1929,  although  in 
the  United  States  market  supplies  were  lighter  than  a  year  earlier.  On  both 
sides  of  the  ocean,  however,  there  were  material  declines  in  feed  prices. 
Indications  are  that,  in  view  of  the  relatively  favorable  European  feed  situa- 
tion, the  fall  in  hog  prices  may  not  check  hog  production  to  the  extent  which 
might  be  expected  ordinarily.  The  feed  situation  in  Germany  is  aided  by  a  large 
potato  selling  crop  at  unusually  low  prices.  A  decrease  of  1  per  cent  in  the 
number  of  fall  pigs  in  the  United  States,  compared  with  a  year  earlier,  was 
shown  by  the  December  pig  survey  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  In  Germany, 
the  December  pig  census  showed  a  17  per  cent  increo.se  in  pig  numbers  over

those  of  a  year  earlier  "but  the  number  of  brood  sows  six  months  to  one  year 
declined,  from  September  to  .December ..which  may  indicate  a  down  turn  in  the  hog 
production  cycle  of  Germany. 

United  States 

Hog  prices  in  the  United  States  declined  during  December  establishing 
a  new  low  point  for  the  year,  and  reaching  the  lowest  level  since  1924. 
The  average  price  at  Chicago' for  December  was  $7.92  compared  with  $3.55  during 
November,  end  $9.34  during  December  1929.     Light  weight  hogs  sold  at  a  pre- 
mium, in  contrast  to  the  marked  discount  at  which  they  sold  during  the  early 
fall  and  the  equality  in  price  for  all  weights  in  December  1929.  The  live  weight 
of  hogs  marketed  averaged  slightly  heavier  then  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

The  market  supply  of  hogs  in  December  continued  to  run  smaller  than 
those  of  the  same  period  in  1S29.     Inspected  slaughter  at  nine  markets  for^the 
five  weeks  ending  January  2,  was  16  per  cent  less  than  that  of  a  year  earlier. 
The  reduction  in  total  inspected  slaughter,  however,  was  probably  somewhat^ 
less  than  that  for  the  nine  markets.  The  marked  decline  in  feed  prices  during 
the  past  three  months  has  made  hog  feeding  more  attractive,  thereby  apparently 
causing  a  delayed  movement  to  market.  Indicated  market  supplies  for  the  Oetober- 
'April  period,  and 'marketings  from  October  to  date,  point  to  a  supply  for  the 
first  four  months  of  1931  not  greatly  different  from  that  of  the  same  period 
in  1930. 

The  December  pig  survey  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  showed  a 
decrease  of  about  1  per  cent  in  the  number  of  fall  pigs  for  the  United  States 
as  a  whole,  but  in  the  North  Central  States,  which  furnish  most  of  the  market 
supply  of  hogs,  a  2  per  cent  increase. was  indicated.  The  survey  also  indi- 
cated that  the  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in. the  United  States  this  spring 
will  probably  be  about  the  same  as  the  number  that  farrowed  in  the  spring  of 
1930.  The  number  of  pigs  saved  per  litter  was  unusually  large  in  the  springy 
of  1S30,  however,  so  that  if  the  number  saved  per  litter  is  only  average  this 
spring,  the  total  spring  pig  crop  will  probably  be  somewhat  smaller  then  that 
of  1950.  In  commenting  on  the  results  of  the  survey,  the  pig  survey  report  says: 

"The  results  of  the  survey  show  the  effect  that  the  low  prices  of  ccrn 
and  the  continuance  of  a  corn-hog  ratio  favorable  to  feeding  is  having  on  the 
trend  of  hog  production.  Several  months  ago,  when  the  very  short  corn  crop  of 
this  year  became  evident,  it  was  generally  expected  that  this  shortage,  T'- 
other years  of  very  short  corn  production,  would  result  in  decreased  nog 
production  the  following  year.  It  was  also  expected  that  it  would  result 
a  heavy  early  marketing  of  light  weight  hogs.  Apparently,  neither  of  these 
results  have  occurred.  The  marketings  of  hogs  from  October  1  to  date ^ have  been 
unusually  small  relative  to  the  indicated  supply  end  weights  and  finish  nave 
been  near  the  average  of  recent  years.  This  survey  shows  that  the  expected 
decrease  in  the  spring  pig  crop  next  year  is  not  likely  to  take  place  unless 
there  is  a  very  marked  change  in  the  corn  and  hog  situation  in  the  next  two 
months . " 

Fresh  pork  prices,  after  making  an  abrupt  advance  during  the  first 
week  of  December/  resumed  the  fall  and  early. winter  decline,  end  averaged 
lower  for  the  month  than  in  November,  Most  cuts  were  $2.00  to  $3.00  lower 
at  the  end  of  the  month  then  they  were  a  year  earlier.    Prices  of  cured 
pork  also  declined,  with  weakness  more  pronounced  during  the  last  naif 
of  the  month,  but  as  the  year  ended  they  were  nearer  the  level  of 
a  year  earlier  than  were  the  prices  for  fresh  pork.    A  continued  decline  iQ 
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lard  pries  brought  the  avnrago  for  refined  lard    t  Chicago  to    ;10.50  during 
the  week  ending  December  28,  a  dollar  lower  than  both  the  last  week  in  Nov- 
ember and  the  corresponding  week  in  1929. 

Exports  of  pork  and  pork  products,  oxcluding  lard,  increased  56  per 
cent  in  November  over  those  of  October,  but  were  58  per  cent  und  .-r  those  of 
November,  1929.     Fork  trade  with  United  Kingdom  shoved  a  markod  improvement 
over  that  of  October.    Takings  of  bacon  vere  nearly  twice    s  lw-rge,  although 
they  were  reduced  about  half  from  those  of  a  year  earlier.     The  movement  of 
hams  and  shoulders  to  United  Kingdom  tot. lea  6,427,000  pounds,  or  more  th~n 
twice  the  amount  t..k?n  in  October  but  12.4  per  cent  less  than  in  November, 
1929.    Exports  of  hem  to  Germany  of  only  2,000  pounds  were  the  smallest  for 
any  month  during  the  post-war  period.     Takings  of  b-con  by  Cuba  were  55.5 
per  cent  smaller  than  a  year  a.rlier.  whereas  their  purchases  of  nans  and 
shoulders  were  38.4  per  cent  smaller.     Total  exports  of  hums  and  shoulders 
were  12.4  per  cent  under  those  of  November,  1929,  while  bacon  exports  './ere 
70.2  per  cent  smaller.     The  loss  favorable  export  outlet  for  bacon  than  for 
hums  and  should. rs,  compared  with  a  year  ago,  largely  reflects  the  increased 
competition  coming  from  the  record  movement  of  Danish  bacon. 

Lard  exports,  excluding  pur.'  lard,  in  November  totaled  42,552,000 
pounds  as  against  41,396,000  pounds  in  October  ana  83,257,000  in  November, 
1929.    All  of  the  principal  lard  importing  countries  except  Cub^  increased 
their  purchases  over  those  of  October.     Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  pur- 
chases by  United  Kingdom  were  15.7  per  cent  larger,  but  wore  smaller  by 
86.5  per  cent  in  Germany,  82.3  per  cent  in  Netherlands  and  71.3  per  cent  in 
Cuba. 

Storage  stocks  of  pork  in  United  States  on  December  1,  amounting 
to  412,000,000  pounds,  were  15  per  cent  larger  th. n  on  November  1,  but  were 
16  per  cent  smaller  than  on  December  1,  1929  and  4  per  cent  smaller  than 
the  5-year  average  for  that  date.     L^rd  stocks  on  December  1  amounted  to 
31,000,000  pounds  and  wore  the  smallest  on  record  for  that  date.     They  were 
54  per  cent  smaller  than  on  December  1,  1929,  and  41  per  cent  smaller  than 
the  5-year  December  1  average. 

Corn  prices  resumed  th-..-  decline  during  December  after  making  a  mod- 
erate advance  at  the  beginning  of  the  month.    No*  3  Yellow  at  Chicago 
averaged  64.3  cents  during  th.  fourth  week  of  December  and  the  average  for 
the  month  was  69.5  cents  as  against  70.9  cents  during  November  ana  8b  cents 
during  December,  1929.    '"heat  prices  remained  higher  than  corn  prices  at  the 
principal  markets,  but  were  at  a  level  which  made  wheat  feeding  attractive 
in  many  areas. 

Canada 

Frospects  point  to  continued  short  supplies  of  hogs  until  the  autumn 
of  1931,  according  to  the  Canadian  Government  11  rkets  Intelligence  Service. 
During  1930  the  market  was  characterized  by  short  supplies  and  a  relatively 
good  domestic  demand  creating  seller's  markets  with  the  exception  of  a  few- 
weeks  late  in  the  year,  according  to  the  same  source. 
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•  Th_s  official  livestock  census  for  June  1,  1930,  shows  lower  hog 
numbers  on  that  d^te  than  a  ypcr  earlier,  as  .indicated  in  our  preceding  re- 
port.    The  number  is  now  estimated  at  only  4,000,000,  a  decrease  of  9  per 
cent  compared  with  1929,  and  the  lowest  number  reported  since  1922.  The 
fact  that  there  has  been  a  very  -strong  inquiry  for  brood  sows  appears  to 
be  evidence  of  a  check  in  the  six-year  decline  in  production  and  an  upturn 
may  now  be  expected. 

Market  supplies  in  1930  up  to  December  23,  as  indicated  by  the  number 
of  hogs  graded,  amounted  to  2, 287, 000 4  a  decrease  of  14  per  cent  compared 
with  1929  for  a  similar  period.     Of  the  above  number,  729,000  went  directly 
to  Ontario  packing  plants  against  913,000  last  year.     The  average  price  for 
bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  for  the  week  ending  December  23  was  $11.00  per  100 
pounds  which  was  higher  than  the  monthly  average  of  $10.84  for  November, 
1930,  but  below  the  average  for  the  same  month  in  1929,  which  was  $11.52. 

European  market  ^nd  production  conditions 


Great  Britain 

During  the  week  ended  December  31,  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  wore  quoted 
in  Liverpool  at  $14.56  per  100  pounds,  according  to  cabled  advices  from 
Agricultural  Attache  Foley  at  London.     That  figure  marks  the  low  point  to 
date  in  the  price  decline  in  progress  since  last  March.     The  average  for 
all  of  December  stands  at  $15*05,  a  decline  of  about  $8.60  below  the  De- 
cember 1929  figure  and  95  cents  higher  than  the . pre-war  average  for  that 
month.    American  green  bellies  were  down  to  $18.03  for  the  last  week  in 
December,  the  average  for  the  month  being  about  $19.70.     The  supplies  cf  the 
American  product  continue  relatively  light.    A  weakening  in  American  short 
cut  green  h-jns  brought    the  December  31  average  down  to  $20.86  against  an 
average  for  the  month  of  $21.21.     Last  year  the  December  average  was  $22.00. 
Stocks  of  cured  pork  at  Liverpool  on  January  1  made  a  seasonal  increase  to 
roach  2,433,000  pounds  against  the  unusually  low  figure  of  942,000  pounds 
on  December  1.     Last  year  Liverpool  stocks  on  January  1  stood  at  3,528,000 
pounds . 

The  continued  unusually  large  receipts  of  bacon  from  Denmark  placed 
the  total  bacon  imports  for  October-November,  the  first  2  months  of  the  cur- 
rent season,  23.8  per  cent  above  the  total  for  the  same  months  of  1929.  The 
increase  in  receipts  from  Denmark  alone  ran  to  25.7  per  cent  over  a  ye^r  ago 
for  the  same  2  months.     Imports  of  bacon  from  the  United  States  for  November 
were  much  larger  than  in  October.     The  total  for  October  and  November,  how- 
ever, dropped  to  less  than  half  of  the  1929  figures,  with  negligible  quan- 
tities coming  from  Canada.     Receipts  from  the  Irish  Free  State  also  have 
been  sharply  reduced,  while  imports  from  the  Netherlands  are  running  slightly 
higher  than  a  year  ago.     There  have  been  considerable  increases  also  in  re- 
ceipts from  other  continental  countries.     Ham  imports,  principally  from  the 
United  States,  were  about  the  some  in  both  October  and  November,  with  the 
two  months1  total  25  per  cent  below  that  cf  the  same  period  of  last  season. 
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The  December  decline  in  Liverpool  lard  quotations  brought  the  aver- 
age for  the  week  ended  December  31  down  to  $10.65  per  100  pounds,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Foley.    The  av.-rage  for  the  month  was  $11.25,  one  of  the  lowest 
levels  of  recent  years  and  S5  cents  under  the  pre-war  average  for  December. 
Stocks  of  refined  lard  at  Liverpool  on  January  1  showed  a  decline  from 
December  figures  to  reach  1,068,000  pounds.     That  figure,  however  was 
2,731,000  pounds  under  the  3,799,000  pounds  recorded  for  January  1,  1930. 
The  advance  over  last  season  in  3ritish  lard  imports  was  continued  into  Novem- 
ber when  the  total  for  that  month  reached  the  fairly  high  level  of  27,851,000 
pounds.     Total  lard  imports  for  the  first  two  months  of  the  1930-31  season 
were  10.8  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  two  months  of  last  season. 

The  reduction  of  domestic  British  pork  supplies  was  carried  into 
November,  with  hog  marketings  from  October- November  about  6  per  cent  below 
those  of  last  year.    Returns  from  the  London  Central  Markets  for  December, 
however,  indicate  that  the  supplies  of  fresh  British  end  Irish  pork  handled 
during  that  month  totaled  9,074,000  pounds,  a  seasonal  increase  over  the 
7,121,000  pounds  reported  for  November,  and  larger  than  the  total  for  December, 
1929.     Total  supplies  handled  during  the  period  October-December ,  1950,  were 
slightly  larger  than  the  total  for  the  first  3  months  of  the  1929-30  season. 

Denmark  and  Netherlands 

Continuing  the  record  bacon  output  of  recent  months,  Denmark  exported 
a  total  of  more  than"  66 , 000 , 000  pounds  in  November,  acjording  to  preliminary 
returns.  Indications  are  that  hog  raising  remains  fairly  profitable  in 
Denmark  in  spite  of  the  continued  fall  in  hog  and  pork  prices.     Total  bacon 
exports  for  October-November,  1930,  were  38.1  per  cent  larger  than  exports 
for  the  corresponding  months  of  1929.    Netherlands  bacon  exports,  as  reflected 
by  British  imports  from  that  source,  were  larger  in  November  than  in  cither 
the  preceding  month  or  November,  1929.     The  season's  two-month  total  to 
November  30  was  slightly  larger  than  at  the  same  time  last  season.  Infor- 
mation on  hog  production  in  Netherlands  continues  to  suggest  a  heavier  out- 
put of  pork  this  season  than  last. 

Germany 

An  average  price  of  $11.99  per  100  pounds  for  heavy  hogs  at  Berlin 
during  the  week  ended  January  1  was  the  lowest  level  reached  daring  the  past 
two  years,  according  to  figures  cabled  by  Agricultural  Attache  Steero  at 
Berlin.     The  average  for  all  of  December  was  $12.47,  a  decline  of  about 
$4.40  from  the  average  for  December,  1929.     The  November,  1950,  average  of 
$15.21  was  25.1  per  cent  below  that  of  a  year  earlier.     The  price  of  feed 
barley  at  Leipzig  during  November,  1930,  was  slightly  higher  than  a  year 
earlier,  but  feed  potatoes  at  Breslau  were  down  35.1  per  cent.    Eog  receipts 
averaged  somewhat  seasonally  heavier  during  December  with  figures  for 
October  and  November  running  slightly  larger  than  for  the  same  two  months 
of  last  year.     Slaughter  returns  from  36  centers  for  the  first  2  months 
of  the  1930-51  sea.son  show  an  increase  of  12.4  per  cent  over  the  same  period 
of  1929-30. 
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There  was  practically  no  change  in  the  total  number  of  hogs  reported 
on  hand  in  Germany  on  December  1,  1930,  as  against  the  quarterly,  estimates 
of  September  1,  the  total  standing  at  23,363,000  head,  according  to  final 
estimates  cabled  January  3  by  Mr.  S to ere.  The  number  reported  for  1930,  as 
of  December  1,  was  an  increase  of  about  17  per  cent  over  the  number  on  the 
same  date  for  1929  and  exceeded  the  previous  high  record  reported  on  Decem- 
ber 1,  1927  by  about  2  per  cent.     Some  tendency  toward  reduced  production 
during  the  next  few  months  is  indicated  by  a  reduction  of  5  per  cent  in 
total  brood  sows  below  September  figures.     Brood  sows  of  six  months  to  one 
year  also  were  17  per  cent  below  September  and  were  only  2  per  cent  above 
returns  for  December  1,  1929.    Sows  of  one  year  and  older,  on  the  other 
hand,  exceeded  the  number  reported  in  September  by  2  per  cent.

The  unusually  low  average  for  lard  of  $11.17  per  100  pounds  at 
Hamburg  was  recorded  for  the  week  ended  December  31.    The  average  for  ail  of 
December  stood  at  $12.28,  the  lowest  December  average  of  recent  years  and 
only  36  cents  above  the  pre-war  average  for  that  -month.  Preliminary  import 
trade  figures  show  a  decline  in  total  lard  imports  of  nearly  50  per  cenc 
for  November  a„s  against  November,  1929.  With  imports  for  both  October  and. 
November,  1930,  well  below  those  of  a  year  ago,  the  total  for  the  first  two 
months  of  1930-31  stands  38.4  per  cent  below  the  corresponding  1929-30 
figures.  Most  of  the  lard  imports  come  from  the  United  States.  Total 
November  bacon  imports,  however,  were  somewhat  larger  than  those  of  the 
preceding  month  and  a  year  ago.     Tne  total  for  the  first  two  months  of 
1950-51  was  larger  than  corresponding  figures  for  last  season.

rorcrinder  of  the  present  narketiag  year  ending  ^eptor.bcr  30,  1931, 
will  probably  be  snaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1930," 
according  to  MThe  Agricultural  Outlook  for  1931",  issued  February  2 
by  the  United  States  Dep-  rtr.ent  of  ..gri  culture,    "'.'ith  r.  weaker  dc- 
riand  for  hog  products,  however,  prices  of  hogs  for  the  period  will 
probably  average  lowur  than  for  the  sane  period  of  last  year.  The 
hop  industry  during  the  r. /.rkoting  year  which  begins  October  1,  1931, 
is  expected  to  be  in  c  noru  f;  vcrel lo  petition  thrn  in  the  current 
yetr,  since  indications  poirt  to  slightly  snaller  supplies,  lower 
feed  costs  and  sane  iriproverent  in  both  foreign  and  dor.estic  dor  nd 
during  that  period. 

"Continued  hec.yy  supplies  of  European  hogs  end  perk  products 
r  nd  a  reduced  foreign  deiiand  for  — r:cricn  products  during  nost  of  the 
hog  r.f  rketing  year  which  ends  September  30,  193'1,  are  in  prospect. 
Uni,ted  States  exports  of  pork  end  1' rd  for  that  period  t  re  expected 
to  fall  belQV;  the  lew  1929-30  levels.    Exports  fron  this  country 
during  the  three  nonths,  October  to  Docur.ber,  1930,  were  about  45 
per  cent  snaller  thrn  those  cf  the  corresponding  'nonths  of  1929. 
European  supplies  during  the  ye;  r  ending  Septenber  30,  1932,  probr- 
bly will  be  snaller  than  in  the  current  year,  and  thus  tend  to  inprove 
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the  position  of  .'jicrican  hoc  production  in  European  markets  during 
the  latter  pert  of  thrt  year. 

♦'Outstanding  points  in  the  European  hog  ■  nd  pork  situation  are: 
(1)  Unusually  large  numbers  of  hogs  in  nest  European  producing  coun- 
tries in  October,  1930,  not;  bly  Germany;  (L)  a  lea -priced  feed  sup- 
ply larger  than  that  cf  lost  ye-:  r,  which,  despite  lover  hog  values, 
makes  pork  production  profitable  in  iiiest  countries  except  Cerr.any;

Contrary  to  usual  developments  at  this  tine  cf  yee.r,  he g  prices  in 
the  United  States  during  January  ccntinued  tc  decline.    *_  seasonal  up- 
swing in  prices  usually  gets  under  way  sometime  in  December,  but  delayed 
marketing's  end  s   ccntinued  wool,  fc reign  end  domestic,  denand  resulted  in 
prices  ccntinuing  downward  throughout  January,  raking  a  now  lea  level  for  the 
season  during  the  last  week  cf  the  month  when  prices  at  Chicago  averaged _ 
07.47.    The  average  for  the  month  at  Chi  cage  was  H7.65  as  compared  with  v7.92 
in  December  and  89.78  in  Januory,  193C. 

Slaughter  supplies  increased  during  January  and  reflected  the  delayed 
market  reverent  which  has  occurred  this  winter.    Inspected  slaughter  fron 
Octebcr  to  December  was  about  9  per  cent  smaller  t-an  that  cf  a  year 
earlier,  but  during  January,  supplies  were  considerably  larger  than  those 
of  January,  1930.    An  unusually  large  pre port i t n  cf  heavy  hogs  in  the 
rarket  supply  resulted  in  a  continued  wide  spread  in  the  prices  of  heavy 
and  light  -./eight  hogs'.    Prices  of  light  weight  hogs  remained  steady  during 
the  rvnth,  but  the  decline  in  heavy  hog  prices  lowered  the  general  averrgc. 

The  nur-bor  cf  hogs  on  farms  in  the  United  States  January  1,  1931, was 
52,323,000  head  as  conpared  with  53,238,000  head  cn  January  1,  1930.  U- 
thcurh  heg  numbers  were  1.7  per  cent  smaller  then  a  year  earlier  m  the 
United  States  as  a  whole,  they  were  slightly  larger  in  the  Corn  Belt  States, 
vhich  furnish  most  cf  the  market  supply  cf  h< gs.    Indications  ;  re  that 
rarket  supplies  will  continue  large  fcr  sever,.!,  wouks  and  weights  will 
probably  rere  in  above  the  avorc.go  of  recent  years.     Corn  prices,  as  well  ■.  s 
heg  prices,  declined  curing  Janua  ry  and  the  ecrn-heg  r?  tic  ccntinueo 
favorable  for  feeding.     It  appears,  therefore,  that  only  £  rooerate  se-scnal 
price  fdvance,  if  any,  can  be  expected  during  the  next  two  months.

Fresh 
hr.n  prices  showed  r.orc  strength  thrn  the  e  ther  higher  priced  cuts,  i  verag- 
ing  obcut  80  cents  higher  nt  Chicago  th .n  during  the  preceding  i icnth •  They 
declined  £1.25  ot  New  York ,  but  were  still  well  above  their  n.  rm;  1  relet  ion- 
ship  tc  ether  fresh  pork  prices.    Prices  of  lord  ond  r 11  cuts  of  cured  pork 

1st  declined  during  the  r\  nth.    The  decline  in  1' rd  prices  brought  the 
January  overt  go  for  refined  lard  at  Chicago  down  tc  o9.b2,  the  lowest 
ty  nthly  average  since  in  1915  and  well  below  the  pre-war  overoge.  Lord 
substitute  Trices  cist  declined  nnq  they  still  remain  below  lard  prices. 

Exports  of  perk  products  during  Decenber  ag-  in  reflected  stronger 
competition  in  European  markets.    For  the  three  months,  October  tc  December, 
1930,  tetol  experts  Of  perk  prcoucts  cere  •■  -b •  ut  45  per  cent  sr.allor  than 
during  the  corresponding  period  of  1929.    Bacon  experts  in  December  wore 
about  30  per  cent  longer  th? n  in  November,  but  less  than  half  these  ef  a 
year  earlier.    Takings  by  United  Kingdom,  the  principal  foreign  outlet 
wore  45  per  cent  smaller  thrn  in  December,  1929,  rnd  the  movement  to  Cube 
was  It  per  cent  smaller.    Bacon  experts  tc  Gorro.ny  were  negligible. 
Foreign  trade  in  htris  and  shoul  ers,  thus  far  in  the  marketing  yecr,  has 
held  up  much  better  than  that  of  bacon  or  1- rd,  since  they  -  re  less 
effected  by  the  incre-'  sea  perk  production  in  Denmark  an;   Germany.  The 
tc  tc  1  export  movement  of  htns  f  no   sin  ulcers  during  Decei  ber  ;ir  s  42  per 
cent  smaller  thrn  in  November,  but  tnly  lo  per  cent  smaller  than  e  year 
earlier .

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Relatively  snail  storage  holdings  of  pork  and.  lard  in  the  United 
States  continued  to  be  a  favorable  factor  in  the  hog  situation  up  to 
January  1.    Stocks  of  pork  on  that  dste,  amounting  to  523,317,000  pounds 
were  about  16  per  cent  smaller  than  those  a  year  earlier,  and  5  per  cent 
smaller  than  the  5-year  January  1  average.    In  spite  of  the  weak  demand 
and  low  price  for  lard,  storage  stocks  of  lard  on  January  1  were  the 
smallest  for  that  date  since  1927.  and  3F  per  cent  smaller  than  on  January 
1,  1930.    The  decrease  in  storage  holdings  of  pork  and  lerd  from  January 
1,  1930  to  January  1,  1931,  was  equivalent  to  about  800,000  hogs. 

Canada 

Canadian  hog  marketings  as  represented  by  the  number  graded  at  stock 
yards  and  packing  plants,  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  1931  continued 
to  be  below  the. corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.    The  number  graded 
during  this  period  of  1931  was  146,000  as  against  170,000  a  year  earlier. 
The  weekly  overage  price  at  Toronto  for  select  bacons  during  the  week 
ending  January  22  was  ^10.74  as  compared  with  £.10.86  during  the  correspond- 
ing week  of  1930. 

Inspected  slaughter  of  hogs  in  Ceneda  during  1930  was  18  per  cent 
smaller  than  in  1929  and  24  per  cunt  below  the  average  for  1927  end  1928. 
Cold  storage  holdings  of -pork  at  the  end 'of  January  amounted  to  17,582,000, 
a  decrease  of  37  per  cent  compared  F/ith  1929.    Hog  numbers  in  Canada, 
estimated  at  4,000,000  head,   are  now  at. the  lowest  point  since  1922. 

Canadian  exports  of  live  hogs  to  the  United  States  declined  from 
195,000  in  1927  to  21,000  in  1928,  2,000  in  1929,  and  less  than  200  in 
1930.    The  same  tendency  is  shown  in  bacon.    Totel  exports  of  be con  and 
pork  have  declined  sharply  during  the  past  four  years.     On  the  other  hand, 
imports  of  bacon  and  pork  from  thu  United  States  have  increesed  consider- 
ably.   Bacon  and  htm  imports  from  the  United  states  have  increased  from 
2,000,000  pounds  in  1927  to  about  10,000,000  in  1930,  while  pork  imports 
increased  from  9,000,000  pounds  to  14,000,000  pounds  in  1929.  Imports 
of  pork  for  1930  are  estimated  to  be  slightly  below  the  1929  totals.  An 
increase  in  Canadian  import  duties  has  apparently  been  responsible  for 
reduced  imports  of  pork  from  the  United  Stetcs  during  recent  months. 

During  the  year  1930  only  2,341,000  hogs  were  graded  at  all  stock 
yards  and  packing  plr  nts,  a  decrease  of  14  per  cent  compared  with  1929 
and  17  per  cent  below  1927  and  1928.  Of  the  above  number,  838,000  fell 
in  the  "bacon"  grade,  776,000  in  the  butcher  grade,  and  361,000  in  the 
"select  bacon"  grade.  Ontario  packing  plants  gr;  ded  739,000  or  32  per 
cent  of  the  tota.l  compared  with  926,000  or  34  per  cent  of  the  total  in 
1929 . 
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"In  Grent  Britirn,  Vho  leading  foreign  market  for 
American  pork  products,  record  volumes  of  cured  pork  h? vc  boon 
received  from  Dc ran.' rk  in  recent  months,"  the  "Outlook"  states. 
"The  upward  turn  in  Danish'  production  got  under  way  earlier  than 
did  production  in  other  continent: 1  countries  supplying  the 
British  mt.rkot.    The  trend  of  Ornish  exports  during  recent 
months  indicate  that  the  peel:  of  production  in  that  country  was 
reached  in  late  1230.    The  export  movement  from  Denmark  is 
expected  to  continue  unusually  heavy  during  the  remainder  of  the 
present  marketing  year  although  probably  showing  a  downwi  rd 
tendency •    Thus  far  the  fall  in  feed  prices  has  been  great 
enough  to  keep  pork  production  on  a  profitable  basis  in  Denmark. 
In  Netherlands,  Pol  nd,  and  other  continental  countries  supplying 
the  British  market,  pork  production  for  the  next  few  months  may 
be  expected  to  be  heavier  than  i  ye:  r  ego,  but  the  feed  situation 
in  these  countries  is  somewhat  less  f;  vor.  ble  than  in  Denmark. 
Ore- t  Eritian  is  expected  to  t;  ke  r  bout  r  s  much  .American  la  rd 
this  yerr  as  last,  since  continent'  1  production  conditions 
appear  to  have  little  or  no  effect  on  British  imports  of  the 
American  product." 

The  downward  trend  in  British  market  prices  of  cured  pork  brought 
the  Janu-  ry  average  of  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  at  Liverpool  to  $14.82  per 
100  pounds.    That  figure  wag  nearly  v8.50  below  the  average  for  January, 
1930,  end  ;;;s  one  of  the  lowest  of  the  post-7/ar  porici.    The  1909-1913 
eve  rage  for  Jinusry  stands  at  &14.10.    The  current  Liverpool  average  for 
American  green  bellies  rise  was  unusually  low  at  $16.13,  rga.iiist  a  pre- 
wr s  average  of  $21.40.    American  short  cut  green  haras  were  lower  in 
January,  averaging  £20.36  r g  inst  £22.11  f  year  earlier.    The  pro-war 
'  vera go  fcr  th' t  item  was  $13.70.    The  tendency  toward  lighter  eured  pork 
stocks  ft  Liverpool  noticeable  during  most  cf  1930  was  reversed  in 
December,  with  the  February  1  figure  at  3,670,000  pounds.    That  figure 
is  below  the  pest-war  average  for  the  date  indie  ted,  but  is  1< rgcr  than 
that  cf  last  year. 

Total  bacon  imports  into  Ore  t  Britian  for  December  reached  the 
recr  rd  monthly  figure  of  112,267,000  pounds.    Receipts  from  Denmark  '/ere 
still  at  record  levels,  but  receipts  from  other  continental  countries  also 
were  considerably  larger  than  in  recent  months  and  a  year  ago.  Receipts 
from  Ncrth  ianorice  continued  smaller  than  usual.    F«.  r  the  first  3  months 
of  the  current  season,  October-December,  1930,  total  bacon  imports  into 
Ore  ft  Britirn  were  26.1  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  last  season.    A  similar  compariscn  sheas  imports  from  Denmark  to  be  42.6 
per  cent  Larger  then  1  at  year.    Receipts  from  the  Netherlands  shew  a 
slightly  larger  total  this  season  th  n  last,  while  the  aggregate  from  all 
continent?  1  countries  ether  than  Denmar]    is  31.2  per  cent  larger  than 
1  st  ye;  r.     Receipts  from  the  Irish  Free  State    re  materially  smaller 
then  1?  st  year,  ;  hd  impc  rts  from  the  United  States  are  mere  than  50  per 
cent  smaller.    Ham  imports  from  the  United  st? tes  are  only  slightly 
smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  months  cf  1929.

Fresh  and  froaen  pork  receipts  from 
other  sources  during  January  were  somewhat  below  those  of  both  the  pre- 
ceding month  ;  nd  z  year  ago.    The  Irish  bacon  curers  utilized  89,535  hogs

Denmark  and  Netherlands 

Incomplete  Danish  hi  con  expert  figures  for  December  indicate  that 
the  slowing  up  of  that  movement  in  evidence  since  October  w-  s  contmuea 
into  December.    Total  exports  for  those  three  months,  however,  appear 
from  the  figures  now  available  to  be  ah'ut  35  per  cent  larger  than  in  the  j 
same  period  of  lost  season.    Bacon  production  in  the  Ne^h^rlano^,  as 
reflected  by  imports  from  that  country  into  Great  Britian,  is  still  on  an 
upward  tron  .    In  both  November  and  December,  1930,  the  Netherlands  sent 
mere  bacon  to  Great  Britian  then  in  the  corresponding  ncnths  of  1929. 
Total  British  Imports  from  that  source  for  the  three  months,  October- 
December,  1930,  were  about  10  per.  cent  larger  than  a  year  age-.  Reports 
indicate  that  in  both  Denmark  ana  Netherl  nds  heg  prices  have  been  fall- 
ing at  a  somewhat  mere  rapid  rate  thin  feed  prices,  with  ..n  unf.vcrrble 
relationship  developing  faster  in  the  Netherlands  than  in  Doinrxrk.

STOELD  HOG  AHE  p0HX  PROSPECTS 


SUMMARY 


Prices  of  hogs  and  of  many  pork  products  declined  during  February  to 
pre-war  levels  and  further  in  both  the  United  States  and  Earope.     In  Denmark, 
Germany  and  Netherlands  there  are  indications  of  record  hog  numbers  on  hand 
early,  in  1931.    European  hog  slaughter,  notably  in  Denmark,  has  been  un- 
usually heavy  in  recent  weeks,  with  the  resulting  large  pork  supplies 
meeting  a  relatively  light  demand.    A  tendency  toward  rising  European  feed 
prices  together  with  the  very  low  hog  prices  prevailing  suggests  some  like- 
lihood of  sn  earlier  movement  to  market  in  the  near  future  and  probably 
curtailed  European  breeding  operations  next  spring  and  fall.     In  the  United 
States,  however,  a  continuation  of  the  favorable  relationship  between  feed 
prices  and  hog  prices  prevails  as  a  result  of  further  declines  in  corn  prices. 

In  the  United  States  a  seasonal  reduction  in  the  number  of  hogs  in 
marketing  channels  is  meeting  a  weaker  demand.     Slaughter  in  February,  while 
smaller  than  in  January ,  wos  larger  than  that  of  February,  1930,  with  prices 
materially  below  the  1930  level  and  also  under  the  pre-war  positions.  Price 
declines  were  general  in  fresh  pork  cuts  and  lard  and  in  most  cured  cuts 
during  February  in  domestic  markets.    Export  products  met  a  downward  price 
tendency  in  the  leading  European  markets. 

Domestic  stocks  of  lard  and  pork  increased  during  January.    On  February 
1,  pork  stocks  were  considerably  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Lard  stocks, 
while  still  under  last  year's  figures,  were  larger  than  on  Jznuary  1.  Some- 
what similar  conditions  are  noted  for  Europe,  particularly  the  United  Kingdom. 
Exports  of  both  pork  and  lard  from  the  United  States  during  January  remained 
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at  lower  levels  than  last  season's  movement ,  "but  lard  exports  made  a  sharp 
increase  over  those  of  the  previous  month.     British  takings  of  bacon  are 
retarded  by  the  heavy  continental  supplies,  notably  Danish,  reaching  that 
market,  while  continental  production  has  practically  closed  the  German 
market  to  the  American  product.    United  States  ham  exports  also  are  material- 
ly reduced,  although  the  reduction  is  less  than  that  of  the  exports  of 
other  American  pork   >roducts.    In  lard,  the  United 'Kingdom  continues  to  take  I 
about  the  usual  Quantities  from  the  United  States,  but  exports  to  Germany 
are  materially  reduced. 


Hog  numbers 

Hog  numbers  in  Germany  at  the  beginning  of  1931  reached  23,400,000 
and  exceeded  the  number  on  hand  at  the  same  time  of  the  preceding  year  by 
17  per  cent,  bat  remained  at  practically  the  some  level  as  reported  in 
September,  1930.     In  Denmark  the  number  on  January  31,  1931,  reached 
5,232,000,  an  increase  of  5  per  cent  over  the  figures  for  July  15,  1930.  Ho 
previous  estimates  as  of  January  31  are  available  for  Denmark.     In  the 
ITethorlands  hog  numbers  in  June,  1930,  reached  2,018,000,  according  to  the 
census  for  that  date,  and  since  that  time  have  been  increasing,  accord- 
ing to  quarterly  estimates  showing  percentage  changes  in  each  class  of  enimal 
Hog  numbers,  according  to  the  census  of  1921,  reached  only  1,519,000  that 
year  with  the  pre-war  estimate  reported  as  1,305,000. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  hog  feed  ratio  is  becoming  increasingly 
unfavorable  in  all  European  countries,  a  sharp  curtailment  in  breeding 
operations,  especially  in  the  important  hog  feeding  sections  of  north- 
western Germany,  may  be  expected  during  the  next  few  months,  according  to 
Agricultural  ^ttache  Steere.     On  the  other  hand,  in  eastern  Germany, 
Polaad  and  Denmark,  despite  the  fact  that  the  recession  in  hog  prices  is 
fast  outstripping  the  drop  in  feeds tuffs,  it  appears  that  hog  feeding  is 
still  the  bes't  outlet  many  farmers  have,  as  prices  have  fallen  to  a  very 
low  level  for  potatoes  in  eastern  Germany,  potatoes  and  barley  in  Poland, 
and  barley  raid  corn  in  Denmark. 

As  a  contrast  to  the  heavy  numbers  reported  in  Germany,  Denmark  and 
the  Netherlands  there  have  been  decreases  in  the  United  States,  Canada 
•and  the  United  Kingdom,  while  Irish  Pree  State  showed  an  increase  in  June 
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1950  over  the  preceding  year.    Hog1  numbers  in  the  United  States  on  January 
1,  1931  had  declined  to  52,323,000,  a  decrease  of  about  2  per  cent  com- 
pared with  1930  and  9  per  cent  compared  with  1929.     In  Canada  the  number 
in  June  1930  was  4,000,000  the  lowest  number  reported  since  1922.  ITumbers 
in  the  United  Kingdom  have  been  declining  since  1S28  end  in  June  1930 
reached  2,564,000  the  lowest  number  reported  since  1926.  There  was  an  in- 
crease in  Irish  Free  State  however,  to  1,052,000  in  June  1930  compared 
with  945,000  in  1929. 

The  number  of  brood  sows  at  the  beginning  of  January  1931  showed 
increases  over  those  of  a 'year  earlier  in  the  United  States  and  Germany 
and  the  ITetherlands,  the  number  in  the  United  States  being  10,044,000  an 
increase  of  1  per  cent  over  the  same  period  of  1930  while  the  number  in 
Germany  was  2,169,000  or  18  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year  although  below 
the  number  reported  in  September  1930.    Although. actual  figures  are  not 
available  for  the  Netherlands  annually  the  number  of -brood  sows  reported 
in  the  May-June  1930  census  figures  were  242,000  and  since  that  time  a  per- 
centage increase  of  15  per  cent  was  shown  as  of  September  1930  aid  a  still 
further  increase  of  10  to  15  per  cent  on  December  1,  1930.     In  Denmark 
the  number  of  brood  sows  on  January  31,  1331  was  531,000  or  slightly  below 
the  585,000  reported  on  July  15,  1930  although  above  the  434,000  reported 
in  July  1929. 

Hog  numbers  in  a/  fourteen  countries  reporting,  exclusive  of  Russia, 
amounted  to  95,000,000  in  1930  a  decrease  of  4  per  cent  compared  with  1929 
and  10  per  cent  compared  with  1928.     Including  Russia,  where  there  was  a 
reduction  of  40  per  cent  to  12,183,000  in  1930,  due  to  the  heavy  slaughter 
of  hogs  by  peasants  as  a  protest  against  entering  the  collective  farms,  the 
decrease  was  still  greater  or  10  per  cent  compared  with  1929.  However, 
Russia  is  not  at  present  of  particular  importance  in  international  trade. 
The  smaller  numbers  in  the  United  States  is  responsible  for  most  of  the 
decrease  as  most  European  countries  showed  an  increase,  the  total  for  nine 
b/  European  countries  reporting  being  34,591,000  in  1930  compared  with 
33,941,000  in  1929.    Brood  sows  in  1930  in  c/  eleven  countries  including 
the  United  States  numbered  14,020,000  or  1  per  cent  less  than  in  1929.  In 
the  eight  European  countries  however,  the  number  was  3,527,000  an  increase 
of  11  per  cent  over  1929.

United  States 


Hog  prices  in  the.  Cnited  States  continued  to  decline  during  February 
in  spite  of  a  seasonal  reduction  'in  market  supplies.     Prices  have  been 
declining  since  September,  1930  and  the  weekly  average  for  the  last  week  in 
February  at  Chicago  was  y6.89,  or  y3.87  lower  than  during  the  corresponding 
week  of  1930  and  as  low  as  the  low  point  reached  in  1924.     The  February  average 
at  Chicago  was  y7.06  as  compared  with  $7.65  in  January  and  $10.67  in  February, 
1930.     A  seasonal  decrease  in  marketings  occurred  during  the  last  half  of 
the  month,  but  inspected  slaughter  in  February  was  2.7  per  cent  more  than  that 
of  a  year  earlier.     Heavy  weight  hogs  continued  to  represent  a  large;  pro- 
portion of  the  total  supply  but  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month 
the  proportion  declined  slightly  and  the  price  of  heavy  hogs  advanced 
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while  light  weight  hogs  continued  to  decline,  thereby  reducing-  the  price 
spread  between  the  heavy  and  light  weights.     The  average  spread  for  the 
month,  however,  was  greater  than  in  January  "being  about  ^1.00  per  hundred 
pounds  in  favor  of  the  lighter  weights. 

The  February  price  decline  was  a  reflection  of  a  further  reduction 
in  consumer  demand  for  pork  products.     Unusually  mild  temperatures  for 
this  time  of  year,  lower  prices  of  other  meats  and  of  eggs,  and  a  further 
decline  in  the  general  level  of  all  commodity  prices  were  the  principal 
factors  contributing  to  the  weakened  demand.     Corn  prices  also  declined 
during  February.  No.  3  Yellow  at  Chicago  average  60.7  cents  as  against  6b. 4 
in  January  and  82  in  February,  1930.     As  a  result  of  the  price  decline  in 
both  corn  and  hogs,  the  price  relationship  between  the  two  commodities 
continued  favorable  to  hog  feeding.     The  February  corn-hog  ratio  for  the  • 
North  Cent ral ' States  based  on  15th-of-the-month  farm  prices  averaged  12.8, 
or  the  same  as  in  January. 

The  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  under  Federal  inspection  during  the 
first  five  months  of  the  current  marketing  year  (October  to  February) 
amounted  to  21,666,000  head,  a  decrease  of  808,000  head  or  3.6  per  cent  from 
that  of  the  corresponding  period  of  the  1929-30  marketing  year.     The  delayed 
market  movement  resulted  in  a  9  per  cent  reduction  during  the  October-to- 
December  period  from  that  of  a  year  earlier  and  a  5.2  per  cent  increase 
in  January  and  February.     The  seasonal  peak  in  marketings  was  apparently 
reached  in  mid-January.     With  prospects  for  a  continued  seasonal  reduction 
in  supplies,  some  advance  in  hog  prices  during  March  and  early  April  seems 
likely. 

Prices  of  all  cuts  of  fresh  pork  declined  during  February.     At  New 
York,  the  smallest  declines  were  on  loins.     Eight  to  twelve  pound  loins 
declined  ;/bout  30  cents  while  the  heavier  loins  declined    60  cents.  Prices 
of  hams  and  shoulders  were  from  ^4.25  to  below  those  of  a  year 

earlier  and  other  cuts  were  ^b.00  to  ^6.50  below  the  February,  1930  levels. 

A  slight  price  advance  was  made  during  February  on  regular  No.  1 
smoked  hams  at  New  York,  but  £.11  other  cuts  of  cured  pork  declined,  the 
amount  ranging  from  20  cents  to  ^1.00.  Declines  since  February  1930  range 
mostly  from  $3.00  to  ^4.50,  the  exceptions  being  an  80  cent  to  §1.50 
decline  on  sweet  pickle  cured  v  -con  and  dry  salt  h^c^s^and  a  5L5.75  decline 
in  the  prices  of  smoked  picnSaa.     Lard  prices /eslLbf isiiecPa  new  low  for 
the  post-war  period.     Refined  l-rd  at  Chicago  averaged  &8.94  as  compared 
with  &9.62  in  January  and  ^12.38  in  February,  1930.     L^rd  substitute  prices 
are  slightly  under  lard  prices,  but  thuy  are  higher  relative  to  lard 
prices  than  they  have  been  since  in  July,  1930. 
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?ork  ..nd  lard  exports  m. .do  a  seasonal  increase  during  January,  but 
continued  to  remain  well  below  the  movement  of  a  ye  .r  earlier  and  the  5-year 
average.     Total  exports  of  hams,  shoulders,  bacon  and  lard  during  the  first 
four  months  of  the  current  marketing  year  were  37  per  cent  less  th..n  that  of 
the  corresponding  period  in  the  1929-30  marketing  year.     The  greatest 
reduction  was  in  bacon  exports,  which  wore  63  per  cnt  below  the  1929-30 
level  and  reflects  the  increased  competition  from  Denmark.    The  January 
movement  of  bacon  to  United  Kingdom  was  about  58  per  cent  below  that  of  a' 
year  earlier,  and  for  the  first  four  months  of  the  current  year,  the 
reduction  amounted  zo  51.5  per  cent.     Takings  of  bacon  by  Germany  continues 
to  be  a  negligible  quantity.     The  October-to-January  movement  totalled  only 
156,000  pounds  as  compared  to  2,447,000  pounds  in  the  same  period  during 
1929-30. 

The  export  trade  of  hams  and  shoulders  has  held  up  much  better  than 
that  of  other  pork  products,  but  was  reduced  during  the  last  four  months 
about  30  p^r  cent  from  that  of  ?.  year  earlier.     The    anuary  movement, 
amounting  to  7,295,000  pounds  was  23  per  cent  less  than  that  of  January,  1930. 
The  increase  over  December  of  about  20  per  cent  was  mostly  seasonal.  Experts 
to  United  Kingdom  were  only  13  per  cent  under  these  of  a  year  previous,  but 
exports  to  Canada  continued  at  the  unusually  low  level  which  has  prevailed 
since  the  beginning  of  the  current  marketing  year.     The  movement  of  pork  to 
Cuba  during  January  was  not  greatly  different  from  that  of  a  year  earlier. 

Total  lard  exports  in  January  ..mounting  to  68,382,000  pounds  were 
about  53  pvr  cent  larger  than  in  December,  and  the  largest  since  January, 
1930  when  73,291,000  pounds  were  exported.     All  of  the  principal  importing 
countries  except  Netherlands  took  larger  quantities  than  in  December.  Exports 
to  United  Kingdom  were  about  twice  as  large  as  in  December  and  15  per  cent 
larger  than  in  January  last  year.     The  movement  to  other  countries  was 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  the  reduction  amounting  tc  9.6  per  Cent  in 
Germany,  16.5  in  Cuba,  and  39.5  per  cent  in  Netherlands.      Total  lard 
exports  from  October  to  January  inclusive  were  35.5  per  cent  below  th-.se  of 
the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier. 

St  rage  stacks  of  pork  and  lord  accumulated  at  an  unusually  rapid 
rate  during  January.     On  January  1,  storage  st_cks  were  smaller  than  those 
of  a  year  earlier  by  the  equivalent  of  about  800,000  hogs.     On  February  1, 
stocks  were  larger  than  a  year  earlier  by  an  equivalent  of  about  31,000 
hogs.      Pork  stocks  amounting  to  721  million  pounds,  were  about  5  per  c^nt 
ab;ve  those  of  February,  1930  and  8  per  cent  ab -Ve  the  5-year  February  1 
average.     Lard  stacks,  hrwever,  were  32  per  cent  below  th.se  of  a  year 
earlier  and  30  per  cent  under  the  5-year  February  1  average,  in  spite  of 
a  22  per  cent  increase  in  holdings  during  January.

Canada 

There  was  another  decline  in  Canadian  hog  prices  during  the  last  week 
of  February,  according  to  a  Canadian  Government  report.      Prices  in  the 
West  made  new  low  levels  when  at  Winnipeg  the  market  closed  that  market  at 
$5.75  per  100  pounds  for  bacons  after  going  down  to  ^5.50.     Calgary  closed 
at  $5.'35,  and  Edmonton  at  ^5.25.  Toronto  closed  weak  at  ^6.50  f.o.b.,  or 
$7.25  off  cars.     Selects  sold  at  the  usual  yl.00  per  head  premium  over  bacon 
on  all  yards.     During  the  month  of  January  the  average  monthly  price  for 
bacons  at  Winnipeg  was  ^8.70;  at  Calgary,  ^8.54;  and  at  Edmonton,  $8.41,  while 
bacons  at  Toronto  during  January  averaged  $10.19.     The  average  price  for 
bacons  at  Toronto  in  January,  1930,  was  §13.31.     Prices  at  Toronto  have 
been  declining  steadily  since  February,  1930,  when  the  average  monthly  price 
f;-r  bacons  was  ^14.09  and  that  for  select  bacons  yl4.58. 

uog  marketings  during  the  first  eight  weeks  of  1931  were  considerably 
below  the  same  period  of  1930.     The  number  marketed,  as  represented  by 
the  number  graded  at  stockyards  and  packing  plants.     The  number  _f  hogs. 
SJld  at  stockyards  during  the  first  eight  weeks  of  1931  was  169,000  compared 
with  178,000  during  the  same  period  o.f  1930.     The  month  of  January  was  also 
characterized  by  sh^rt  supplies.     Slaughtering  during  January  was  also  bel.w 
a  year  earlier,,  the  number  of  hogs  killed  being  166,000  compared  with 
207,000  in  January,  1930.     Canada  imported  considerably  loss  bacon,  hams  and 
pork  during  January,  1931,  than  in  the  same  month  of  1930,  the  total  quantity 
being  359,000  pounds  compared  with  1,249,000  pounds  in  the  same  month  of  1930. 
All  of  the  pork  and  almost  half  the  b'acoh  'and  hams  came  from  the  United 
States,  whereas  last  year  all  the  pork,  bacon,  and  hams  came  from  the  same 
country.     At  the  same  time  exports  of  hog  products  also  fell  off,  amounting 
to  only  1,036,000  pounds  ^r  lest  than  half  the  exports  in  January,  1930. 

%g  numbers  in  Canada,  estimated  at  4,000,000,  are  now  at  the  lowest 
point  reached  since  1922,  while  the  number  of  brood  sows  has  been  decreasing 
since  1926,  declining  from  569,000  that  year  to  507,000  in  1930.  Inspected 
slaughter  of  hogs  for  1930  reached  only  1,926,000  arid  was  18  per  Cent  below 
1929  and  ?A  per  cent  below  the  average  for  1927  and  1928.  Cold  storage 
holdings  of  pork  at  the  end  of  December  amounted  to  17,582,000  pounds,  a 
decrease  of  37  per  cent  compared  with  1929.. 

Canadian  experts  of  live  hogs  to  the  United  States  declined  from 
195,000  in  1927  to  21,000  in  1928,  2,000  in  1929,  and  less' than  200  in 
1930;     The  same  tendency  is  shown  in  bacon  and  pork.     Total  experts  ,f 
bacon  and  pork  have  declined  sharply  during  the  past  fuur  years.     un  the 
other  hand,  imports  of  bacon  and  pork  from  the  United  States  have'  increased 
considerably.    Bacon  and  ham  imports  from  the  United  State's  have 
increased  from  2,000,000  pounds  in  1927  to  about  10,000,000  in  1930,  while 
pork  imports  increased  from  9,000,000  pounds  te  1^,000,000'  pounds'  in  1929. 
Imports  for  1930  are  est imat ed  to  be  'slightly  below  the  1929  totals.

The  sharp  decline  in  cured  pork  prices  during  February  brought  the 
Liverpool  average  for  American  green  bellies,  down  to  |l3.88  per  100  pounds, 
according  to  Agricultural  Attache  Foley  at  London.     That  figure  was  ^.40 
under  the  February,  1930,  average''  and  a  new  low  point,  for  the  post-war 
period..    On  Danish  Wiltshire  sides,  also,  a  new  low  level  was  reached  at 
$13.58,  more  than  $10.00  under  a  year  ago  and  62  cents  under  the  February 
average  for  the  years,  1909-1913.     Canadian  green  sides  have  not  been  quoted 
since  last  October.     The  February  break  in  ham  prices  -brought  the  Liverpool 
average  for  American  short  cut  green  hams  down  -to  -$17.71.     That  point  was 
$5.27  under  the  February,  1930  level  and  marked  a  new  post-war  low- average 
for  any  month, 'but  was  still  $4.71  above  the  pre-war  average.     Cured  pork 
stocks 'on  March  1,  1931,  at  Liverpool  stood  at  6,449,000  pounds,  an  increase 
of  1,366,000  pounds  above  stocks  of  a  year  ago. 

Bacon  imports  totaled  95,273,000  pounds  for  January,  a  decline  from 
the  record  December  imports,  but  still  unusually  large  for  the  first  month 
of  the  calendar  year.     From  October  1  to  January  31,  total  bacon  imports 
exceeded  those  of  the  1929-30  season  by  about  27  per  cent.     As  has  been 
usual  this  season,  practically  the  whole  of  the  additional  January  supplies 
came  from  Denmark,  imports  from  that  country  reaching  66,319,000  pounds. 
The  increase  over  last  season  up  to  January  31  in  receipts  from  Denmark 
amounts  to  about  41  per  cent.     A  figure  of  2,832,000  pounds  is  registered 
for  British  imports  during  January  of  bacon  from  the  United  States,  an  un- 
usually small  amount  for  that  month.     Receipts  from  the  United  States  so 
far  this  season  show  a  decline  of  about  54  per  cent  below  those  of  last  sea- 
son.    So  far  this  season,  the  United  States  has  contributed  only  2.3  per 
cent  of  the  total  imports  of  bacon  into  the  United  Kingdom  against  6.6  pcr^ 
cent  last  season.     Current  receipts  from  Canada  are  negligible,  with  supplies 
from  Irish  Free  State  also  reduced.     Imports  from  Netherlands  arc  larger  than 
last  year.     Ham  inports,  mostly  from  the  United  States,  -.re  running  behind 
last  year's  figures. 

The  univorsal  decline  in  lard  prices  during  February  carried  the 
Liverpool  average  for  the  month  down  to  $9.78  per  100  pounds-     In  addition 
to  being  $2.44  under  the  February,  1930,  average,  the  current  figure  is  the 
lowest  for  any  post-war  month  and  is  $1.82  under  the  pre-war  average  for 
February.     The  March  1  stocks  of  lard  at  Liverpool  wore  the  highest  since 
Sc-otember  1,  1930.     The  figure  of  1,673,000  pounds,  however,  was  not  quite 
half  as  large  as  the  stocks  of  a  year  ago.     January  was  the  first  month 
of  the  current  season  in  which  total  British  lard  imports  fell  below  the 
corresponding  month  of  last  year.     The  21,459,000  pounds  imported  m  January $ 
principally  from  the  United  States,  was  the  smallest  for  any  January  since 
1926.     The  reduced  current  imports  placed  the  total  for  the  current  season 
to  January  31  slightly  under  the  total  for  the  corresponding  period  oi 
last  soason. 

Domestic  hog  marketings  in  Great  Britain  for  the  current  season 
to  January  31  show  an  advance  of  1.5  per  cent  over  a  yoar  ago.

Denmark 

TIog  numbers  in  Denmark  on  January  31,  1931  were  the  largest  on  record, 
reaching  5,232,000  compared  with  only  4,920.000  on  the  15th  of  July  preceding, 
according  to  a  cable  from  l-j'i on  >  tyr ;i  .■  attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    As  this  is 
the  only  estimate  avail:. bio  for  January  31,  comparisons  have  boon  made  with 
the  July  15  figures  for  previous  years.     The  number  of  sows  and  *roung  hogs 
on  January  31,  this  year,  showed  decreases  compared  with  those  reported  on 
July  15.     On  the  other  hand,  other  classes  of  hogs  reached  unusually  high 
levels.     This  advance  in  hog  numbers  occurred  notwithstanding  record  slaughter 
since  July.     From  July  1  to  December  31,  1930,  hog  slaughter  in  export 
houses  is  provisionally  estimated  at  3,234,000,  en  increase  of  23  per  cent 
over  the  same  period  of  1929.     For  the  month  of  Jenuary ,  1931,  it  is  esti- 
mated that  the  number  hilled  reached  approximately  6.50,000,    .  heavy  increase- 
over  the  official  estimate  for,' January ,  1930,  but  slightly  below  slaughter 
in  December.     Total*  bacon  exports  from  Denmark  during  January  xre  placed  by 
preliminar-  returns, at  56,432,000  pounds.     That  figure  was  some- 4,000 ,000 
pounds  under  the  December  exports,  but  about  5,000,000  pounds  larger  than  a 
year  earlier.     The  January  figure 'continued  the  current  season's  record  for 
unusually  heavy  bacon  exports  from  Denmark.

Exports  of  bacon  from  the  Motherlands  continue  'to  exceed  those  of  last 
season,  as  reflected  by  imports  from  that  source  into  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
chief  buyer.     3ritish  imports  of  Netherlands  bacon,  totaling  7,336,000  pounds 
in  January,  were  under  tho  December  volume,  out  helped  place  the  season's 
total  to  January  31  at  a  point  about  8  per  cent  above  the  corresponding 
1929-30  total.

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There  was  practically  no  change  in  the  total  number  of  hogs  reported 
on  hand  in  Germany  on  December  1,  1930,  as  compared  with  the  quarterly  esti- 
mates of  September  1,  the  number  remaining  at  the  record  figure  of  23,400,00a 
The  number  as  reported  this  year  on  December  1  is  an  increase  of  17  eer  cent 
over  the  number  on  the  same  date  of  1929  and  exceeds  the  previous  high  re- 
cord reported  on  December  1,  1927,  by  2  per  cent. 

Some  tendency  toward  restricting  breeding  operations  during  the 
next  few  months  is  shown  by  a  reduction  of  5  per  cent  in  total  brood  sows 
to  2,159,000  and  a  reported  smaller  number  of  pigs  under  8  weeks,  which 
show  a  decrease  of  17  per  cent  to  5,440,000  compared  with  the  record  figures 
reported  as  of  September  1,  1930.    Brood  sows  of  six  months  to  one  year  on 
December  1  numbered  only  673,000,  or  17  per  cent  below  the  September  estimate, 
and  were  only  2  per  cent  above  that  of  December  1,  1929.     Sows  of  one  year 
and  over,  on  the  other  hand,  exceeded  the  number  reported  in  the  September 
estimate  by  2  per  cent,  reaching  1,496,000. 

The  decline  in  Continental  European  hog  values  carried  the  February 
average  for  h,avy  hogs  at  Berlin  down  to  $10.66  per  100  pounds,  according 
to  Agricultural  Attache  Steero  at  Berlin.    The  February  average  was  about 
$6.00  below  the  figure  of  a  year  earlier  and  marks  a  new  low  point  for 
the  post-war  period,  in  addition  to  being  nearly  75  cents  under  the  pre-war 
average  for  February.    The  Berlin  average  for  January,  1931, was  $12.05. 
That  figure  was  somewhat  lower  than  the  December  average,  but  both  feed 
barley  and  feed  potato  prices  were  higher  in  January  than  a  month  earlier. 
Potato  prices  through  January  were  lower  than  last  year,  but  the  Leipzig 
avcragc^of  feed  barley  for  January,  1931,  was  10.5  per  cent  higher  than  in 
the  corresponding  month  la3t  year.     The  indicated  price  movements  su  port 
the  suggestion  of  considerable  reduction  in  European  hog  breeding  operations. 

February  receipts  of  hogs  at  14  German  markets  averaged  close 
to  the  January  level  when  the  total  was  285,000  head.     That  figure  was 
somewhat  seasonally  smaller  than  in  December,  but  larger  than  last  year 
as  was  the  season's  total  to  January  31.     Slaughter- at  36  points  during 
January  reached  395,000  head,  according  to  preliminary  figures  cabled  by 
Mr.  Steerc,'and  indicate  some  seasonal  decline.     Slaughter  from  October  1 
to  January  31,  however,  was  14  per  cent  heavier  than  for  the  seme  months 
of  the  1929-30  season.    In  spite  of  the  increased  domestic  production  in 
Germany,  total  bacon,  imports  during  January  increased  over  the  preceding 
month  and  a  year  ago  to  reach  2,149,000  pounds.    That  increase  placed  the 
current  season's  imports  26  per  cent  ahead  of  last  season,  practically 
all  of  the  imports  coming  from  the  Netherlands. 
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In  keeping  with  the  general  decline  in  lard  prices,  the  February 
average  at  Hamburg  fell  to  $10.42  per  100  pounds.    That  figure  was  nearly 
$2.00  under  the  February,  1930,  average,  and  stands  as  a  new  low  point 
for  the  post-war  period.    The  February  average  also  indicated  a  decline  of 
about  $3.50  below  the  pre-war  average  for.  that  month.     Preliminary  returns 
place  the  January  imports  of  lard  into  Germany  at  16,094,000  pounds,  the 
bulk  of  it  coming  from  the  United  States.    That  figure  is  larger  than 
for  any  former  month  of  the  current  season,  but  is  the  smallest  January 
total  of  the  post-war  period.  •  T0tal  lard  imports  from  October  1  to 
January  31,  1930-31,  were  about  40  per  cent  smaller  than  imports  for  the 
corresponding  1928-193C  period. 

Consumption  of  pork  and  pork  products  -in  Germany  for  the  first 
three  quarters  of  1930  amounted  to  2,673,000,000  pounds,  or  approximately 
the  same  as  for  the  same  period  of  1929.     Domestic  inspected  production 
during  the  above  period  amounted  to  2,500,000,000  .pounds  or  only  1  per 
cent  above  the  same  period  of  1929,  and  7  per  cent  below  that  period  of 
1928.     ■Lotal  imports  of  pork  and  pork  products  during  the  first  3  quarters 
of  1930  fell  off  5  per  cent  to  185,000,000  pounds,  while  exports,  principally 
of  fresh  pork,  were  over  twice  as  heavy  as  for  the  same  period  of  1929, 
reaching  11,870,000  pounds.     The  heaviest  reduction  in  imports  was  in  lard 
which  decreased  6  per  c  nt  to  142,858,000  pounds.     The  "bulk  of  the  lard 
imports  into  Germany  came  from  the  United  States.     There  was  also  a  decrease 
of  9  per  cent  in  fresh  pork  imports,  mostly  from  surrounding  European 
countries.

WORLD  HOG  AND  PORK  PROSPECTS 


SUMMARY 


Somewhat  firmer  prices  for  hogs  and  pork  products  developed  in  late 
March  and  early  April  in  domestic  and  foreign  markets.     Unusually  low  values, 
however-,  continue  to  prevail.     In  the  United  States  hog  slaughter  during 
March  continued  above  that  of  a  year  ago  for  the  third  consecutive  month. 
The  increased  slaughter,  continued  weak  domestic  demand,  and'  reduced  foreign 
outlet  resulted  in  a  larger  accumulation  of  pork  and  lard  stocks  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1931  than  in  the  same  period  of  1930. 

Conditions  in  Europe  surrounding  hog  production  continue  to  develop 
unfavorably,  with  hog  prices  weak  until  recently,  and  feed  prices  tending 
upward  in  several  important  Continental  European  producing  countries.  In 
Germany,  the  hog-feed  ratio  has  been  unfavorable  during  recent  months,  and 
March  1  figures  indicated  smaller  total  hog  numbers  than  on  December  1,  1930. 
There  were  increases  in  young  pigs  and  brood  sows  between  those  two  dates, 
but  the  percentage  increase  was  considerably  smaller  than  between  those  two 
dates  of  last  season.     In  Denmark  also  there  are  indications  of  reduced  profit 
in  hogs,  but  probably  to  a  smaller  degree  than  in  Germany.     Continental  pork 
supplies  promise  to  be  plentiful  for  several  months. 

Unusually  heavy  lard  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  was  the  favorable 
feature  of  the  European  foreign  trade  in  pork  products  during  February.  Liver- 
pool stocks  wer»e  larger  on  April  1  than  for  the  preceding  month.  Imports  into 
Germany  also  were  larger  than  in  recent  months.    European  imports  of  American 
cured  pork  for  February,  however,  continued  at  reduced  figures,  with  British 
markets  liberally  supplied  from  continental  sources. 
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United  States 

■  After  reaching  the  low  point  for  the  winter  in  late  February,  hog- 
prices  in  the  United  States  advanced  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  March. 
Most  of  fiis  rise,  caused  primarily  by  weather  conditions,  occurred  during' 
the  second  week.     Lower  temperatures  and  a  severe  blizzard  whicn  swept 
over  the  Middle  West,  temporarily  reduced  market  supplies  of  hogs  and  also 
acted  as  a  stimulus  to  consumer  demand  for  pork.    With  the  return  of  wore 
normal  weather  conditions,  marketings  increased  and  prices  declined 
moderately  during  the  next  two  weeks,  and  then  made  another  advance  the 
following-  week.     Hog  prices  at  Chicago  averaged  v7.05  during  the  first  week 
of  March,  #7.66  in  the  second  week,  $7.59  in  the  third  week,  $7.44  in  the 
fourth  week,  and  $7.64  in  the  week  ended  April  4.     The  average  for  March 
was  $7.A&  as  compared  with  $7.06  during  February  and  $10.17  during'  March 
1930.     Federally  inspected  slaughter  during  March,  amounting  to  3,523,000 
head,  was  3.8  per  cent  larger  than  in  March  1330  but  represented  a  seasonal 
reduction  of  15  per  cent  from  the  4,142,000  head  slaughtered  in  February. 
The  cumulative  total  of  inspected  slaughter  for  the  six  months'  period 
beginning  October  1,  1930  was  2.6  per  cent  under  that  of  the  same  period  in 
the  1929-30  marketing  year.     Average  weights  at  most  markets  during  March 
continued  well  above  those  of  a  year  earlier  and  the  5-year  average.  The 
price  spread  in  favor  of  light  weight  hogs  was  reduced  during  March  but 
remained  unusually  wide  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

Corn  prices  declined  during  the  first  week  of  March,  advanced  during 
the  second  week  and  remained  about  steady  during  the  remainder  of  the  month. 
No.  3  Yellow  at  Chicago  averaged  59.8  as  against  60.7  cents  in  February 
and  80  cents  in  March  1930.    With  corn  prices  slightly  under  those  of  a  month 
earlier  and  hog  prices  higher,  the  relationship  between  corn  prices  and 
hog  prices  was  more  favorable  than  during  February.     Present  conditions 
point  to  no  material  change  in  the  near  future  in  this  favorable  relationship. 
Hence  it  appears  that  average  weights  will  continue  heavy  and  that  the  1950 
fall  pig  crop  will  not  be  sent  to  market  much  earlier  than  usual. 

The  fresh  pork  market  was  considerably  stronger  during  March,  ioin 
prices  advanced  sharply  and  moderate  price  advances  were  made  on  other  cuts 
with  the  exception  of  hams,  the  latter  continuing-  the  decline  which  has  been 
under  way  since  March,  1930.     10  to  12  pound  loins  at  New  York  averaged 
$17.-90  as  compared  with  $14.78  in  February  and  $24.01  in  March, 1930,  where- 
as 10  to  14  pound  hams  averaged  $17.00  as  against  $17.55  in  February  and 
$23.62  in  March,   1930.     In  contrast  to  the  advance  in  fresh  pork  prices, 
prices  of  all  kinds  of  cured  pork  declined  during  March.     12  to  14  pound 
regular  smoked  hams  averaged  $20.00  at  New  York  as  against  $22.12  in 
February  and  $25.92  in  March,  1930.     Sweet  pickle  cured  bacon  8  to  10  pounds 
averaged  $19.50  as  compared  with  ^20.61  in  February. 

Lard  prices  advanced  during  March  after  establishing  a  new  low  point 
for  the  post-war  period  during  February.     The  prices  of  refined  lard  at 
Chicago  averaged  $10.00  in  March  as  against  $8.94  in.  February  and  $12.12  in 
March,  1930.     The  price  of  lard  substitutes  also  made  an  advance  but  the  price 
spread  in  favor  of  lard  was  increased.     The  monthly  average  price  of  substitutes 
at  Chicago  was  $9.50  as  compared  with  $8.90  in  February  and  $11.38  in  March, 
1930. 
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Continued  weakness  in  foreign  demand  for  American  pork  vns  reflected 
in  the  export  trade  during  February.    Tot  1  exports  of  pork  products  were  4 
per  cent  under  those  of  January •    The  export  movement  of  "bacon  amounting  to 
'4,801,000  pounds  was  about  9  per  cent  smaller  than  that  of  January  and  Gl 
per  cent  smaller  than  in  February,  1950.    Takings  by  the  United  Kingdom  were 
24  per  cent  smaller  than  in  Januar2T  which  much  more  than  offset  the  16  per 
cent  increase  in  exports  to  Cuba.     The  Februar;'  movement  of  hams  and  shoulders 
was  reduced  24  per  cent  from  that  of  January  and  was  40  per  cent  smaller  than 
in  February  1950.    Larger  quantities  were  t'nkon  than  in  January  by  Cuba  and 
Canada,  but  taking's  by  United  -Kingdom  were  53  per  cent  smaller. 

Lard  exports  during  February  were  maintained  at  the  high  level 
established  in  January  s,nd  were  4.2  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  February, 
1930.     It  was  the  first  month  for  exports  to  exceed  those  of  the  corresponding 
month  a  year  earlier  since  February,  1930.    Exports  to  Germany  were  47  per 
cent  larger  than  in  January  and  the  largest  for  the  month  since  1928.  Exports 
to  Netherlands  were  also  larger  than  those  of  January,  but  reductions  of 
16  per  cent  in  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  about  7  per  cent  in  those 
to  Cuba  offset  the  increases  made  by  Germany  and  Netherlands. 

The  increased  slaughter,  reduced  foreign  outlet  for  pork  in  February 
and  a  continued  weak  domestic  demand  were  responsible  for  large  accumulations 
of  pork  in  storage.    Pork  stocks  on  March  1  amounting  to  853,000,000  pounds 
were  17  per  cent  above  those  of  February  1,     9  per  cent  above  those  of  March 
1,  1930  and  9  per  cent  above  the  5-year  March  1  average.     Lard  stocks  in- 
creased 20  per  cent  during  February  but  on  March  1  the;7  were  still  33  per 
cent  below  those  of  a  year  earlier  and  33  p3 r  cent  smaller  than  the  5-year 
March  1  average.    April  .1  storage  figures  are  not  yet  available,  but  they  are 
expected  to  show  an  increase  over  those  of  March  1. 

Canada 

Daring  the  week  ended  March  26  hog  supplies  at  stock  yards  were  only 
about  half  the  volume  offered  during  the  preceding  week  and  prices  advanced 
as  much  as  $1«00  per  100  pounds  at  some  yards  according  to  the  Canadian 
Government  Livestock  Markets  Intelligence  Service.    Sellers  were  warned  against 
a  heavy  rush  of  hogs  either  to  yards  or  plants  and  were  advised  to  market 
only  finished  hogs,  but  not  to  hold  hogs  for  excessive  weights.     Prices  at 
Toronto  advanced  75  cents  to  $1,00  per  100  pounds.     The  average  price  for 
bacons  for  the  week,  however,  was  considerably  below  the  price  at  the  same 
time  a  year  ago,  amounting  to  ^3,33  per  hundred  this  3rear  compared  with  ^13.43 
last  year.    There  was  also  an  advance  during  the  week  in  Winnipeg  prices  with 
bacons  closing  at  !$7«75.    Selects  in  all  cases  were  sold  at  a  dollar  premium 
over  bacons. 

For  the  twelve  weeks  ended  Maroh  26,  1931  the  number  of  hogs  graded 
at  all. stock  yards  and  packing  plants  was  551,000  or  8  per  cent  less  than  in 
the  sa-ne  period  of  1930.    Daring  the  first  two  months  of  1931  the  number 
killed  under  inspection  was  327,000  or  13  per  cent  less  than  in  1930  while 
cold  storage  holdings  of  pork  on  March  1,  estimated  at  24,849,000  pounds  were 
below  last  year's  total  by  27  per  cent. 
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Bacon  and  haras  and  pork  exports  fell  off  about  one-third  and  one-half 
respectively  during  the  first  two  months-'  of  1931,  the  quantity  exported 
amounting  to  1,158,000  poxtnds  of  bacon  and  hams  and  631,000  pounds  of  pork. 
The  bulk  of  the  bacon  and  hams  went  to  the  United  kingdom,  exports  to  the 
United  States  for  the  period  amounting  to  only  161,000  pounds  compared  with 
326,000  pounds  a  year  ago.    Pork  exports  to  the  United  States  fell  to 
149,000  while  those  to  the  United  Kingdom  were  reduced  from  788,000  pounds 
to  only  43,000  pounds. 

Imports  into  Canada  for  the'  first  two  months  this  year  were  also  below 
last  vear'for  the  same  period.    February  imports  of  "bacon  and  hams  from  the 
United  States  totaled  only  ah out  6,000  pounds  compared  with  871,000  pounds 
last  year  according  to  the  Canadian  Government  report.    Pork  imports  frorn^ 
the  United  States  amounted  to  516,030  pounds  during  Fehruary  a  decrease  ox 
36  per  cent  compared  with  last  Fehruary.     For  the  first  two  months  of  1931- 
total  imports  of  hacon  and  haras  amounted  to  only  18,000  pounds  compared  with 
1,414,000  pounds  a  year  earlier  while  pork  imports  amounted  to  863,000 
pounds  a  decrease  of  43  per  cent. 

United  kingdom 

The  general  decline  of  cured  pork  prices  in  British  markets  during 
Fehruary  and  March  was  checked  somewhat  toward  the  end  of  the  latter  montn. 
The  March  average  for  Danish  'Jilt shires  at  Liverpool  was  $12.65  per  100 
pounds,  up  slightly  from  Fehruary  levels,  hut  $10.53  under  a  year  ago  and 
85  cents  under  the  pre-war  average  for  March.    In  American  green  bellies, 
however,  the  March  average  went  below  Fehruary  to  reach  $13.00,  a  new  low 
point  for  the  Post-war  years.    American  short  cut  green  hams  also  reached  a 
new  post-war  low  point  in  March  with  an  average  of  £l7.42g  hut  -were  still 
$3.60  ahove  the  pre-war  figure.     Stocks  of  cured  pork  at  Liverpool  on  >pnl 
1  totaled  3,952,000  pounds  against  5,226,000  pounds  a  month  earlier  and  . 
6,681,000  pounds  on  April  1,  1930. 

The  continued  heavy  hacon  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  during 
Fehruary  placed  the  total  since  Octoher  1  at  a  point  28.3  per  cent  above  the 
total  for  the  corresponding'  period  of  1929-30.     'The  large  receipts  from 
Denmark  for  the  first  five  months  of  the  current  season  were  43.8  per  cent 
larger  than  last  season.    Increased  receipts  also  are  noted  from  other 
Continental  European  countries,  hut  sharp  cuts  continue  in  imports  from  the 
Irish  Free  State  and  North  America,    Bacon  imports  from  the  United  States  in 
Fehruary  again  declined  from  the  figures  for  the  preceding  month  and  a  year 
ago,  placing  total  receipts  from  that  source  for  the  five  months  indicated 
55.5  per  cent  he  low  the  1929-30  volume.     In  that  season  imports  from-tne 
United  States  for  the  first  five  months  represented  7  per  cent  of  tne  British 
total  hacon  imports  for  that  period, whereas  this  season,  receipts^ from  tne 
United  State's  to  Fehruary  23  accounted  for  only  2.4  per  cent  oi  to  total. 
In  hams,  also,  most  of  which  came  from  the  United  States.    British  imports 
declined  during  the  past  two  months,  the  total  since  Octoher  1  being  14.6 
per  cent  smaller  than  for  the  same  period  of  1929-30. 
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The  somewhat  seasonal  strengthening  of  the  British'  l.-.rd  market  in 
■arch  brought  the  Liverpool  average  for  that  month  to  $10,23  per  100  pounds, 
an  advance  of  45  cents  over  the  preceding  month.    Hie  current  average,  how- 
ever, was  $1.57  "below  the  March  1930  average  and  "below  the  pre-war  level 
by  about  the  sane  amount.    Liverpool  refilled  lard  stocks  on  April  1  stood  at 
2,415,000  pounds  against  1,573,000  pounds  a  raonth  earlier  and  3,259,000 
pounds  on  April  1,  1930.     The  February  imports  of  lard,  most  of  which  came  from 
the  United  Stctea,  reached  32,576,000  pounds,  the  largest  volume  for  any 
month  since  January  1929,  and  an  unusually  largo  quantity  for  February,  At 
the  end  of  January  1931,  the  cumulative  total  of  British  lard  imports  since 
October  1,  1930,  was  smaller  than  the  corresponding  1929-30  figure.  The 
February  imports,  however,  placed  the  season's  total  4,7  per  cent  ahead  of 
last  season. 

The  increasing  British  domestic  pork  supply  was  reflected  in  hog 
marketings  for  February  exceeding  those  of  last  year  for  the  second  succeeding 
month.    The  current  season's  total  to  February  28  was  slightly  larger  than 
that  of  last  season,    March  supplies  of  fresh  British  and  Irish  pork,  as 
reflected  by  Louden  Central  Markets  receipts,  were  larger  than  last  season 
for  the  fourth  successive  month,  the  season* s  total  to  March  31  being  10 
per  cent  larger  than  last  year.    Since  January  last,  more  hogs  have  been 
utilized  by  Irish  bacon  curers  than  in  the  same  months  of  1900.    For  the 
current  season  to  date,  however,  such  figures  have  run  5.S  per  cent  behind 
the  same  period  of  last  season. 


Continental  Jiuropean  countries 

Dcninark  and  Netherlands 

Proliminary  figures  indicate  that  the  February  bacon  exports  from 
Benmark    of  about  64,000,000  pounds,  were  the  smallest  of  any  month  since  last 
September.    Unusually  high  monthly  movements  have  been  the  feature  of  the 
current  season  to  date.     The  total  export  from  October  1  to  February  28,  1930- 
31,  is  the  largest  on  record,  with  preliminary  returns  placing  it  41.2  per 
cent  above  last  season  and  34  per  cent  above  1927-28,  the  season  of  next 
largest  movement.    Indications  are  that  the  margin  of  profit  in  Banish  hog 
production  has  been  reduced  further  in  the  past  two  months,  but  not  to  as 
great  an  extent  as  in  other  continental  producing  countries.     In  the 
Netherlands,  hog  production  is  being  reduced,  according  to  Consul  C.  H.  Foster 
at  Rotterdam^    Foodstuffs  appear  to  be  plentiful,  but  the  pork  price  situation, 
particularly  for  bacon  in  British  markets,  is  not  encouraging  to  producers. 
Late  in  February  the  British  market  was  paying  less  for  Netherlands  bacon 
than  for  cither  Banish  or  Swedish.     Total  British  imports  of  Netherlands  bacon 
so  far  this  season  are  larger  than  in  1929-30. 


Germany 

Early  April  hog  prices  at  Berlin  were  slightly  higher  than  the  March 
average  for  heavy  hogs  of  $10,18  per  100  pounds,  according  fco  cabled  advices 
from  Agricxiltural  Attache*  Steere  at  Berlin.     The  March  average  marked  a  new 
low  point  in  the  post-war  hog  price  series  for  that  market.     It  was  more  than 
;,j4,00  under  prices  of  a  year  ago  and  $1,17  under  the  pre-war  average  for  March,

Tho  February  1951.  average ( was  $10>66..  Feed  prices •  available  for  recent 
months  indicate  a  sharp  movement  upward  in  "barley  at,  Leipzig  to  $2.11  per 
100  pounds  in  February,  an  advance  over  last  year  of  24  per  cent.  Potato 
prices  at  Breslau,  while  showing  a  tendency  to  rise  in  February,  averaged 
27,7  per  cent  "below  the  February  1930  level. 

The  ruif avorable  hog  feed  ratio ,  which  has  been  prevailing  in  Germany 
in  recent  months,  .appears  to  he  reflected  in  a  curtailment  in  breeding 
operations,  according  to  the  March  1,  1951,  quarterly  hog  estimate  furnished 
"by  Mr0  Steore.     The  figures  show  a  decrease  since  March  1,  1930  of  2  per 
cent  in  "brood  sows  of  6  months  to  1  year.      Although  there  has  "been  a 
seasonal  increase  in  "brood  sows  of  that  class  of  5  per  cent  since  December, 
this  season,  during  the  same  period  last  season  there  was  an  increase  of 
9  per  cent.    Brood  sows  of  1  year  and  over  on  March  1  this  year  made  an 
increase  of  23  per  cent  over  the  same  date  of  1930.    However,  this  year  the 
seasonal  increase  has  been  only  1  per  cent  since  December  1,  compared  with 
4  per  cent  a  year  ago.     Total  hog  numbers  on  March  1,  1931,  were  17  per  cent 
above  the  number  on  March  1,  1930,  but  7  per  cent  below  the  December  1 
estimate,  whereas  last  year  the  decline  from  December  1  to' March  1  was  6  per 
cent. 

Pigs  under  8  weeks  and  those  of  8  weeks  to  6  months,  according  to  the 
estimate  just  received,  were  15  per  cent  and  20  per  cent  respectively  over 
the  March  1  numbers  last  year  and  also  above  the  numbers  reported  on 
December  1.     The  heavy  increase  in  pigs  points  to  substantially  heavier 
marketings  during  the  spring  and  summer  months  of  1931  than  those  of  the 
same  months  last  year.    Hogs  of  6  months  to  1  year,  exclusive  of  brood  sows, 
on  March  1  were  17  per  cent  above  the  number  on  hand  last  year  at  the  same 
date,  but  33  per  cent  below  the  number  on  hand  on  December  1,  1950,  Hogs 
of  1  year  and  over,  exclusive  of    brood  sows,  however,  were  below  the  number 
reported  at  the  same  date  last  year  and  also  below  the  number  on  hand  on 
December  1,  1930.   (See  Table  on  next  page.) 

Preliminary  figures  on  March  receipts  of  hogs  at  "14  cities  indicated 
total  marketings  of  about  345,000  head.    That  figure  is  the  largest  for  any 
month. since  October  1928.'  Using  the  same  preliminary  figures  for  March  in 
the  cumulative  total  receipts  since  October  1  last,  the  season's  total  to 
March  31  is  8,6  per  cent  higher  than  for  the  same  period  of  last  season.  Up 
to  February  28,  the  lead  over  last  season  was  5,1  per  cent.    Hog  slaughter 
at  36  centers  for  February  continued  the  larger  volume  of  recent  months,  and 
carried  the  season's  total  15.5  per  cent  above  that  of  last  season.    In  spite 
of  increased  domestic  production,  bacon  imports  into  Germany  have  been 
increasing  in  recent  months,  largely  a3  a.  result  of  selling  pressure  from 
nearby  countries,  especially  the  Netherlands.    Total  bacon  imports  for  the 
season  to  February  28  were  326  per  cent  larger  than  last  season. 
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Haiaburg  lard  prices  early  in  April  were  slightly  below  the  March 
averse  of  $11.09  per.  100  pounds.  '  That  figure  was  higher  than  the  January 
and  February  averages,   but  under  the  March  1930  level  and  $2.80  under  the 
pre-war  average  for  Harch.     The  German  imports  of  lard  during  February 
expanded  to  20,042,000  pounds,   the  largest  monthly  import  since  October 
1929  and  an  unusually  large  figure  for  liaxch.     The  bulk  of  the  lard  im- 
ported into  Cvermany  comes  from  the  United  States.     The  February  imports 
were  the  first  for  any  month  of  the  current  season  to  exceed. imports  for 
the  corresponding  month 'of  last  season.     The  cumulative  total  as  of 
February  28,  however,  was  still  30  per  cent  under  the' corresponding  figure 
for  last  season.

Hog  prices  in  both  the  United  States  ^nd  Europe  continued  to 
decline  during  April.    During  the  first  seven  months  of  the  current 
hog  marketing  year,  American  market  supplies  of  hogs  were  somewhat 
under  those  of  last  season  during  the  same  period,  although  they  were 
larger  from  January  to  April.     Indications  are  that  for  the  next  five 
months  hog  slaughter  in  the  United  States  will  he  under  that  of  last 
year.    There  is  little  evidence,  however,  of  any  improvement  in  cither 
domestic  or  foreign  demand  for  American  pork  prodticts  during  that  period. 
European  hog  numhe.cs  and  slaughter  figures  continue  at  high  levels. 

Present  prospects  are  for  a  continuation  of  the  present  large 
numher  of  hogs  in  the  principal  producing  countries  of  Europe  during  1931. 
"•Thile  Denmark  has  apparently  reached  a  peak  in  the  hog  production  cycle, 
Germany,  the  Netherlands,  and  Poland  all  give  indications  of  a  further 
increase  in  numbers  although  production  may  show  some  decline  during  the 
last  part  of  1931.     In  spite  of  the  decline  in  hog  prices,  the  production 
of  hogs  in  most  European  countries  has  not  been  discouraged  to  any  consider- 
able degree  except  possible  in  western  Germany. 

United  States  exports  of  pork  products  continue  to  doclinc,  despite 
the  downward  trend  in  prices.    In  practically  all  export  lines,  the  totals 
for  the  six  months  ended  March  31  were  materially  under  similar  totals  for 
last  year.     In  the  British  cured  pork  market,  bacon  and  ham  prices, 
particularly  the  latter,  continued  weak  during  April,    Europc:m  supplies, 
especially  Danish,  remain  at  record  figures. 
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Lard  prices  in  both  the  United  Kingdom  and  continental  markets 
were  easier  during  April  than  in  March.    March  imports  of  lard  into 
British  and  German  ports  from  the  United  States  were  well  maintained,  hut 
the  totals  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  season  were  under  1929-30  figures; 
An  additional  amount  of  competition  is  developing  from  European  lard 
producing  countries,  notably  Denmark. 

Fresh  pork  prices  in  the  United  States  were  stronger  during  the 
latter  part  of  April.    At  the  end  of  the  month,  light  loin  prices  were  close 
to  the  1930  level,  but  prices  of  other  cuts  wore  still  well  below  those  of 
a  year  earlier.    The  prices  of  lard  and  cured  pork  in  the  United- States 
during  April  averaged  about  the  same  as  those  in  March.

In  12  -/European  countries  alone,  exclusive  of  Russia,  the 
number  m  1930  was  49,170,000  and  had  practically  reached  the  average  for 
the  years  1927-1928.  Latest  reports  of  numbers  in  1931  in  important 
European  hog  producing  countries  indicate  that  the  high  point  reached  in 
most  countries  in  1927  or  1928  will  be  exceeded  in  1931.

1928  and  on  January  1,  1931,  the  number  was  only  52,323",000,  a  decrease 
ox  2  per  cent  compared  with  1930  and  14  per  cent  compared  with  1928. 
However,  brood  sows  as  of  January  1,  1951,  were  estimated  at  10,044,000, 
an  increase  of  1  por  cent  over  1930,  but  7  per  cent  less  than  the  number 
reported  as  of  January,  1927.     Canada  also  reported  fewer  hogs  in  Jane, 
1930  than  a  year  earlier,  the  number  being  estimated  at  4  million,  a 
decrease  of  9  per  cent.    This  was  the  lowest  number  reported  in  that 
country  since  1922.    Brood  sows  in  Jvuie  wore  reported  at  507,000,  a  decrease 
of  6  per  cent  below  1929  and  12  per  cent  below  1927,  the  highest  point  reached

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A  well-known  German  authority  on  the  hog  situation  in  that  country 
forecasts  that  the  peak  of  the  present  cycle  in  Germany  will  be  reached  "by 
September  1931.    The  number  of  "brood  sows  of  six  months  to  one  year  showed 
a  decrease  of  2  per  cent  on  March  1  compared  with,  the  preceding  year,  while 
the  number  of  such  sows  in  farrow  decreased  6.8  per  cent,  indicating  a 
tendency  to  restrict  breeding  operations.    On  the  other  band,  brood  sows 
over  one  year  increased  23  per  cent.    Pigs  for  slaughter  of  six  months  to 
one  year  increased  17  per  cent,  but  slaughter  pigs  over  one  year  showed 
a  reduction  of  7.6  per  cent  from  a  year  ago,    A  study  of  the  quarterly 
estimate's  of  different  classes  of  hogs  in  Germany  for  the  last  two  years 
forecasts  a  slowing  up  in  breeding  operations  as  indicated  by  a  less  rapid 
increase  in  pigs  under  eight  weens  and  of  breeding  sows  of  one  year  and  over, 
as  T/ell  as  by  an  actual  decre  .se  in  the  per  cent  of  breeding  pigs  six  months 
to  one  year,  states  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  P.  F.  Christy,  at 
Berlin, 

The  number  of  hogs  in  Denmark  in  January,  1931,  was  estimated  at 
5,232,000,  the  largest  numbor.yet  reported  for  that  country.    Although  there 
is  no  previous  estimate  of  the  sane  date  to  compare  it  with,  a  comparison 
with  the  number  in  July,  1930,  shows  an  increase  of  6  per  cent.    Sows  of 
four  months  and  over ■ showed  a  decrease  of  l.per  cent  to  531,000  compared  with 
the  number  in  July,  when  the  number  in  that  country  was  the  highest  on  record. 
Slaughtering  during  the  months,  July  to  March  30,  reached  6,6-15,000,  an 
increase  of  almost  70  per  cent  over  the  same  period  of  1929-30  and  also  en 
increase  of  ever  60  per  cent  over  the  same  period  of  1927-28..  The  decrease' 
in  the  number  of  sows  mentioned  above  indicates  somewhat  lighter 'marketing 
fearing  ..the  latter  part  of  1931  and  early  1932. 

Hog  numbers  in  the  Netherlands  in  June,  1930,  were  estimated  at 
2,018,000,  according  to  the  "census.  "Of  this  number,  212,000  -.'/ere  reported 
as  brood  sows;  172,000  as  pigs  under  six  weeks;  910,000,  hogs' up  to  132 
pounds;'  263,000,'  hogs  of  132  to  220  pounds;-  and  101,000  over  220  pounds. 
An  estimate  of  the  Netherlands  Department  of  Agriculture  showing  develop- 
ments in  hog  numbers  since  June,  1930,.  in  percentages  permits  us  to  give  an 
estimate  for  March  1,  1931,  which  -shows  brood  sows  at  232,000,  a  decrease 
of  '1  per  cent  compared  with  June,  1930.,  and  a  very  slight  increase  over 
March,  1930.     Other  classes  of  hogs  as  of  March,  1931,  show  increases  ranging 
from  0  to  10  per  cent  over  March  of  1930,  i.e.,.  farrows  under  six  weeks 
increasing  5  per  cent;  hogs  over  six  weeks  .to  132  pounds,  5  to  10  per  cent; 
hogs  132  to  220  pounds,  10  per  cent  and  those  over  220  pottnds,  remaining 
about  the  same.    The  increases  in 'sows  in  farr.ow  and  young  pigs  .are 
considerably  smaller  than  those  reported  a 'year  .earlier,  whereas  the  increase 
in  hogs  of  slaughter  weights  are  slightly  higher,  especially  those  of  132 
to  220  pounds.    It  is  beiieved  that  while  production  is , apparently  close  to 
the  peak  of  the  cycle,  no  material  reduction  in  hog  numbers  can  be  expected 
in  the  near  future  imlcss  the  hog-feed  ratio  becomes  considerably. more 
unfavorable  than  at  present. 

Hog  numbers  have  also  been  declining  in  Now  Zealand,  the  most 
important  exporter  of  frozen  pork  to  the  United  Kingdom,    In  1930  the  number 
of  hogs  in  that  country  was  reported  as  only  188,000,  a  decrease  of  12  per 
.  cent  compared  with  1929  and  17  per  cent  compared  with  the  high  point  reached 
in  1928.     In  Argentina,  where  the  pork  export  trade  has  shown  evidence  of 
recent  developments,  hog  numbers  were  reported  at  5, 769, 000, according  to  the 
census  of  July,  1930,  compared  with  1,137,000  in  December,  1922,  and 
2,901,000  in  July,  1911.

United  States 

Hog  prices  in  the  United  States  declined  during  April,  reaching  at  the  end 
of  the  month  the  winter  low  point  established  in  late  February.    After  advancing 
moderately  during  the  week  ended  April  4,  prices  declined  steadily. and  the  average 
price^at  Chicaio  for  the  week  ended  May  2  was  36.91  per  100  pounds,  as  compared 
with  $7.64  a  month  earlier,   $9.90  in  the  corresponding  week  in  1930,  and  $6.89  the 
winter  low  point  established  during  the  last  week  in  February.     The  Chic -go  average 
for  the  month  w£s  $7.26  as  against  $7.46  in  March  and  $10.00  in  April  1950. 

Inspected  slaughter  during  April,  amounting  to  3,488,000  head  -was  about  the 
same  as  that  of  April,  1930  being  only  .2  of  one  per  cent  larger  than  that  of 
April  1930.     The  average  live  weight  of  hogs  slaughtered  continued  larger  than 
that  of  a  year  earlier  although  a  seasonal  reduction  occurred  during  the  last  half 
of  the  month.     There  was  little  change  during  April  in  the  oremium  paid  for 
light  weight  hogs. 

The  market  movement  of  the  1930  fall  pig  crop  is  now  well  under  way.  Al- 


though slaughter 


trora  week  to  week  has  been  irregular,  the  trend  has  been  upward 


since  raid-March  when  the  seasonal  low  point  was  apparently  reached  and  the  fall 
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pig  crop  began  to  move  to  market.     The  movement  is  somewhat  earlier  than  usual 
this  spring  duo  in  largo  part  to  tho  mild  weather  which  prevailed  and  the  literal 
feeding  given  during  the  winter  months  in  the  Corn  Belt  States. 

Corn  prices  fluctuated  within  narrow  limits  during  April,  hut  averaged 
lower  than  in  March.    No.  3  Yellow  at  Chicago  averaged  58.3  cents  per  bushel  for 
the  month  against  59.8  cents  per  bushel  during,  March  and  82  cents  per  bushel 
during  April  1930.     The  relationship  between  hog  prices  and  com  prices  continued 
favorable  tc  hog  xoroduccrs  during  the  month,  the  ratio  based'  on  Chicago  prices 
amounting  to  12.4  or  the  same  as  in  March- 
Hog  slaughter  in  each  of  the  last  four  months  was  larger  than  in  the  cor- 
responding month  last  year,     although  slaughter  during  the  throe'  months  October- 
December  was  9  per  cent  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  the  total  slaughter  for 
the  winter  marketing  season  October  1,  1930  to  April  30,  1931  was  only  2.3  per 
cent  smaller  than  that  of  the  corresponding  period  of  a  year  earlier.  The 
seasonal  increase  in  marketings  will  probably  continue  throughout  the  month  of 
May.  ;  For  the  remaining  five  months  of  the  current  marketing  year,  however:, 
slaughter  is  expected  to  bo  somewhat  smaller  than  during  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.     The  number  of  hogs  ■slaughtered  under  Federal  inspection  since  October 
1,  the  number    of  hogs  on  f  erms  Janu  ary  1  and  the.  relationship  between-  the  corn- 
hog  ratio  and  subsequent  marketings  indicate  that  inspected  slaughter  from  Hay 
to  September  inclusive  is  likely  to  be  from  3  to  6  per  cent  less  than  that  of 
the  corresponding,  period  in  1930.    .'The  amount  of  tho  reduction,  however ,  will  bo 
influenced  considerably  by  the  number  of  hogs  carried  over  to  be  fed  out  on  tho  ■ 
1931  corn  crop. 

Fresh  pork  prices  declined  during  the  first  half  of  April  but  advanced 
sharply  during  the  second  half  of  the  month.     During  the  week  ended  May  2  light 
loins  at  Nov/  York  reached  the  1930  level  but  heavy  loins,  shoulders  and  other 
fresh  cuts  were  well  below  the  averages  of  a  year  earlier  even  though  above 
those  of  tho  corresponding  woek  in  March.     Ton  to  twelve  pound  loins  at  New 
York  averaged  $18.10  during  April  as  compared  with  .$17.90  in  March  end  $22.98 
in  April  1930.     Ton  to  fourteen  pound  hams  averaged  $18.50  as  compared  with 
$17.00  in  March  and  $22.92  in  April  1930.     Following  tho  declines  during  March, 
cured  pork  prices  remained  practically  "unchanged  during  April.     Twelve  to  four- 
teen pound  regular  smoked  hams  averaged  $19.95  at  Now  York  as  conyered  with 
-$20.00  in  March  and  $25.24  in  April  193  0.     Sweet  pickle  cured  bacon,  eight  to 
ton  pounds  averaged  $19.50,  the  same  as  in  March  and  compared  with  $22.12  in 
April  1930.     Lard  prices  wore  somewhat  weaker  during  the  first  half  of  April 
but  advanced  moderately  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month.     Refined  lard  at 
Chicago  averaged  $10.00  during  April,  tho  same  as  in  March,  but  $lo 65  lower 
than  in  April,  1930. 

A  furthjr  reduction  in  the  foreign  outlet  for  A morican  pork  was  in  evi- 
dence during  March.     Total  exports  of  pork  products  -..-ore  11.8  per  cent  under 
those  of  February  and  24.8  per  cent  under  those  of  March  1930.     Bacon  exports 
amounting  to  3,913,000  pounds  were  18.5  per  cent  under  those  of  February  and 
about  one-third  of  the  movement  during  March  1930.     Shipments  of  bacon  to  United 
Kingdom  were  the  smallest  since  •October  1930  and  were  11.7  per  cent  under  thoso 
of  Febru  .ry.     Bacon  ezports  to  Cuba  wore  about  the  same  as  a  month  earlier  and 
slightly  larger  than  in  March  1930.     Takings  by  Germany  showed  an  increase  over 
February  but  wore  still  unusually  small  compared  with  recent  years.

The  "bacon  oxport  trade  during  the  first  half  of  the  current  marketing 
year  reflects  the  severe  competition  from  Eurcpean  hog  producers  particularly 
Danish,  and  reducod  consumer  demand  in  Europe.     Total  exports  for  this  period 
amounted  to  25,155,000  pounds  as  against  6a, 935 ,000  pounds  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  the  1529-30  marketing  year  and  the  5-yoar  average  of  67,438,000  pounds. 
The  reduction  during  this  period  amounted  tc  57.5  per  cent  in  tho  United 
Kingdom,  93  per  cent  in  Germany  and  29  per  cent  in  Cuba. 

Exports  of  hems  and  shoulders  amounting  to  6,829,000  pounds  showed  a 
seasonal  increaso  over  February  but  wore  36.7  per  cent  smaller  than  those  of 
March  1930.     Takings  by  United  Kingdom  increased  82  per  cent  over  February, 
but  v/ere  still  under  the  1930  level.     Exports  to  Cuba  were  more  than  twice  as 
largo  as  in  February  and  80  per  cent  larger  than  in  March  a  year  earlier.  Tho 
total  movement  of  hams  and  shoulders  for  the  first  half  of  the  current  marketing 
year  amounting  tc  40,835,000  pounds  showed  a  much  ©mailer  reduction  than  that 
of  bacon,  being  26.7  per  cent  smaller  than  during  tho  first  half  of ^ tho  1929-30 
year  and  about  40  per  cent  under  the  5-year  average.     Exports  to  United  Kingdom 
wore  about  one- third  as  large  as  these  of  a  year  earlier  and  exports  to  Canada 
were  reduced  39.5  per  cent.     Takings  by  Cuba  were  about  tho  same  as  in  the 
first  half  of  tho  prccoding  marketing  year. 

Lard  exports  fell  off  in  March  after  attaining  the  1930  level  during 
January  and  February.     The  March  movement  was-  about  15  per  cent  smaller  than  in 
February  and  12  per  cent  under-  that  of  March  1930.     The  movement  to  United 
Kingdom  was  maintained  at  tho  February  level  and  was  27.5  per  cent  L.rgcr  than 
a  year  earlier.     Exports  to  Germany,  howovor ,  were  24  per  cent  smaller  than  in 
February,  about  oho  same  as  those  of  March  last  year.     A  reduction  of  1,000,000 
pounds  in  tho  movement  to  Cuba  from  that  of  a  month  earlier  was  about  offset 
by  increased  movement  to  the  Netherlands.     Lard  exports  for  tho  first  six 
months  of  the  current  marketing  year  amounting  to  325,099,000  pounds  wore  26 
por  cent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.  Takings 
by  United  Kingdom  were  10  per  cent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  but  in  Germany 
they  woro  reduced  44  per  cent.    Marked  reductions  also  occurred  during  this 
period  in  the  movement  to  Cuba  and  tho  Netherlands. 



The  offects  of  tho  business  depression,  decline  in  tho  general  price 
level  and  reduced  foreign  demand  in  the  .-hog  and  pork  situation  in  the  United 
States  during  the  first  half  of  the  current  marketing  year  is  reflected  in 
the  statistical  summary  of  pork  production  and  distribution  during  this  period 
compared  with  that  of  corresponding  period. a  year  earlier  as  shown  in  page  11. 
The  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  during  the. period  was. 2. 6, per  cent  Jess  than  a 
year  earlier.    Due  to  the  heavier  weights ,.  however ,  total  dressed  weight  of 
hogs  slaughtered  was  only  aVut  1  per  cent  less.     Adding  storage  holdings 
October  1,  1930,  and  imports,' the  amount  available  for  consumption  and  export 
was  5.7  per  cent  less.     But  exports  wore  reduced  32  por  cent  and  consumption 
4.4  por  cent  even'  though  hog  prices  were  17.2- per  cent  lower  than  in  the 
precoding  yoar.     As  a  result  cf  tho    reduced  outlet  at  homo  and  abroad,  the 
amount  of  pork  products  in  storage  on  April  1  was  7.4  por  cent  larger  than 
en  April  1,  1930.- 


Lard  production  during  the  six-months  period  decreased  relatively  more 
than  the  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  even  though  hogs  were  marketed  at  heavier 
weights.     Packers  apparently  ccvertod  a  larger  proportion  of  their  hogs  into 
cured  products.     Lard  production  per  100  pounds  live  weight  of  hogs  was  6.4 
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per  cent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  total  lard  production  decreased  7.4  per 
cent.     Lard  exports  declined  about  26.  per  cent  and  domestic  consumption  fell  off 
about  3.4  per  cent.     Lard  in  storage  on  April  1  was  25.3  per  cent  less  than  on 
April  1,  1930.

The  immediate  outlook  for  Canadian  hog  markets  is  for  somewhat 
erratic1 trading,  with  supplies  fluctuating-  rather  sharply  up  and  down,  sY  tea 
the  Canadian  Government  livestock- report  for  the.  week  ended  April  30.  During 
the  last  weok  of  April  heavier  receipts  of  hogs  at  Toronto  ana  weaker  western 
markets  caused  a  75-cont  decline  per  100.  pounds  at  Toronto.     2he  price  of 
bacon  hogs  off  c^rs-  at  Toronto  Was  06.00:  per  100  pounds  compared  witn  .#8.75 
the' preceding  week.'  :   .  ,  > 

Although  hog  prices  at  Toronto  fluctuated  considerably  during  April, 
the  average  for  the  month  was  higher  than  for  March.    The  weakly  average  price 
at  Toronto  for  -'the  four  weeks  ended  *pril  30  was  v-8.50  per  100  pounds  lor 
bacon  hogs  compared  with  the  monthly  average  .of  v7.92  for  Mar.cn  1931  ana 
$13.00  for  April  1930.    Prices  'declined  .from  September  1930  to  March  La, 
April  being  tne  first  month  to  show  an  increase.    The  total  number  of  nogs 
graded  at  stock  yards  ana  packing  plants  in  Canada,  as  adjusted  from  weekly 
reports,  was  212,000  in  April  1931  compared  with  207,000  during  tne  month_ 
of  March.     Of  the  above  number,  approximately  76,000  were  graded  at  Ontario 
stock  yards  and  packing  plants  in  April  compared  with  about  73,000  in  ,-rch 
and  75,000  in  April  1930.

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The  monthly  government  ropcrt  for  Mi  rch  shows  that  during  tho  first 
throo  months  of  1931  tho  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  under  inspection  in 
Canada  was  only  431,000,  a  decrease  of  4  per  cent  compared  with  the  Some 
period  of  1950.     There  has  boon  a  progressive  decline  in  slaughter  since  1928- 
when  766,000  wore  slaughtered  during  the  same  three  months.     Sales  -at  stock- 
yards during  .the  same  three  morths  of  1931,  however,  amounted  to  252,000,  a 
slight  increase  over  the  same  period  of  1930.     The  total  number  of  hogs 
graded  at  stockyards  and  packing  plants  combined  during  the  first  three  months 
of  1931  was  only  594,000,  or  fewer  thai)  for  tho  s.  me  period  of  the  three 
preceding  years.     The  monthly  average  price  of  all  grades  of  hogs  at-  Toronto 
in  March  1931  was  $7.90  per  100  pounds  or  41  per  cent  below  March  1930  and 
27  per  cent  below  the  average  for  the  three  preceding  years. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  pork  on  April  1  wore  light  compared  with  the 
same  date  of  the  preceding  four  years.    Although  imports  of  pork:  from  the 
United  States  during  the  first  three  months  of  1931  were  considerably  greater 
than  the  experts  to  the  United  States,  they  were  only  about  half  the  quantity 
imported  in  1930  for  the  corresponding  period.     Bacon  exports  to  the  United 
States  for  the  first  three  months  of  this  year  amounted  to  only  289,000 
pounds  compared  with  474,000  pounds  last  year  and  considerably  larger 
quantities  in  preceding  years.     Live  hog  exports  from  Canada  to  the  United 
States  have  practically  ceased  during  the  last  three  years'.     For  the  first 
three  months  of  1931  they  amounted  to  only  203  compared  with  117  in  1930.  For 
the  last  three  years,  hog  exports  to  the  United  States  for  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year  have  not  exceeded  300  whereas  in  1928  they  amounted  to  14,000  fcr 
the  same  period.     Total  arnual  oxports  reached  215,000  head  in  1914;  195,000 
in  1927  and  20,000  in  1928. 

United  Kingdom 

The  seasonal  strengthening  of  curca  pork  prices  during  April  brought 
the  Liverpool  average  for  American  green  bellies  up  to  #13.99  per  100  pounds, 
according  to  Agricultural  Attache'  Foley  at  London.     That  figure  was  ^3. 88 
below  the  April,  1930,  average  and  tho  lowest  for  that  montii  since  .1924.  In 
Danish  Wiltshire  sides  the  seasonal  upturn  placed  the  April  average  at  $16.34, 
being  ^7. 56  below  a  year  earlier  and  only  #U34  above  the  pre-war  -  average. ^ 
In  American  short  cut  green  hams,  an  increase  of  61  cents -over -March  figures 
brought  the  April  average  up  to  #17.03,  u  point : #5. 21  below  last  year  and  the 
lowest  April  average  since  1924.     Cured  pork  stocks  on  May  1  at  Liverpool 
stood  at  4,504,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  552,000  pounds  above  a. month  earliei 
but  2,199,000  pounds  below  a  year  ago. 

Bacon  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  for  March  reached  93,406,000 
pounds,  the  smallest  since  last  November,  but  the  highest  March  import  on 
record.     From  October  1  to  March  31,  total  bacon  imports  for-  the  1930-51 
season  exceeded  those  of  the  1929-30  season  by' 25.1  per  cent.    A  drop  in 
the  November  levels  accounted  for  the  built  of  the  decline  in  the  total 
import  figure.     Receipts  from  all  important  sources  were  somewhat  below 
the  February  level,  but  most  Ilurcpean  sources  3ent  larger  quantities  than 
in  March,  1930.     The  increase  in  receipts  from  Denmark  this  season  over 
last  amounted  to  40  per  cent  by  March  31.     Bacon  imports  from  the  United  State- 
were  down  to  2,067,000  pounds  in  March,  the  lowest  since  last  November  and 
also  well  below  the  March,  1930  figures.     Imports  from  Canada  continue  very 
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3rriu.ll.     The  Netherlands  continue  to  supply  mere  b^ccn  then  last  yo-r.  Ham 
imports,  mostly  from  the  United  States,  continue  to  run  behind  those  of  lust 
season.  ' '  fl 

The  easier  l^rd  prices  apparent  during  April  brought  the  Liverpool 
average  down  to  ^10.22  per  100  pounds,  I.lr  •  Foley  reports.     The  current  fit 
is  27  cents  below  the  March  average,  is  else  lover  than  the  Ajjril  average 
for  any  post-war  year  and  ^1.48  under  the  pre-war  average  for  that  month. 
The  May  1  stocks  of  lard  at  Liverpool  totaled  2,063,000  pjounds,  a  reduction 
from  the  preceding  month,  and  also  under  lL..st  year's  figures.     Tot^.l  British 
imports  of  lard  in  March  wore  under  the  February  figures,  but  exceeded  th 
of  March,  1930  and  1929.    During  the  past  two  months  British  imports  of  l^ru 
for  the  current  season  have  recovered  their  slight  lead  over  the  1929-30 
inxports . 

Domestic  British  and  Irish' pork  production  continues  to  expand  slov/ly. 
Up  to  March  31,  the  season's  total  of  fat  pigs  offeree  at  representative 
British  markets  was  3.6  per  cent  larger  than  last  season.     Supplies  of 
British  and  Irish  fjork  for  the  season  to  April  30  were  13.6  per  cent  larger 
than  last  year.

Denmark 


The  small  decrease  in  manners  of  sg'^s  and  young  pigs  in  Denmark,  as 
of  January  15  indicates  a  slowing  up  in  lie,;  production,  according  to  the 
quarterly  Continental  European  hog  survey  Tor' April,  1931,  from  Assistant 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Christy  at  Berlin.    Hog-feed,  ratios  were  less 
favorable,  out  not  generally  unprofitable  in  Denmark  early  ( in  April.'  A 
bacon-corn  ratio  in  kronen  per  100  kilograms  shows  that  on^ March  20  there 
las  a  ratio  of  10.1  against  the  more,  favorable  12.3  ratio  of  a  year  earlier. 
This  situation  resulted  from  a  more  rapid  fall  in  bacon'  prices  than  in  corn 
prices  over  the  intervening  12  months. 

A  chick  on  expansion  of  production,  however,  ha.s  been  felt  as  a  . 
result  of  the  drastic  urice  declines  and  of  increased  competition  in 
British  .markets  from  other  continental  sourc  s.    Offerings'  of  considerable 
size  have  been  forthcoming  from  Netherlands  and  '.Poland,'  especially.  Tnc 
British  market  situation  is  reported  as  having  intensified  Danish  interest  in 
developing  alternate  markets.     Particular  attention  has  been  given  the 
C-::rman  market. 

Preliminary  figures  on  Danish  bacon  exports  for  I  larch  show  a  total 
o;tv:ard  movement  of  65,156,000  pounds,  a  slight  increase  over  February 
exports,  and  a  continuation  of  the  record  monthly  exports  experienced 
during  the  current  season.    The  March  exports,  however,  were  smaller  than 
the  movement  in  October,  1930,  and  in  December  and  January,  1930-31.

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Bacon  production  in  Poland  has  made  considerable  progress,  Mr. 
Christy  reports.     A  firmer  footing. apparently  has  "been  secured  in  the 
British  market ,  where  competition  is  being  offered  Danish  and  Netherlands 
bacon,  as  well. as  that  of  the  United  States  and  other  countries.    At  present, 
however,  Polish  hog  producers  are  meeting  less  favorable  marketing  condi- 
tions, with  prices'  declining  and  feed  costs  advancing.     The  disposition  of 
Polish  hogs  in  neighboring  countries  is  subject  to  an  increasing  amount  of 
restriction  which  may  tend  to  divert  additional  numbers  to.  the  United 
Kingdom  in  the  form  of  bacon.     In  1930  about  50  per  cr.nt  of  the -Polish  live 
hog  exports  went  to  C zecho Slovakia,  but  recent  Czech  tariff  provisions  have 
materially  reduced  that  outlet.     In  Prance,  more  stringent  sanitary 
regulations  are  said  to  hamper  the  expanding  movement  of  Polish  pork 
products.    The  Austrian  market  is  still  open  to  Polish  hogs,  but  with  keen 
comoetition  from  Austrian  producers.

Total  hog  numbers  in  Germany  as  of  March  1,  1931,  reached  21,800,000 
head,  according  to  Mr.  Christy.  .That  figure  was  16.8  per  cent  greater  than 
a  year  earlier,  when  March  returns  were  first  made.    All  age  classes  of 
Oerman  hogs  showed  increases  over  corresponding  figures  for  1930,  When 
compared  with  the  January,  1931  returns,  the  only  two  age  groups  to  show  an 
increase  are  those  of  young  pigs  under  8  weeks  and  pigs  8  v;ecks  to  6  months  , 
old.     The  increases  in  those  classes  together  with  the  number  of  brood  s0';/s 
in  farrow,  arc  regarded  as  sufficient  to  insure  an  additional  increase  in  tnc 
total  number  of  hogs  in  3-ormany  betwe  n  now  and  Septemb.  r  1.     The  record 
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3-exjaan  potato  harvest  of  1930  is  hold  as  the  loading  factor  present  in 
7erman  breeding  operations  despite  the  steady  decline  in  hog  prices.  In 
eastern  Germany  especially,  -here  potatoes  are  a  more  important  crop  than 
in  western  C-ormany,  the  fattening  of  hogs  was- still  profitable  up  to  early 
April.    Mr-.  Christy  reports,  with  pork  "being  regarded  as  the  only  extensive 
outlet  for.  surplus  potatoes.     Statements  from  the  Brcslau  potato  markets, 
however,  indicate  that  prices  had  a  tendency  to  advance  slightly  a  ring  March- 
On  'the  other  hand,  the  higher  prices  of  barley  and  corn  and  the  sharp 
reduction -in  rye  stocks  have  been  factors  in  -making  the  feed  grain-hog  ratio 
less  favorable.    March  reports  :from  Leipzic  indicate  a  continued  upward  move- 
merit  in  barley  prices.     Northwestern  Germany  has  been  especially  affected, 
since  the  hog  producers  :in  that  area  depend  almost  entirely  on  grain  feeding. 
As  a  result,  there  has  been  a  tendency  toward  shifting  the  intensity  of  hog- 
production  into  the  eastern  areas.    While  total  hogs  in  Germany  increased  17 
per  cent  during  1330,  the  increase  in, eastern  Germany  was  24  per  cent  and 
only  6  per  cent  in  northwestern  r-crmany.    Meanwhile,  the  declining  value  of 
all  European  hogs  brought  the  Berlin  average  price  of  heavy  hogs  for  April 

•down  to  $9.39  per  100  pounds.  -That  figure  was  about  $4.75 'below  the  April, 
1950,  average  and  the  lowest  for  any  month  since  July,  1323.     Effective  May 

-10;  the  Herman  import  duty  on  live  hogs  was  raised  to  $4.52  per  100  pounds 
(40  marksrpcr  100  kilograms).    The  former  rate,  in  effect  since  April  14,  1930, 

•was  $2. 92: per. 100  pounds  (27  marks  per  100  kilograms). 

preliminary  figures  for  April  indicate  that  hog  receipts  at  14 
C'-erman  markets  were  heavier  than  for  any  month  since  the  heavy  marketing 
period  of  the  1327-28  season.    Hog  slaughterings  at  55  centers  for  March 
reached  the  record  monthly  figure  of  506,000  head.     The  season's  totel 
slaughter  to  March  31  shows  a  gain  of  13,8  per  cent  over  last  year.  Despite 
the  heavier  domestic  7crman  pork  production,  however,  bacon  imports  for  the 
current  season  continue  to  exceed  those  of  last  year,   the  supplies  coming 
largely  from  Netherlands  and  Denmark.     The  season's  total  bacon  imports  to 
March  31  were  26.9-  per  cent  larger  than  the  corresponding  imports  of  last 
season.     In  the  Hamburg  lard  market,  the  April  average  returned  to  the  lower 
levels  of  early  1330  to  reach  $10.31  per  100  pounds.     That  figure  was  about 
$1.00  under  the  April,  1330  average  and  nearly  ',,;2.00  under  the  pro-war  average 
for  April.    March  lard  imports  again  made  a  fair  volume,  and  were  larger  than 
imports  'for  that  month  in  either  1930  or  1329,     The  season's  total,  however,  is 
still  about  21  per  cent  below  last  season's  comparable  figure. 

Lard  imports  into  ?-ermany  from  .Denmark  are  assuming  greater  importance, 
according  to  Consul  general  John  2.  Kehl  at  Hamburg.     Imports  from  that 
country  in  March,  '1331,  reached  4, 090 ,.000  pounds  against  2,0.5,000  pounds  for 
March,  1330.     The  1331  imports  from  Denmark  were  sold  at  prices  some  10  per 
cent  below  quotations  on  American  lard,  Consul  Kehl  reports.     He  quotes  a 
German  provision  trade  publication,  hov-ever,  to  'the  effect  that  3-erman 
consumers  have  a  tendency  to  favor  the  Danish  product  on  the  ground  of  a  more 
satisfactory  flavor.     The  German  writer  holds  corn  feeding  of  American  hogs 
responsible  for  the  unpopular  flavor.     He  states  furth  r  that  ?orman  lard 
makers  flavor  their  product .to  please  consumers1  taste  and  that  Danish 
exporters  are  talcing  similar  steps  with  their  product.

Hungary 

About  11  per  cent  more  fat  hogs  v.'ill  "be  sent  to  market  in  Hungary  from 
April  1  to  July  1,  1931  than  in  the  corresponding  1930  period,  according  to 
the  Belgrade,  Yugoslavia,  office  of  the  Foroign  Agricultural  Service.  The 
volume  of  exports  depends  u;on  the  successful  conclusion  between  Hungary  and 
Czechoslovakia  of  a  new  commercial  treaty.     The  latter  country  took  about  half 
of  the  hogs  exported  from  Hungary  in  1929  and  1930,  with  Austria  talcing  most 
of  the  remainder.     Hungarian  exports  of  fat  hogs  (over  150  pounds)  to  all 
countries  for  the  period,  April  -  June,  1930,  reached  nearly  45,000  head. 
With  a  favorable  outcome  cf  the  treaty  negotiations,  it  is  reported  that 
that  figure  could  be  increased  by  about  5,000  head.     Hungarian  exports  of 
all  live  hogs  totaled  248,500  head  for  1930  against  272,663  in  1.929. 

Other  European  countries 

Consul  Kehl  reports  also  that  American  lard  is  at  a  disadvantage, 
principally  as  to  price,  in  Poland,  Czechoslovakia.  Austria,  and  Hungary. 
In  Belgium  there  is  little  business  in  American  pork  products,  according 
to  Consul  V/.  S.  Reineck  at  Antv/erp.     Sausage  has  enjoyed  a  better  demand 
than  most  other  American  products  in  recent  weeks.     In  Lithuania  hog 
numbers  increased  to  1,136,000  for  1930  against  944,000  in  1929  and  1,060,000 
for  1923,  states  Consul  H.  S.  Fullerton  at  Kovno. 

Mexico 

Hog  raising  on  a  large  scale  is  being  considered  in  the  State  of 
Chihuahua,  Mexico,  according  to  Consul  IT.  H.   Styles.     The  good  prices  paid 
for  imported  pork  products  have  stimulated  interest  in  domestic  production. 
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plans  are  under  way  for  a  cold  storage  plant  at  Torreon.    Both  Mexican  and 
American  ranchers  in  Chihuahua  are  interested  in  the  new  project. 

Brazil 

A  new  packing  house,  primarily  for  pork  products,  has  "been  completed 
recently  at  Porto  Alegre,  State  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  Brazil,,  Consul  C.  R. 
Wasmith  reports.     The  new  plant  is  designed  for  contributing  supplies  of 
cured  pork  .and  lard  to  the  E :ropcan  trade.     Stocks, of  pork  products  are 
now  relatively  larger  in  that  port  cf  Brazil,  but  an  exchange 1 situat ion 
favorable  to  buyers  is  expected  to  assist  exports.'  Hog  numbers  in  Rio ' 
Grande  do  Sul  increased  to  5,933,000  in  1929  from  5,643,000  in  1925.'  Lard 
production  in  local  refineries . rose  from  105,757,000  pounds  in  1925  to 
173,734,000  pounds  in  1930.    Lard  exports  from  the' State  reached  70,465,000 
pounds  in  1930  against  91,565,000  pounds : in  1929.   ; Of  the  1930' exports,   •  ' 
842  ,  000  pounds  went  to  foreign  countries '  against  792,000  pounds  in  1929.' 
There  is  some  cuestion  as  to  the  competitive  quality  of  Brazilian  lard, 
the  Consul,  reports.  .  :

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WORLD  HOG  AND  PORK  PROSPECTS 


SUMMARY 


Hog  prices  continued  downward  in  both  the  United  States  and  Europe 
during  May.    Hog-feed  ratios  in  most  countries  were  less  favorable  during 
that  month  than  in  other  recent  months.     In  the  United  States  corn  trices 
declined,  but  at  a  less  rapid  rate  than  the  decline  in  hog  prices.  In 
Germany  end  other  countries  where  tariff  protection  is  granted  to  domestic 
agriculture  the  prices  of  important  foodstuffs  stiffened  in  both  April  and  May- 
Pork  production  is  tending  to  go  below  last  year's  output  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  but  the  trend  is  still  upward  in  practically  all 
European  producing  countries  except  Denmark.     The  May  inspected  slaughter 
in  the  United  States  was  smaller  than  last  year.     In  Denmark,  slaughter  end 
bacon  exports  were  larger  in  April  than  a  year  ago,  'but  the  rate  of  output 
has  been  declining  in  recent  months.     In  Germany  and  Netherlands,  however, 
pork  production  shows  no  signs  of  declining.     Slaughter  in  the  United 
States  during  the  remainder  of  the  c-.rrent  marketing  year  is  expected  to  be 
somewhat  smaller  than  that  of  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier. 

The  demand  for  American  cured  pork  products  in  British  markets  con- 
tinues to  be  restricted  by  record  receipts  from  Denmark,  supplemented  by 
increo.sin;  quantities  from  other  European  countries,     ^he  European  lard 
markets  weakened  further  under  pressure  from  European  supplies.  United 
States  exports  of  bacon  and  lard  declined  further  in' April. 
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Unitcd  States 

The  steady  decline  in  hog- prices  which  began  in  early  April  continued 
during  May*  bringing  the  average  at  Chicago  for  the  week  ended  May  30  to 
$6.00  per  hundred  pounds.     The  average  for  the  month  was  $6.53  compared  v/ith 
$7.26  for  April  end  $10.00  for  May  1930,  and  it  was  the  lowest  monthly 
overage  since  December  1915.     Since  market  supplies  were  smaller  than  those 
of  April,  the  marked  price  decline  was  the  result  of  a  continued  weakening 
in  demand  at  home  and  abroad,  and  a  further  decline  in  the  general  price 
level.     Inspected  slaughter  for  May  amounting  to  3,408,000  head  was  2.3  per 
cent  smaller  than  April  and  10.8  per  cent  smaller  then  in  May  1930.  It 
was  the  first  month  since  December  that  slaughter  supplies  were  smaller  than 
those  of  a  year  earlier.     Present  indications  point  to  a  continued  redact'' 
in  slaughter  from  that  of  a  year  earlier,  during  the  four  months  period 
June  to  September.     The  average  live  weight  of  hogs  slaughtered  during  May 
was  about  the  same  as  in  April  raid  larger  then  a  year  earlier.     The  premium 
paid  for  light  weight  hogs  was  greater  than  that  of  a  year  ago,  but  it  v/r.s 
smaller  than  it  has  been  for  several  months. 

Corn  prices  advanced  during  the  first  half  of  the  month  but  declined 
during  the  last  half,  making  the  May  average  of  No.  3  Yellow  at  Chicago 
56.2  cents  per  bushel  as  against  58.3  cents  during  April  and  79  cents  in 
May  1930.    Although  both -corn  and  hogs  made  price  declines,  the  greater 
decline  in  hog  prices  resulted  in  a  more  unfavorable  com  hog  ratio  than 
that  which  prevailed  daring  April.    Based  on  Chicago  prices,  the  ratio  for 
May  averaged  11.6  as  compared  with  12.4  in  April  ond  12.7  in  May  of  last  year. 

Fresh  iDork  prices  declined  sharply  during  May  of  ter  advancing  during 
the  last  half  of  April.    Light  loin  prices  during  the  last  week  in  April 
advanced  to  1930  levels  but  at  the  end  of  May  at  Hew  York  they  were  from 
$4.Q0  to  $4.50  lower  than  a  month  earlier.     Smaller  declines  were  made  in 
heavy  loins  and  other  fresh  cuts.     Prices  of  most  cuts  of  cured  pork  during 
May  were  steady  to  slightly  lower  in  Hew  York.     12-14  pounds  regular  smoked 
hams  averaged  $19.75  per  hundred  pounds  which  was  only  20  cents  under  the 
April  average  but  $5.75.  under  the  May  1930  average.    Bacon  prices  remained 
practically  unchanged  at  Hew  York.    Sweet  pickle  cured  bacon  8-12  pounds 
averaging  $19.50,  was  the  same  price  as  in  both  March  and  April  but  more 
than  $3.00  under  the  1930  level.    Lard  prices  declined  steadily  during  the 
month  after  remaining  unchanged  during  March  and  April.    The  May  average 
at  Chicago  of  $9.50  was  50  cents  under  the  April  average  and  $2.00  under 
the  May  1930 .  average,  but  was  55  cents  above  the  low  point  reached  in  February. 

The  recent  weak  demand  both  at  homo  and  abroad  is  reflected  in  tl:e 
fact  that  in  spite  of  the  increase  in  pork  and  lard  production  during  April 
of  3.5  per  cent,  domestic  consumption  decreased  7.5  per  cent,  exports  decreased 
20  per  cent  and  storoge  holdings  on  the  first  of  May  showed  a  marked  incrcrse 
over  those  of  April  1.     Increased  me.rket  supplies  in  several  European 
countries  and  continued  weak  consumer  demand  in  Europe  was  largely  responsible 
for  reduction  in  exports  during  April.    All  of  the  reductions  were  in  bacon 
and  lard,  the  two  pork  products  which  meet  the  keenest  competition  in 
European  markets. 
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Total  "bacon  exports  in  April  amounting  to  2,917,000  pounds  were  25 
per  cent  smaller  than  in  March  and  64  per  cent  under  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
All  of  the  principal  importing  countries  shared  in  the  reduced  movement. 
Exports  to  United  Kingdom  amounting  to  1,609,000  pounds  were  16  per  cent 
smaller  than  in  '.  arch  and  less  than  half  as  large  as  those  of  April  1930. 
Total  bacon  exports  for  the  first  seven  months  of  the  current  marketing- 
year  were  64  per  cent  smaller  than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  a 
year  earlier  and  those  to  the  United  Kingdom  were  57  per  cent  smaller. 

Exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  during  April  amounted  to  8,085,000  pounds, 
an  increase  of  18  per  cent  from  those  of  March  and  the  largest  for  any  month 
since  last  Kovember,  hut  35  per  cent  under  the  April  1930  movement.  Takings 
by  the  United  Kingdom  were  24  per  cent  larger  than  in  March.     'The  movement 
to  Cuba  was  15  per  cent  smaller  than  the  peak  movement  of  the  current  year, 
readied  in  M<  rch,  but  was  twice  as  large  as  that  of  a  year  earlier,  ^he 
April  movement  to  Canada  continued  to  be  a  negligible  quantity. 

April  exports  of  lard  amounting  to  45,605,000  pounds  showed  a  seasonal 
reduction  from  those  of  March  and  were  11  per  cent  smaller  than  in  April 
1930.     Smaller  quantities  were  taken  by  all  of  the  principal  importing 
countries.     The  total  export  movement  of  lard  for  the  first  seven  months  of 
the  current  marketing  year  was  25  per  cent  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  end 
18  per  cent  under  the  5-year  average,  although  it  still  remains  well  above 
the  pre-war  levels.     The  weakened  foreign  demand  for  American  lard  has  been 
"brought  about  by  increased  competition  from  both  European  lard  and  lard 
substitutes,  as  well  as  by  the  unfavorable  business  situation  in  European 
countries. 

Contrary  to  the  usual  seasonal  tendency  and  as  a  result  of  the  unusual 
weak  foreign  and  domestic  demand,  stocks  of  pork  .and  lard  in  storage  continued 
to  increase  during  April,     fork  stocks  on  May  1  .amounting  to  868  million 
pounds  were  3  per  cent  larger  than  on  April  1  and  22  per  cent  above  those  of 
Kay  1,  1930.     Lard  stocks  on  hey  1  amounted  to  95  million  pounds,  which  was 
an  increase  of  21  per  cent  from  those  of  April  1  but  was  10  per  cent  under 
the  storage  holdings  on  May  1  last  year  and  28  per  cent  under  the  5-year  hay 
1  average.    Preliminary  indications  point  to  only  a  slight  reduction  in 
storage  holdings  of  pork  products  from  hay  1  to  June  1. 

Canada 

The  weekly  average  price  for  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  for  the  four  weeks 
of  May  was  $8.25  per  hundred  pounds  or  25  cents  lower  than  in  April.  Last 
year  the  average  for  the  corresponding  weeks  of  May  was  $12.08  per  hundred 
pounds . 
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During  the  week  ended  May  23,  eastern  hog  markets  were  r&fckefr  un- 
settled end  somewhat  lower  in  price  then  the  previous  week,  according  to 
the  Canadian  Government  Livestock  Market  Report  for  Hay  28.     In  Toronto 
the  net  decline  amounted  to  25  cents.     The  average  weekly  price  for  bacons 
at  that  market  fluctuated  during  May  but  the  average  price  for  the  last 
week  was  only  $8.00  compared  with  $8.55  for  the  first  week.     Montreal  had 
heavy  carry-overs  from  day  to  day  last  week  and  by  the  end  of  the  week 
1,000  hogs  were  still  unsold  while  prices  dropped  about  25  cents.  Western 
markets  wore  steady  to  strong.    Winnipeg  paid  $7.50  for  bacons,  Calgary 
$7.00  to  $7.25  and  Edmonton  $7.10. 

Hog  supplies,  as  represented  by  gradings  at  stock  yards  end  packing 
plants  in  Canada  amounted  to  174,000  for  the  four  weeks  of  May,  which  was 
about  10,000  under  the  same  period  a  year  ago  end  also  less  than  in  April 
of  this  year.    For  the  twenty-one  weeks  from  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1931,  969,000  were  graded  in  Canada,  340,000  or  35  per  cent  being  graded 
in  Ontario.     Eog  gradings  in  Canada  during  the  corresponding  period  amounted 
to  1,043,000  in  1930,  1,169,000  in  1929  and  1,283,000  in  1928.     In  June 
1930  Ontario  had  approximately  1,700,000  hogs  or  42  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  in  Canada  which  was  small  compared  with  the  six  preceding  years.  It 
is  reported  from  some  parts  of  Ontario  that  while  spring  farrowings  of  sows 
have  increased  considerably  over  last  year,  unfavorable  weather  conditions 
have  led  to  a  rather  heavy  mortality  of  young  pigs. 

United  Kingdom 

The  somewhat  seasonal  strengthening  of  cured  pork  prices  ?.t  Liverpool 
in  recent  weeks  resulted  in  a  May  average  for  American  green  bellies  rf  ?l4.ia 
per  100  pounds,     ^ne  current  average  was  above  the  April  level,  but  .>4.16 
below  the  figures  for  May  1930,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  3.  A. 
Foley  at  London.    Danish  Wiltshire  at  Liverpool  averaged  somewhat  higher  in 
May  than  a  'month  earlier,  to  reach  $16.67,  which  was  $4.76  below  the ^  levels 
of  a  year  ago.    American  short  cut  green  h-.ms ,  however,  weakened  during  Mey, 
the  average  of  $16.95  being  slightly  under  April  prices  and  $4.15  under 
the  average  of  Lay  1930.     Bacon  imports  during  April  rose  to  a  total  or  more 
than  99  million  pounds,  continuing  the  scries  of  record  imports  of  recent 
months.    The  April  figure  was  second  only  to  those  of  December  and  February, 
1930  and  1931  respectively.     Total  bacon  imports  for  the  current  season 
October  1  -  April  30  were  26  per  cent  lar0er  than  a  year  ago. 

British  imports  of  bacon  from  Denmark  during  ^pril  continued  the 
easier  trend  of  recent  months,  the  figure  of  63,224,000  pounds  bein-  the 
smallest  since  last  Koveniber.    %e  April  imports,  however,  were  the  largest 
on  record  for  that  month.     One  of  the  important  sources  offsetting  the  doJ| 
crease  in  receipts  from  Denmark  was  the  llotherlands.    April  imports  from 
that  country  rose  to  11,834,000  pounds,  the  largest  for  any  month. since 
August  1328  in  the  former  season  of  record  European  production.    A  figure 
on  imports  from  all  countries  except  Denmark,  United  States,  Canada  and 
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Irish  ?rcc  St.-  to  went  to  31,401,000  pounds  for  April,  the  largest  recorded 
for  that  group.    Slight  increases*  were  registered  in  the  ^pril  imports 
from  United  States,  Canada  and  Irish  Free  State.    Ham  imports  principally 
from  the  United  States  totaled  7,597,000  pounds,  the  largest  since  last 
December,  but  below  those  of '  April  1930.     The  season's  imports  if  ham  to 
April  30  were  20  per  cent  behind  those  of  last  season*     Liverpool  stocks 
of  cured  pork  on  June  1  increased  over  those  of  earlier  months  to  reach 
4,742,000  pounds,  but  they  were  still  below  last  year's  stocks. 

The  continued  weakness  in  the  British  lard  market  brought  the  May 
average  down  to  a  new  low  of  .$9.30  per  100.     April  imports  of  lard  were 
lighter  than  in  the  two  preceding  months  being  little  more  than  25  million 
pounds,  most  of  which  came  from  the  United  States.     That  figure,  however, 
was  larger  "than  for  any  other  April  since  1927.     Total  lard  imports  into  the 
United  Kingdom  for  the  first  seven  months  of  the  1950-31  season  were  8.8 
per  cent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  season.  Liverpool 
stocks  of  refined  lard  on  June  1  stood  at  1,649,000  pounds,  a  decline  below 
stocks  of  recent  months  and  a  year  ago. 

Toe  tendency  toward  increased  domestic  supplies  of  pork  in  the  United 
Kingdom  was  continued  into  April.    Marketings  of  fat  pigs  at  representative 
markets  were  larger  in  that  month  than  in  any  April  of  the  post-war  period, 
but  smaller  thru  those  if  several  earlier  months  of  the  current  season.  Hog 
purchar.es  by  Irish  curers  also  increased  during  April  to  levels  higher  than 
for  any  month     since  last  November.     Supplies  of  British  and  Irish  fresh  pork 
at  London  Central  Markets  during  May,  however,  wore  seasonally  smaller  at 
3,537,000  pounds,  although  larger  than  a  year  ago.     The  season's  total  of 
that  item  to  i&ay  31  Was  about  10  per  cent  larger  than  the  corresponding 
1929-30  total. 

Con yinental  countries  supplying  British  markets 

"Denmark 

Total  baccn  exports  from  Denmark  reached  64,500,000  pounds  in  April, 
according  to  preliminary  figures.  That  figure  continued  the  downward  trend 
of  recent  months  in  Danish  bacon  exports  and  was  the  smallest  total  since 
last  September,     -wtai  exports  to  April  30  for  the  current  season,  however, 
were  about  40  per  cent  larger  than  lor  the  corresponding  period  of  1929-30, 
and  the  largest  en  record. 

He  the -l  ends 

In  the  Netherlands ,  the  country  next  to  Denmark  in  importance  as  a 

source  of  British  baoon  imports,  increased  production  is  definitely  recorded 

in  the  larger  quantities  of  bacon  seeking  an  outlet  in  both  British  end 
German  markets.     This  season's  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  tho 

iTetherlmds  by  April  30  were  19  per  cent  larger  than  up  to  the  some  point  of 
the  preceding  season. 
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Thiriiio  the  •yroatcr  part  oi'  the  cvrrent  marketing  year  beginning 
November  1,  1330  hog  slaughter  in  the  Netherlands  averaged  20,000  to  25,000 
head  weekly,  according  to  Consul  Carol  H.  Foster  at  Rotterdam.    For  the  last 
few  months,  however,  the  rate  of  slaughtering  in  the  Netherlands  has  advanced 
to  35,000  to  45,000  head  weekly.     This  increase  in  slaughter  has  coincided  with 
a  decline  in  the  Danish  Weekly .slaughter  rate,  according  to  the  Consul,    The  j 
increased  Netherlands  slaughtering's  are  b»ihg  reflected  in  heavier  exports  of 
"bacon  to  the  British  market. 

An  increase  in  the  French  import  duty  on  fresh  pork  is  causing  some 
concern  to  Netherlands  pork  packers,  according  to  Consul  General  C.  L.  hoover 
at  Amsterdam.     Since  the  increase  amounts  to  only  ahout  1-1/3  cents  per  pound, 
however,  many  of  the  exporters  believe  that  the  effect  on  the  trade  will  not 
he  great,  especially  since  the  cost  to  the  consumer  will  still  be  less  than 
i  -j  was  a  3rear  ago,  owing  to  the  general  decline  of  meat  prices.    A  decree 
dated  March  26,1931  raised  the  French  import  duty  on  fresh  pork  from  33.11 
per  100  pounds  to  $>4'i44  per  100  pounds,  an  increase  of  something  more  than 
42.8  per 'cent.     The  import  duty  on  live  hogs  was  increased  "by  the  same  decree 
from  $1,78  pcr-100  pounds  to  $2,67,  an  increase  of  50  per  cent. 

Other  Continental  European  Countries 

Germany  •  .  •' 

Declining  hog  prices  in  Germany  brought  the  May  average  for  heavy 
hogs  at  Berlin  down  to  $9.34  per  100  pounds,  according  to  Agricultural 
Attache  L,  V.  Stooro  at  Berlin.     That  figure  was  a  few  cents  below  the  April 
average  and  tho  lowest  level  reached  since  July  1923.     The  April  average 
at  Berlin  was  33.6  per  cent  below  the  April  1930  average.     The  sharp  upward 
movement  in  feed  prices,  however,  placed  the  April  averages  for  potatoes  at 
Broslau  and  barley  at  Leipzig  considerably  above  the  corresponding'  averages 
of  last  year.    The  hog-feed  situation,  therefore,  has  become  definitely 
unfavorable  for  the  greater  part  of  Germany* 

Receipts  of  hogs  at  14  markets  during  Hay  continued  the  high  averages 
of  recent  months  and  wore  well  in  excess  of  a  year  ago.     April  slaughter  at 
36  centers,  while  not  quite  up  to  tho  April  1928  level,  totaled  423,000  head 
and  was  larger  than  for  the  two  preceding  Aprils.     The  season's  total 
slaughter  at  36  German  centers  from  October  1  to  April  30  was  13.5  per  cent 
larger  than  for  tho  corresponding  period  of  lust  season,  but  still  9.2  per 
cent  smaller  than  the  comparable  1927-28  slaughter.     In  spite  of  the  increased 
domestic  pork  production  in  Germany,  selling  pressure  from  nearby  countries 
has  kept  German  bacon  imports  for  most  of  the  current  season  well  above  that 
of  last  season.    April  bacon  imports,  largely  from  the  Netherlands,  however, 
were  smaller  than  in  March  and  about  the  same  as  in  April  1930.     It  has  been 
announced  that  the  temporary  tariff  of  1,51  cents  per  pound  on  b?.con  is  to 
be  removed  in  the  near  future  and  the  old  rate  of  3.39  cents  restored, 
though  no  date  has  been  set. 
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Sasier  prices  of  lard  at  Hamburg  were  evident  throughout  May, 
with  the  average  for  the  month  standing  at  $10.33  per  100  pounds,  a  new  low 
average  for  the  post-war  months.    April  lard  import  figures  were  the 
largest  since  January  1930,  the  total  coming  to  23,338,000  po-ands.     For  tie 
past  three  months,  lard  imports  have  exceeded  those  of  the  corresponding 
leriod  of  last  season,  tut  on  April  30  the  total  import  for  the  season  was 
still  14.7  per  cent  below  that  of  last  season.    Effective  at  a  date  to  he 
announced  later,  the  German  Government  has  given  notice  that  the  temporary 
duty  of  0.65  cents  per  pound  on  lard  imports  will  Toe  rescinded  and  the  old 
rate  of  1.35  cents  applied.    The  share  of  the  American  product  in  the  total 
lard  imports  into  Germany  is  being  reduced  by  competition  from  European 
sources,  notably  Denmark  and  Netherlands. 


Russia 


There  is  little  likelihood  of  Russian  pork  products  becoming  important 
in  international  trade  during  the  next  'two  or  three  years,  according  to 
Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    Although  information  on  the  subject 
is  unsatisfactory,  it  now  appears  that  the  number  of  hogs  in  Russia  is 
considerably  below  the  level  necessary  to  meet  domestic  requirements 
satisfactorily.    Official  Russian  figures  for  1930  show  only  12.2  million 
hoss  in  the  country  at  that  time  against  26.1  million  hogs  in  1928. 

It  ap-oears,  however,  that  Russia  is  definitely  interested  in  develop- 
ing its  hog  industry  and  a  greater  export  trade  in  pork  products,  Mr.  Steere 
states.    This  policy  is  in  keeping  with  the  general  effort  to  develop  every 
industry  which  has  export  possibilities.      Eventually,  therefore,  pork 
products  from  Russia  probably  will  appear  in  European  markets  but  any  large 
volume  of  exports  seems  to  be  some  years  in  the  future.     Some  of  the  limiting 
factors  are:   (l)  The  number  of  hogs  must  be  brought  back  to  normal  and  the 
domestic  meat  situation  improved.     (2)  The  building  of  facilities  for 
slaughtering  and  processing.     (3)  An  increase  in  transportation  equipment 
suitable  for  handling  pork  exports.  Most  reports  indicate  that  transportation 
is  now  the  weakest  link  in  the  Russian  economic  chain  .and  that  the  country  is 
hard  pressed  to  handle  the  bulk  products  such  as  grain  without  considering 
more  perishable  products. 

The  plans  of  the  Soviet  Swine  Trust,  according  to  the  Soaialistit- 
cheskoe  Semlcielic  of  July  9,  1930,  calls  for  the  production  of  only 
7  million  head  of  commercial  hogs  in  a  3-ycar  period  ending  in  the  autumn 
of  1933.    Roughly  4  million  of  that  number  would  be  produced  in  the  final 
year.    There  is  no  way  of  estimating  probable  exports  from  the  above 
mentioned  numbers  but  it  would  appear  that  most  of  those  hogs  would  be 
needed  to  meet  domestic  requirements. 
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Uruguay 

Hog  killings  in  Uruguay  totaled  10,529  head  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1931  against  13,543  in  the  corresponding  quarter  in  1930,  . 
according  to  Consul  General  Leslie  E.  Reed  at  Montevideo,    Eio  figures 
indicated  a  decrease  of  22  per  cent  for  the  1931  period.     Hogs  arc 
slaughtered  only  at  the  National  Frigorifico,  which  has  a  monopoly  of 
this  class  of  "business  under  an  official  decree. 


Australia 


For  the  nine  months  ended  Hare h  31,  1931,     91,271  pig  carcases 
were  submitted  to  Australian  examiners  for  export,  according  to 
Vice  Consul  I.IcFadden  at  Sydney.    The  corresponding  figure  to  March.  31, 
1930  was  only  17,436. 

Hog-feed  Ratios  arid  Hog  Slaughter:  United  States,  Germany  and  Denmark 

The  relation  of  the  price  of  hogs  to' the  price  of  feed  creates 
cyclical  changes  in  hog  production  in  the  United  States  and  other  importa 
hog  producing  countries  as  shown  in  Figure  1.    A  period-  of  greater- than- 
average  hog-feed  ratios  is  followed  "by  on  increase  in  hog  marketings  a  ye 
or  two  later,  whereas  a  period  of  small or- then-average  ratios  is  followed 
"by  a  decrease  in  marketings  a  year  or  two  later. 

There  has  been  a  narked  upward  trend  in  hog  production  in  Germany 
and  Denmark  since  the  world  war.    In  Germany,  hog  production  lias  been 
gradually  getting  back  to  the  pre-war  level.     In  Denmark,  the  expansion 
of  the  hog  industry  has  been  associated  with  an  upward  trend  in  dairy 
production.    The  two  industries  in  that  country  are  closely  interrelated 
"because  of  the  widespread  and  economical  use  of  skimmed  milk  in  the  hog 
ration.    In  Germany  and  Donaark,  hog  marketings  arc  near  the  peak  of  a 
cycle  and  the  hog-feed  ratios  which  have  been  on  a  downward  trend  for 
several  months  are  near  or  below  normal.    The  relatively  stable  hog-corn 
ratio    in  United  States  since  1927  has  resulted  in  less  violent  changes 
in  hog  marketings.    Hog  prices  and  corn  prices  in  this  country  are  at  an 
\musually  low  level,  but  the  ratio  is  about  equal  to  the  average  of  the 
past  thirty  years.     See  chart  on  next  page.

SULflaARY 

[  Indications  are  for  continued  heavy  market  supplies  of  hogs  in  Europe 

through  the  autumn  and  winter,  out  further  signs  of  rediiced  breeding 
operations  are  in  evidence,  notably  in  Netherlands  and  Germany.    The  former 
bountry  is  second  only  to  Denmark  as  a  source  of  cured  pork  to  the  British 
market.    In  the  United  States,  marketings  smaller  than  last  year  are  anti- 
cipated for  the  months  July  -  September,  but  June  pig  survey  returns  indicate 
an  increase  in  breeding  operations. 

Hog  prices  in  both  the  United  States  and  Europe  were  weak  during  June. 
Hog-feed  ratios  at  home  and  abroad  v/ere  somewhat  more  unfavorable  during 
June  as  a  result  of  higher  feed  prices  and  the  moderate  declines  in  hog 
prices. 

The  British  cured  pork  market  continued  to  receive  record  supplies  of 
continental  ctxrod  pork  during  Ifcgr  and  June.    Supplies  from  Denmark  continued 
to  arrive  in  largo  volume,  but  tho  feature  of  the  past  eight  weeks  has  been 
the  increase  in  receipts  from  continental  countries  other  than  Denmark.  The 
Netherlands  is  the  loading  source  of  non-Danish  continental  pork  bttt  increas- 
ing -amounts  have  become  available  from  Poland  '-and  the  Baltic  States.  Receipts 
of  American  bacon  have  been  very  small,  with  ham  in  somewhat  better  supply. 

Lard  prices  strengthened  somewhat  during  June  in  both  the  United 
States    and  Europe.    American  exports  again  declined  in  May,  especially  in 
exports  to  the  Continent.    Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  were  in  keeping 
with  the  larger  figures  of  recent  months. 
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United  _States 

After  establishing  a  new  low  weekly  average  for  the  post-war  period 
during  the  first  week  of  June,  hog  prices  in  the  United  States  advanced  during 
the  three  following  weeks.    Prices  again  turned  downward  during  the  week 
ended  July  4,  however,  and  about  three-fourths  of  the  advance  of  the  preceding 
three  weeks  was  lost.    Prices  at  Chicago  averaged  $5.94  during  the  first  week 
of  June,  then  advanced  to  $6.68  during  the  fourth  full  week  of  the  month.  The 
decline  during  the  week  ended  July  4  brought  the  average  down  to  $5.17.  The 
Juno  average  at  Chicago  was  §6.36  as  against  $6.53  in  May  and  $9.52  in  June 
1930.     This  was  the  lowest  average  for  June  since  1911  and  the  lowest  for  any 
month  since  February  1912. 

The  most  favorable  factor  in  the  hog  market  during  June  was  the 
reduction  in  market  supplies.     The  seasonal  peak  of  marketings  was  apparently 
reached  at  the  end  of  May  and  Federally  inspected  slaught  er  in  June, 
amounting  to  3,251,000  head,  was  4.6  per  cent  under  that  of  Hay  and  about  12 
per  cent  smaller  than  that  of  June  1930.     The  aver  .ge  weight  of  hogs 
slaughtered  made  a  seasonal  increase  during  the  month  and  the  price  spread 
widened  between  heavy  and  light  weight  hogs.     The  premium  paid  for  light 
weights  was  much  greater  than  normal  for  that  time  of  the  year.    A  decreased 
demand  for  pork  brought  about  by  the  unusually  high  temperatures  was 
apparently  the  major  influence  in  the  price  decline  during  the  week  ended 
July  4. 

Cash  corn  prices  advanced  moderately  during  Juno.  ilo.  3  Yellow  at 
Chicago  averaged  57.7  cents  per  bushel  as  compared  with  56.2  cents  in  Hay 
and  79  cents  in  June  1950.  With  hog  prices  averaging  lower  for  the  month 
and  corn  prices  advancing  moderately  the  corn-hog  ratio  in  June  continued  to 
decline.  Based  on  Chicago  prices  for  both  commodities  the  ratio  for  Juno 
averaged  11.0  as  compared  with  11.6  for  May  and  12.0  in  Juno  of  last  year. 

Hog  prices  during  the  five  weeks  ended  July  4  wore  an  accurate 
reflection  of  the  fresh  pork  trade  during  that  period.     10-12  pound  loins 
at  How  York  advanced  from  £16.50  per  100  pounds  during  the  first  week  of 
June     to  £19,90  during  the  week  ended  June  27  raid  then  declined  to  £18.40 
during  the  following  week.    The  spread  between  light  loin  and  heavy  loin 
prices  widened  as  the  month  advanced.    Cured  pork  prices  were  somewhat 
weaker  during  the  month  after  remaining  about  steady  during  April  and  Hay. 
12-14  pound  regular  smoked  hams  at  Hew  York  averaged  £19.50  in  June  as  against 
$19.75  in  Hay  and  $25.75  in  June  1930.     8-10  pound  Ho.  1  sweet  pickle  cured 
bacon  averaged  £19.08  as  against  $19.50  in  Hay  and  $24.75  in  June  of  last  year. 
Lard  prices  advanced  after  declining  steadily  during  Hay,  and  the  June 
average  at  Chicago  was  $9.53  or  approximately  the  same  as  in  Hay  .and  $1.47 
under  the  June  1930  average. 

The  June  1931  Pig  Survey  made  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
cooperation  with  the  Post  Office  Department  indie  .tes  that  a  marked  increase 
in  hog  production  is  under  way  in  United  States.    The  survey  showed  that 
there  was  an  increase  of  2.5  per  cent  in  the  number  of  pigs  saved  this  spring 
over  last.     The  increase  in  the  Forth  Central  States  amounted  to  3.7  per  cent 
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and  chances  in  the  other  areas  of  the  country  ranged  from  a  decrease  of  9-h  per 
cent  in  the  South  Central  States  tc  an  increase  of  15.8  per  cent  in  the 
western  States.     In  analyzing  the  increase  in  the  spring  pig  crop,  as  reported 
"by  the  survey,  as  to  its  indications  of  market  supplies  during  the  coming 
winter  marketing  season,  the  report  says:  "If  the  June  survey. this  year 
indicates  the  change  in  market  supply  in  spring  pigs  from  the  Corn  Belt  States 
about  as  the  June  surveys  for  the  past  four  years  have  indicated  these  changes, 
the  market  supply  of  hogs  from  the  1931  spring  crop  will  be  about  7  per  cent 
larger  than  from  the  1S30  spring  crop.    This  would  represent  an  increase  of 
about  1,750,000  head  of  hogs." 

The  number  of  sows  bred  or  to  be  bred  for  farrowing  in  the  fall  of 
1931  as  shown  by  the  pig  survey  point  to  a  marked  increase  in  fall  far rowings 
this  year  over  last.     The  report  shows  an  intended  increase  for  United  States 
of  37  per  cent  'in  sows  bred  or  to  be  bred  to  farrow  this  fall,  compared  to 
sows  farrowadin  the  fall  of  1930  but  changes  in  farrowings  as  reported  in  the 
December  pig  survey  during  the  past  four  years  have  been  around  19  points 
below  changes  shown  "by  Juno  breeding  intentions  for  the  United  States  as  a 
whole.    If  the  same  relationship  holds  this  year,  fall  farrowings  reported 
next  December  will  be  about  18  per  cent  larger  than  in  the  fail  of  1930. 
This  would  be  the  largest  increase  in  fall  farrowings  since  the  fall  of  1922 
and  would  be  equivalent  to  aboxit  a  6  per  cent  increase  in  the  total  1931  pig- 
crop. 

The  pig  survey  also  bore  out  previous  indications  of  a  reduced  number 
of  hogs  to  be  marketed  during  the  remainder  of  the  current  marketing  year, 
since  3  per  cent  more  hogs  over  six  months  of  age  including  brood  sows  in 
the  North  Central  States  on  June  1  this  year  were  reported  on  farms  than 
were  reported  on  June  1,  1930.    If  there  is  an  increase  over  last  fall  in 
the  number  of  sows  kept  for  farrowing  this  fall,  such  as  the  survey  indicates, 
a  considerably  smaller  number  of  hogs  will  be  marketed  from  July  to  September 
this  year  than  during  the  same  months  a  year  earlier.     The  number  of  hogs 
slaughtered  under  Ibdoral  inspection  during  the  first  nine  months  of  the 
current  marketing  year  was  4.2  per  cent  smaller  than  during  the  1929-30 
marketing  year. 

Total  exports  of  pork  products  during  Ilay  continued  to  decline.  Bacon 
exports  amounted  to  only  2,338,000  pounds  as  compared  with  2,317,000  in 
April  and  8,553,000  poiu.ds  in  Hay  1930.     Smallor  qiiantitics  than  those  of 
April  were  exported  to  all  of  the  principal  importing  countries,  and  they  wore 
far  below  the  levels  of  a  year  ago.    Takings  by  United  Kingdom  were  27  per 
cent  smeller  than  those  of  April  .and  G9  per  cent  under  those  of  Hay  1930. 
The  export  movement  of  bacon  during  the  first  eight  months  of  the  current 
marketing  year  was  64  per  cent  under  that  of  the  corresponding  period  a  year 
earlier. 

Total  exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  during  Hay  increased  over  those 
of  April  but  wore  28  per  cent  smaller  than  those  of  Hay  1930.  During  the 
8-month  period  from  OctCber  1930  to  May  1931  exports  of  hams  and  shoulders 
wore  reduced  28  per  cent  from  those  of  the  corresponding  period  in  1929-30. 
The  movement  to  Cuba  during  uay  was  more  than  twice  as  large  as  dxiring  the 
corresponding  months  of  last  .year.  Takings  by  United  Kingdom  amounting  to 
8,429,000  pounds  were  22  per  cent  greater  than  in  April  but  26  per  cent 
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-under  tlioso  of  a  year  earlier.     The  movement  to  Canada  was  far  below  the  1930 
level. 

Lard  exports  during  Hay  amounting  to  40,514,000  pounds  were  11.2  per 
cent  -under  those  of  April  end  36  per  cent  -under  those  of  Kay  1930.  Exports 
to  G-ermany  wore  reduced  from  10,611,000  pounds  in  April  to  6,155,000  pounds 
in  1  lay.  Germany  took  slightly  larger  quantities  during  the  first  four  months 
of  the  calendar  year  than  during  the  same  months  a  year  earlier,  "but  in  May 
they  were  atiout  47  per  cent  smaller  than  in  Hay  1930.     Lard  exports  to 

-FT 

iTethorlands  wore  also  sharply  reduced  in  Hay,  the  -  quantity  taken  amounting 
to  only  871,000  pounds  as  compared  with  3,289,000  in  April.     This  reduction 
is  apparently  a  reflection  of  the  increased  production  of  pork  which  has  "boon 
in  evidence  in  that  country  during  recent  months.    Both  United  Kingdom  and 
Cuba  showed  an  increase  in  takings  of  lard  over  those  of  April,  the  increase 
in  those  countries  amounting  to  21  per  cent  and  16  per  cent  respectively. 
The  reduction  in  the  lard  export  movement  during  the  first  eight  months  of  the 
1930-31  marketing  year  from  that  of  a  year  earlier,  amounted  to  26  per  cent. 

The  storage  situation  in  the  United  States  continues  to  be  a  depressing 
factor  on  the  hog  market.     Stocks  of  pork  on  June  1  amounting  to  828  million 
pounds  wore  5  per  cent  smaller  than  those  of  Hay  1  but  were  23  per  cent  larger 
than  those  of  Juno  1,  1930  and  10  per  cent  above  the  5-year  Juno  1  average. 
Lard  stocks  on  June  1  amounted  to  103  million  pounds  which  were  10  per  cent 
smaller  than  on  June  1  last  year.    Preliminary  indications  point  to  some 
improvement  in  the  storage  situation  on  July  1  due  primarily  to  the  marked 
reduction  in  June  hog  slaughter. 

Canada 

Hog  prices  in  Canada  made  an  irregular  advance  during  June.  The 
average  price  for  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  the 
month  was  ^8.52  per  100  pounds  as  compared  with  $8.25  during  the  corresponding 
weeks  of  Hay  and  ^12.42  in  June  1930.    Market  supplies,  as  indicated  by 
gradings  at  stock  yards  and  packing  plants  in  Canada,  amounted  to  176,000  head 
during  the  four  weeks  of  June  which  was  an  increase  of  1  per  cent  over  those 
of  Hay,  and  a  decrease  of  5.4  per  cent  from  those  of  the  corresponding  weeks 
in  June  1950.     Prices  at  Toronto  and  other  Dominion  markets  -./ere  mostly  25 
cents  higher  during  the  week  ended  July  2,  which  was  largely  a  reaction  to 
reduced  market  supplies. 

United  Kingdom 

The  large  supplies  of  continental  cured  pork  in  British  markets  combined 
with  seasonal  factors  to  drive  the  Liverpool  average  price  of  Danish 
Wiltshire  sides  for  June  down  to(>13.47  per  100  pounds,  according  to  cabled 
advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London.    American  green  bellies 
were  fairly  steady  at  $14,07,  but  in  very  limited  supply.    American  short 
cut  green  hams  averaged  56  cents  below  the  preceding  month  to  reach  ',516.59. 
.ill  prices  were  materially  under  those  of  last  June.     The  Danish  product  v/as 
priced  ^2.67  below  the  pro-war  average  for  that  month.    Stocks  of  cured  por.:  at 
Liverpool  on  July  1  totaled  4,540,000  pounds  against  4,963,000  pounds  on 
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July  1,  1930.    In  view  of  the  consistently  heavier  imports  of  recent  months 
as  against  a  year  ago,  and  the  regularly  smaller  stock  figures,  the  influence 
is  that  "bacon  consumption  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  "being  maintained  at  levels 
considerably  higher  than  last  year,  since  there  is  no  significant  reexporting 
of  tha.t  commodity. 

Bacon  imports  during  Hay  from  continental  countries  other  than  Denmark 
were  largely  responsible  for  total  receipts  going  to  more  than  108  million 
pounds  .    That  figure  was  second  only  to  the  112  million  pounds  imported  last 
December  in  the  record  of  monthly  "bacon  imports.    The  current  season's  total 
to  Hay  31  was  26.2  per  cent  larger  than  that  of  last  season  and  17.3  per  cent 
above  the  corresponding  period  of  1927-28,  the  former  record  year.    Hay  imports 
from  Denmark  at  67,190,000  pounds  wore  a  record  for  that  month  and  larger  than 
in  January,  March  or  April,  but  below  the  monthly  figures  of  October,  December 
and  February.    The  season's  total  import  from  Denmark  to  May  31  was  57  per 
cent  larger  than  the  corresponding  1929-30  total. 

British  imports  of  bacon  from  continental  countries  other  than  Denmark 
reached  the  record  monthly  figure  of  36,816,000  pounds  in  Hay.     Imports  from 
the  Netherlands  are  included  in  that  figure.    Bacon  imports  from  that  source, 
powGver,  wore  only  slightly  larger  during  April,  whereas  the  figure  quoted 
above  represented  an  advance  of  5,415,000  pounds  over  April  imports  from  the 
same  countries.     The  Baltic  States  and  Russia  account  for  the  bulk  of  the 
larger  imports  from  the  Continent  outside  of  Denmark.    Receipts  from  the 
United  States  in  Hay  reached  an  unusually  low  level  and  were  less  than  half 
of  last  year's  Hay  receipts  from  that  source.    Imports  from  Canada  rose 
slightly  over  April  figures  but  were  still  very  low  .and  only  about  one-third 
the  volume  of  Hay  1930.    Receipts  from  the  Irish  Free  State  were  lower  in  Hay 
than  in  April  and  well  below  the  post-war  average  for  Hey.    Ham  imports  during 
Hay  made  a  moderate  somewhat  seasonal  increase  but  romai  ned  below  those  of 
a  year  ago. 

The  slightly  stronger  tone  in  British  lard  markets  during  June  brought 
tho  Liverpool  average  up  to  $9.61  per  100  pounds  against  ^9.30  j_n  Yiay  and 
0ll«25  in  Hay  1930.    The  pro-war  June  average  was  $11#86.    Lard  stocks  at 
Liverpool  on  July  1  were  5,718,000  pounds,  more  than  double  those  of  a  month 
earlier  and  slightly  larger  than  those  of  a  .year  ago.     Total  lard  imports 
during  Hay  reached  25,273,000  pounds  a  decrease  from  April  figures,  but  larger 
than  imports  for  Hay  1930.     Total  lard  imports  for  the  current  season  to 
Hay  31  were  9.4  per  cent  larger  then  for  tho  corresponding  1929-30  period. 

A  seasonal  decline  in  market  receipts  of  fresh  British  and  Irish  pork 
brought  the  Juno  figures  for  tho  London  central  markets  down  to  3,181,000 
pounds.     The  decline  from  May  figures  this  year,  however,  was  less  marked  than 
the  similar  movement  in  1930.    -The  Juno  1931  receipts  wore  954,000  pounds 
larger  than  those  of  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  of  fresh  pork  from  other  sources 
also  were  down  in  June  but  wore  slightly  larger  than  a  year  earlier.    For  the 
second  successive  month,  hogs  bought  in  Ireland  for  local  bacon  caring  were 
smaller  in  number  than  for  the  corresponding  months  of  1930. 
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Irisli  flroo  State 

The  proposal  to  lev:/  an  import  duty  on  bacon  entering  the  Irish  Free 
State  lias  boon  abandoned,  according  to  Consul  B.  P.  Hullo;/  at  Dublin.  Official 
records  show  that  of  the  42  million  pounds  cf  bacon  imported  into  the  Irish 
Free  State  in  1930,  70.3  per  cent  cane  from  the  United  States,  a  business 
valued  at  more  thanvo, 500,-000.    Of  the  1930  imports  from  the  United  States, 
90  per  cent  was  received  via  United  Kingdom  ports,  but  there  is  a  tendency 
toward  increased  direct  shipment,  the  Consul  states.      Total  bacon  imports 
into  the  Irish  Free  State  rose  to  the  1930  level  from  30  million  pounds  in 
1928.     The  latter  figure,  however,  was  a  material  decline  from  the  1925 
total  of  53  million  pounds. 

Denmark 

Preliminary  figures  place  Danish  bacon  exports  f  :r  Lfogr  at  about  66 
million  pounds.     That  figure  is  one  of  the  lowest  for  any  month  of  the 
current  season,  but  is  a  record  for  Hay  exports.     September  1930  was  the 
first  month  on  record  wherein  Danish  bacon  exports  exceeded  60  million  pounds. 
Total  bacon  exports  for  the  period  October  -  lLay,  1930-51  wore  aboxvt  37 
percent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  1929-30  period,  according  to  the 
preliminary  figures  now  available. 


IT  ether  lands 

lumbers  of  young  pigs  in  the  ITetherlands  on  June  1  were  higher  than 
at  that  "time  last  year,  according  to  a  cable  of  June  27  from  Agricultural 
Attache  L.  V.  Steer e  at  Berlin.     Pigs  voider  six  v/eeks  were  18  per  cent  higher, 
tiose  from  six  weeks  to  about  130  pounds*  weight  were  33  per  cent  higher,  and 
from  130  to  220  pounds,  22  per  cent  higher.     Those  weighing  over  220  pounds 
were  5  per  cent  lov;or  than  on  Juno  1,  1930.     The  beginning  of  a  downward  turn 
in  brooding  operations  is  siiggcstcd  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  sows  bred 
was  13  per  cent  lower  on  Jvcao  1  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  heavier  supplies  of  ITetherlands  bacon  available  for  export  arc 
indicated  by  the  May  increase  to  nearly  12  million  poujids  in  the  United 
Kingdom  imports  of  Dutch  bacon.     The  Hay  imports  from  the  ITetherlands 
established  a  record  for  that  month,  but  imports  of  the  Dutch  prodv.ct  v/erc 
not  up  to  tho  record  sot  in  July  and  August  1928.     Indications  of  increased 
Motherland  bacon  production  in  recent  months  are  borne  out  by  slaughter 
records  of  tic  first  quarter  of  1931.     The  number  of  hogs  killed  for  ba,cen 
production  in  that  period  was  241,800  against  209,700  in  the  corresponding 
1930  period,  according  to  Consul  General  L.  C.  Hoover  at  Amsterdam. 


Germany 

The  rather  sharp  fluctuations  in  German  hog  prices  during'  June  resulted 
in  a  Berlin  average  of  heavy  hogs  for  the  month  of  ^9.36  per  100  pounds, 
according  to  information  cabled  by  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin. 
For  the  past  three  months  the  monthly  average  has  been  only  slightly  higher 
or  lower  than  the  figure  stated,  but  weekly  average  prices  have  been  as  low  as 
38.81  and  as  high  as  $10.21.    Prices  weakened  sharply  late  in  June  following 
the  piiblication  of  the  results  :f  the  June  1  hog  svjrvey  showiaig  an  increase 
in  total  hog  numbers  and  indicating  a  continuation  of  heavy  market  supplies. 
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Hog-feed  price  rela ti onships  in  Germany  are  growing  less  favorable,  largely 
as  a  resv.lt  of  mounting  feed  costs  since  hog  prices  have  averaged  fairly 
steady  for  recent  months.     In  May,   the  average  price  of  "barley  at  Leipzig 
was  13.3  per  cent  higher  than  in  April  and  25.1  per  cent  above  last  year's 
price.    At  Breslau,  feed  potato  prices  for  Hay  were  up  13.3  per  cent  over 
April  and  104  per  cent  above  a  year  earlier.    Berlin  hog  prices  in  Hay  were 
a  shade  lower  than  in  April  and  31.1  per  cent  lower  than  in  Hay  1930. 

The  June  1  hog  survey  in  Germany  places  total  numbers  at  22,500,000 
head,  according  to  preliminary  figures  cabled  by  Agricultural  Attache  Stocre 
at  Berlin.    That  figure  is  2,696,.00Q  head  larger  than  that  ox  June  1,  1930, 
but  is  nearly  1  million  head  under  the  record  number  counted  in  September 
1930.     Since  Juno  1930  there  have  been  steady  gains  in  the  number  of  jovcag 
pigs  under  six  months  of  age,  the  current  total  of  16,400,000  head  being 
about  15  pjr  cent  larger  than- that  of  a  year  ago.

Thcr^  has  been  a  decline  in  the  number  of  young  brood  sows  and  the 
number  of  sows  in  farrow,  but  the  total  of  .ill  sows  is  still  unusually  high. 
The  figures  for  June  1931  indicate  continued  heavy  market  supplies  of  pork 
during  the  coming  autumn  and  winter.     Despite  the  large  total  figures,  however 
the  rate  of  increase  from  Harch  1,  1931  to  Jvjic  1,  1931  was  below  the 
corresponding  rate  of  1930.     The  increases  in  varioxis  clr.sscs  of  German  hogs

between  those  two  dates  of  1931  are  as  follows,  with  the  corresponding  1930 
increase  in  parenthesis:     Young  pigs  420,000  (702,000);  total  brood  sows, 
177,000(281,000);  total  hogs,  710,000(1,155,000).     These  relationships, 
together  with  a  decline  as  against  last  year,  in  the  number  of  young  brood  sows, 
and  total  sows  in  farrow  suggest  a  slowing  down  in  German  hog  production  which 
will  not  become  apparent  in  market  supplies  until  next  spring  or  summer. 

''German  market  receipts  of  hogs  luring  June  were  continued  on  the  higher 
levels  of  recent  months,  preliminary  figures  indicate  returns  for  May  give  a 
total  of  512,000  head  received  at  14  markets,  somewhat  more  than  in  April  and 
8.3  per  cent  more  than  a  year  ago.     For  the  current  season  to  May  31,  market 
receipts  ran  9.4  per  cent  higher  than  last  season.     Slaughter  at  36  centers 
in  May  also  gained  over  April  to  reach  428,000  head,  a  point  15.3  per  cent 
above  a  year  ago  and  brought  the  season's  cumulative  total  up  13.7  per  cent 
above  last  year.     Neither  receipts  nor  slaughter  figures,  however,  have  reached 
the  record  high  levels  of  the  1927-28  season.     Despite  the  increased  local 
production  of  pork  products,  imports  of  bacon  into  Germany  from  neighboring' 
countries  runs  ahead  of  last  season's  imports,  the  total  to  May  31  being  29 
per  cent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  1929-30  period.     In  lard,  German 
markets  showed  somewhat  more  strength  in  June,  the  Hamburg  average  being  ^10.49 
per  100  pounds  against  alO. 34  in  May  and  £11.55  a  year  ago.     May  lard  imports 
took  a  more  than  seasonal  cut  to  show  only  13,526,000  pounds.     To  May  31,  the 
season's  lard  imports  were  13.3  per  cent  below  last  year.1' 

Other  countries 

Italy  (Sicily) 

3ici.ly  has  ceased  to  be  a  market  for  American  lard,  according  to  Vice 
Consul  D.  H.  Buff urn  at  Palermo.     Imports  during  1931  have  been  negligible. 
Total  lard  imports  in  1930  were  little  more  than  half  as  great  as  in  1928, 
but  the  United  States  got  a  much  smaller  share  of  the  1930  business  than  was 
true  in  1928.     In  the  latter  year,  of  the  2,292,000  pounds  imported  from  all 
foreign  sources  into  Sicily,  about  55  per  cent  came  from  the  United  States. 
Additional  supplies  are  being  secured  locally  and  from  the  Italian  mainland. 
Of  the  foreign  supplies,  most  of  it  is  now  being  secured  from  Netherlands s 
Hungarian,  Belgian  and  Danish  sources.     The  neglect  of  the  American  product 
appears  to  be  largely  a  matter  of  price,  since  there  are  some  indications 
of  preference  for  the  American  product  on  a  quality  basis.      There  are  also 
some  indications  of  an  increasing  use  o.f  lower-priced  vegetable  oils  for 
cooking,  when  mixed  with  tho  native  olive  oil. 

Cuba 

Cuban  imports  of  American  lard  are  expected  to  decline  during  1931  as 
against  1930  figures,  according  to  Consul  Harold  B.  ^uarton  at  Havana.  From 
1924  to  1930  the  value  of  that  business  ranged  from  v9, 000, 000  to  £14,000,000 
annually.     During  the  period  October  -  May  of  the  current  hog  marketing  year, 
United  States  lard  exports  to  Cuba  totaled  only  28,779,000  pounds.  Those 
exports  in  recent  years  have  ranged  from  52  million  to  56  million  pounds  for 
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the  corresponding  eight  months.-    The  1930-31  figure  represents  7.0  per  cent 
of  the  total  American  laird  exports  up  to  May  31.     List  year  during  the  same 
eight  months,  lard  exports  to  Cuba  represented  9.7  per  cent  of  the  total 
lor  the  period.     Cuba  ranks  third  after  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  as  a 
foreign  market  for  American  lard. 

In  1926. and  1329,  the  last  years  for  which  detailed  figures  are 
available,  the. united  Status  supplied  all  but  an  insignificant  amount  of  the 
Cuban  lard  imports.     The  present  general  duty  on  lard,  4.9  cents  h*  P^r  P-und 
became  effective  un  February  5,  1931.     The  20  per  cent  preference  given 
imports  from  the  United  States,  however,  is  not  sufficient  to  overcome  the 
advantage  given  vegetable  oils  by  virtue  of  lower  duties  on'  those  products. 
Native  preference  is  for  pure  lard  or  olive  oil  for  Cooking,  according  to 
the  Consul.     The  latter]  product  pays  a  considerably  -lower  duty  rate  than  dees 
lard,  the  tariff  on  olive  oil  being  1.1  to  1.4  cents  pur  pound,  depending 
on  the  type  of  container.-/ Cuban  hog  numbers  in  1928  totaled  only  390,912 
head.     Cuban  hogs  bear  a  relatively  low  percentage  of  fat  suitable  for  lard. 
Local  authorities  apparently  are  more  interested  in  increasing  the  domestic 
output  of  oil-bearing  seeds  than  in  expanding  hog  numbers.  :    .  . 


y    As  from  July  1,  1932,  the  duty  will  be  subject  to  a  surcharge  of  5  per  cent, 
increasing  to  one  of 10  per  cent  from  July  1,  1933,  and  so  on  until  on  July  1, 
1936,  the  surcharge  on  the  duty  will  becume  25  per  cent  at  which  figure  it  will 
•remain  fixed. 

b/    Olive  oil  in  bottles  pays  1.4  cents  per  pound,  plus  a  surtax  of  10  per 
cent  wf  duty.

WORLD  HOG  AND  PORK  PROSPECTS

SUMMARY  "^g^TM^OK^ 

Indications  now  point  to  increased  hog  numbers  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada.    Results  of  the  June  pig.  survey  %n  the  United  States  showed  that 
the  spring  pig  crop  exceeded  that 'of  1930  and  that  a  marked  increase  in 
farrowings  over  last  year  will  probably  occur  this  fall.    In  Europe,  however, 
less  favorable  feed  ratios  have  been  discouraging  breeding  operations.  It 
is  .anticipated  that  September  hog  census  returns  for  Germany  will  place  total 
numbers  at  all  time  record  levels,  but  June  declines  in  breeding  sows  point 
to  reduced  farrowing  this  fall  and  next  spring.    Hog  prices  in  both  Europe 
and  the  United  States  declined  fur-ther  during  July. 

Hog  slaughter  in  the  United  States  continues  to  lag  behind  that  of  last 
year.    Demand,  however,  continues  weak.    Most  lines  of  pork  products  showed 
weaker  price  tones  during  July,  especially  in  cured  products.     In  Europe, 
indications  are  for  a  continuation  of  the  heavy  current  slaughter  and  pork 
production  for  the  rest  of  1931  and  well  into  1932.    Continental  cured  pork 
is  reaching  the  British  market  in  unusually  large  volume.     Supplies  from 
Denmark  are  not  as  heavy  as  in  recent  months,  but  record  receipts  from  other 
continental  countries  keep  total  imports  at  high  levels.    Netherlands,  Poland 
and  the  Baltic  States  are  the  important  continental  sources  other  than 
Denmark.    In  spite  of  heavy  receipts,  however,  stocks  in  British  markets  are 
moderate  and  prices  fairly  steady..   Increased  production  in  Germany  is 
cutting  down  imports  of  cured  pork  into  that  country. 


Tti  1®?**  American  prices  were  down  sharply  during  .July.    The  low 
prices  so  far  during  the  current  year' appear  to  be  reflected  in  a  larger 
proportion  of  the  hog  carcass  going  into  pork.     In  Europe,  continental 
production  continues  to  hamper  the  demand  for  imported  lard.    July  prices 
in  both  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  were  materially  lower,  than  in  June 
and  far  below  last  year's  levels,  with  some  accumulation  of  stocks,  in  British 
markets.     In  Germany,  the  leading  continental  market  for  American  lard, 
.competition  with  Danish  lard  is  an  increasingly  important  factor.  Price 
appears,  to  be' the  main  consideration,  although  flavor  is  also  a  factor. 

The  United  States  export  trade  in  pork  products  declined  further  in 
June.    Bacon  exports  were  unusually  low,  largely  as  a  result  of  reduced  move- 
ment to  Great  Britain.    Exports- of  hams  and  shoulders  to  that  market  were 
up  slightly,  but  the  total-  export  was  down.     Lard  exports  were  lower  principal- 
ly because  of  increased  Continental  European  production.     Smaller  exports 
to  Germany  have  been  general  this  season,  but  June  exports  to  the  United. 
Kingdom  were  also  unusually  small. 


Hog  IJumbers 

Additional  evidence  indicates  that  the  peak  of  the  present  Continental 
European  hog  production  cycle  has  been  reached,  which  is  in  contrast  to  con- 
ditions in  this  country  and  in  Canada  where  hog  numbers  are  increasing  after 
having  reached  a  low  point  in  the  cycle.    Further  increases  in  total  numbers 
were  reported  in  Germany  and  the  Netherlands  in  the  June  estimates  but  a  re- 
duction in  the  number  of  brood  sows  points  to  a  probable  slight  falling  off 
in  total  numbers  in  1932,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Attache  Christy 
stationed  at  Berlin.     The  ratio  of  hog  and  feed  prices  has  become  unfavorable 
in  all  European  countries,  with  the  possible  exception  of  Denmark,  states 
Mr.  Christy,  and  reduced  farrowings  are  .expected  this  fall.    Even  though 
production  in  Europe  is  apparently  beginning  a  downward  swing,  marke tings  are 
expected  to  continue  heavy  well  into  1932.  • 
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.Ho'g  numbers-  in  4  a/  European  countries  where  supplies  have'  "been 
increasing  for  the  last  3  or  4  year's,  showed  a  still  further  increase  in 
1931  to  30,231,000  or  12  per  cent  above  1930.     Although  actual  figures  are 
not  available  for  the  Netherlands,  it  seems  certain  that  total  numbers 
showed  on  increase  over  a  year  ago,  as  official  percentage  changes  show 
increases  in  all  classes  except  brood  sows  and  fat  hogs,  over  220'  pounds. 
The  number  of  brood  sows  in  the  some  4  countries,  decreased  from  2,132,000 
in  the  summer  of  1930  to  2,054,000  in  1931,  showing  a  definite  trend  toward 
reduced  breeding  .'operations  in  Germany  and  Denmark,    To.tal  hog  numbers,, 
as  well  as  numbers  of  brood  sows,  however,  increased  in  Irish  Free  State -and 
in  Belgium,  although  the  numbers  in  those  countries  is  small  in  comparison 
with  numbers  in  Germany  and  Denmark. 

There  were  "fewer  hogs  in  the  'United  States  .on  January  .1,  1931  than 
at  the  same  date  the  preceding  year  by  8  per  cent.    However,  there  .was  an 
increase  of  2.5  per  cent  in  the  spring  pig  crop  this  year  over  that  of 
1930  and  a  prospective  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  sows  to  farrow  this 
coming  fall  according  to  the  June  Pig  Survey. 

The  present  low  prices  of  feed  and  prospects  for  a  large  corn  crop 
in  1931,  along  with  a  restricted  credit  supply  available  for  expanding 
cattle  and  sheep  feeding  operations  are  the  principal  factors  responsible  for 
the  marked  increase  in  hog  production  in  the  "United  States  which  is  now 
apparently  under. way.    The  hog-corn  ratio  during  recent  months  has  been 
about  normal  but  with  wheo.t  prices  at  very  low  levels,  the  hog-feed  price 
relationships  are  more  favorable  for  feeding  than  the  hog-corn  ratio  indicates. 
Since  an  increase  in  hog  production  requires  a  relatively  small 'cash  outlay 
and  returns  come  quicker  than  in  cattle  and  sheep  production,  and  since 
hog-feed  price  relationships  are  favorable,  farmers  in  United  States  are 
apparently  planning  to  utilize  as  much  as  possible  of  the  surplus  grain  by 
marketing  it  through  hogs. 

Reports  from  various  parts  of  Canada  indicate  that  there  was  an 
increase  in' the  spring  pig  crop  in  that  country  also  this  year.    Hog  numbers 
in  June  last  year  were  the  lowest  since  1922. 

Hog  numbers  in  1930  in  18  countries,  exclusive  of  Russia,  were  still 
below  the  record  number  reported  in  the  years  1927  and.  1928  by  2  per  cent. 
Hog  numbers  in  Russia  decreased  36'  per  cent  between  1929  and  1930  and  the 
number  on  hand  in  the  last  named  year  was  only  13,200,000  compared  with  an 
average  of  24,651,000  in  1927-28.

United  States 

The  general  level  of  hog  prices  in  the  United  States  during  July  averaged 
slightly  lower  than  in  June.    Prices  declined  during  Js ho  week  ended  July  4  but 
after  f ^actuating  within  narrow  limits  during  the  3  w'ee^s/H^ey  advanced  sharply 
during  tlie  week  ended  August  1.    Prices  at  Chicago  averaged  ^6.33  during  July 
as  against  §6.36  in  June  o.nd  08.73  in  July  1930.     Prices  of  light  weight 
butcher  hogs,  however,  advanced  steadily  during  the  month  and  the  top  price  of 
^8.40  reached  during  the  week  of  August  1  was  within  10  cents  of  the  highest 
top  since  the  beginning  of  the  current  year.    Good  to  choice  hogs  v/eighing 
from  180  to  200  pounds  averaged  -)7.63  for  the  month  as  compared  with  $6.89 
during  June.    Prices  of  heavy  weight  butchers  and  packing  sows  v/cre  unsteady 
during  the  month,  and  the  price  spread  between  light  and  heavy  hogs  continued 
to  widen.    180  to  200  pound  butcher  hogs  averaged  §1,55  ,         higher  than 
th.030  weighing  from  290  to  350  pounds  and  ''?3.64  higher  than  medium  to 

good' packing  sows  as  against  'pO.71  and  $1.81  respectively,  in  July  1930. 
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3?oderally  inspected  slaughter  daring  July  amounted  to  2* 767, 000  hoed  was  15 
per  cent  smaller  'than*,  that  of  June,  .and  13.2  per.  cent  under  July  1930.  A 
larger  proportion  of  .the;  supply  .consisted  of  packing'' sows>  and  the  aycrage 
weight  of  hogs  slaughtered  was  greater  than' in  "Juno.'   Inspected  slaughter 
during  the  first  10  months  of  '"the- current -year.  (Oct  ob  or  to  July)  was  4.8  per 
cent  under  that  of  the  corresponding  period'; in  the  1929-30  marketing  year. 

After  declining  •during  the  2  weeks  'ended "July  ;11,  fresh  pork  prices 
advanced  sharply  during  the- week-  ended  July  1.8  ""but  declined  -again  during  the 
.last  2  weeks  of -the  month,     Prices "were  higher  'at  the  end  of  the  month  than 
they  wore  at  the  'begimaing^-':hewc-v-er,-  ai^d'uno.s.t:. of  the. 'monthly  averages  were 
above  those  of  June,     The  ;pricc  spread  botweon" light ■* and  heavy  loins  continued 
to  widen,.   8-10  pound  loins  at  New'  York  averaged $20; 86  for  -  the,  month  as 
compared  with  §18.55  during  June  and'  $23 •.  17  in  July  1930,  while  16-20  pound _ 
loins  in  that  market  averaged  $13.46  as  against'1' $13, 81  in  June  and  $15.58  in 
July  last,  year..    The  cured  pork  market  strengthened  somewhat  during  the  month. 
Prices,  bf  skinned  hams  at  hew  York  declined  slightly,  "but.  all  other  cuts 
advanced.    12-14  pound  regular  smoked  hams  at  New  York  averaged  $20.38'  as 
compared  with  §19.50  in  June  and  $25.95  in  July  1930.     8-10  pound  No.  1 
sweet  pickle  cured  "bacon  averaged  $519 .28  as  against  $1.9 .08  in  June  and  $23.95 
in.  July  last  year.    Prices  of  drjr'salt  "backs  which  have  .."been  unusually  low 
in  comparison  with  other  cured  prices  during  the  last  few  months  due  mainly 
to • large  supplies  and. hot  weather,  advanced  moderately  during  July,  averaging 
$8i07  as  against  $8.50  in  June 'and  $>8i60  in  July  1930.     Lard  prices  declined 
sharply  during  the  month,  averaging  $8.65  at  Chicago  as  against  $9.53  in  June 
.and  the  lowest  for  any  month  since  September  1915.  •  Sharp  declines  also 
occurred  in  prices  of  lard  substitutes. 

The  relationship  "between  hog  prices  and  feed  prices  in  the  United 
States'  made  relatively  little  change  during  the  month.    Corn  prices  declined 
slightly  as  the  month  progressed  ."but  the  monthly  average  was  slightly  higher 
than  that  of  Juno.    Ho.  3  Yellow  at  Chicago  averaged  59,0  cents  per  "bushel  . 
as  compared  with  57,7  cents  in  June  end  79,5  cents  in  July  1930.     The  hog-corn 
ratio,    "based  on  Chicago  prices  was  10,7  in  July  as  compared  with  11,0  in  Juno. 
The  relation  of  wh oat  prices  to  corn  prices  permits  the  feeding  of  wheat . to 
hogs  to  an  advantage  in  many  sections. 

Exports  of  pork  and  pork  products  during  June  continued  the  downward 
trend  which  has  prevailed  during  the  current  year.    Total  "bacon  exports 
.amounting  to  2,097,000  pounds  were  12.2  per  cent  under  those  of  May  and 
less  than  one- third  of  the  June  1930  movement.    Bacon  exports  for  the  first 
9  months  of  the  current  year  (October- Juno  inclusive)  were  64.5  per  cent 
smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.    The  reduction  in 
the  export  movement  of  "bacon  'during  June  was  ,thc  result  of  the  smaller 
takings  by  the  United  Kingdom.    The  movement  to  that  country,  amounting  to 
993,000  pounds  was  15.3  per  cent  vnd.er  that  of  May  and  70  per  cent  under 
that"  of  June  1930.      Reductions  in  takings  of  bacon  during  the  first  9  months 
of  the  current  year  from  those  of  the , corresponding  period  a  year  earlier 
amounted  to  59  per  cent  in  the  United  Kingdom,  -34  per  cent  in  Cuba,  and 
93  per  cent  in  Germany.  , 

The  export  movement  of  hams  and  shoulders  during  June  was  reduced  2,5 
per  cent  from  that  of  Hay  but  takings  by  the  United  Kingdom,  the  principal 
buyer  of  these  cuts,  as  well  as  of  bacon,  increased  1.5  per  cent.  The  movement 
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t  ,  n^ :.  JL„c  i.  iro'.o:  I  modora/uCly  -but  exports  to  Canada  were  reduced  to  the 
negligible  quantity  of  38,000  pounds  as "compared  with  1,009,000  in  June  1930. 
The  export  trade  in  hams  and  shoulders  has  not  been  so  seriously  affected 
during  the  current  year  as  that  Of  bacon,  since  these  cuts  do  not  receive 
such  keen  competition  from  the  pork  produced  in  European  countries.  But 
during  the  first  9  months  of  the  marketing'  year,  exports  of  hams  and  shoulders 
were  also  rediiced  from  those  of  a  year  earlier.  :  The  reduction  amounted  to 
26  per  cent  to  .the  United  'Kingdom  and  43  per  cent  to  Canada.    Exports  to  Cuba 
increased  33  per  cent,  but  reductions'  to  other  countries  resulted  in  a 
reduction  of  27  per  cent  in  the  total  movement. 

Total  lard  exports  in  June  amounting  to  38,373,000  pounds  were  5.3 
per  cent  under  those  for  Sayi     This  reduction  Was  a  result  of  reduced  takings 
by  United  Kingdom 'and  Germany,    Exports  to  Cuba,  wore  more  than  twice  as  large 
as  those  of  Hay  and  the  largest  since  February.  A  slight  increase  also 
occurred  in  the  movement  to  the  Netherlands.    These  increases,  however,  were 
more  than  offset  by  reduction  in  the  movement  of  43  per  cent  to  Germany  and 
13  per  cent  to  United  Kingdom.  It  was  the  first  month  of  the  current  calendar 
year  that  lard  exports  to  United  Kingdom  have  been  smaller  than  a  year  er.rlier. 
The  marked  reduction  in  the  movement  to  Germany  reflects  the  increased 
competition  from  production  in  Germany  and  the  larger  lard  imports  into  that 
country  from  other  European  countries,   especially  Denmark.        The  total  lard 
export  trade  during  the  first  9  months  of  the  current  marketing  year  were 
about  27  per  cent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  in  1929-30.  Takings 
wore  reduced  44  per  cent  in  Cuba,  41  in  Germany  and  45  per  cent  in  the 
Netherlands  during  this  period  but  the  quantity  taken  by  United  Kingdom 
increased  2,6  per  cent. 

The  storage  situati on- improved  slightly  during  June  but  stocks  con- 
tinued sufficiently  large  to  exert  a  depressing  influence  on  the  live  hog 
and  pork  trade.     Stocks  of  pork  on  July  1  amounted  to  776  million  pounds  or 
6  per  cent  smaller  than  those  of  the  June  1,  but  were  16  per  cent  larger  than 
those  of  the  July  1930  and  not  greatly  different  from  the  July  1  5-year  average. 
Lard  stocks,  on  the  other  hand,  increased  12  pe  r  cent  during  the  month, 
however,  and  on  July  1  they  were  4  per  cent  smaller  than  on  July  1  last  year 
and  28  per  cent  smaller  than  the  5-year  July  1  average. 

A  statistical  summary  of  pork  production  and  distribution  during  the 
first  9  months  the  current  marketing -year  is  shown  on  page  10  .     The  number 
of  hogs  slaughtered  during  this  period  were  4.1  per  cent  less  than  a  year 
earlier.    Due  to  the  heavier  weights,  however,  total  dressed  weight  was  only 
2.4  per  cent  less.    Adding  storage  holdings  October  1,1950  and  imports,  the 
amount  available  for  consumption  and  exports  was  5.6  per  cent  less  .  But 
exports  were  reduced  about  32  per  cent  and  consumption  4  per  cent  even  though 
hog  prices  were  22.3  per  cent  lower  than  in  the  preceding  year.    As  a  result 
the  reduced  demand  at  home  and  abroad,  storage  stocks  on  July  1,  1931  were 
11.6  per  cent  larger  than  on  July  1,  1930. 

Tlie  low  ratio  of  lard  prices  to  pork  prices  apparently  induced  packers 
to  convert  a  larger  proportion  of  the  hog  carcass  into  pork  during  the  9-month 
period.    Lard  production  per  hundred  pounds  live  weight  of  hogs  was  4_6  per 
cent  less  than  a  year  earlier.    This  tendency  was  not  so  marked  during  the 
third  quarter  of  the  marketing  year  as  during  the  first  half,  however,  which 
is  probably  due  to  the  heavy  market  movement  of  packing  sows  and  sharp  price 
reductions  on  dry  salt  backs.

Canada 

The  average  price  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  for  the  5  weeks  ended 
July  30  was  .#9.03  per  100  pounds  compared  with  ^8«52  for  the  4  weeks  of 
June  and  ^12.22  for  the  month  of  July  1930.    Prices  the  last  2  weeks  of  the 
month,  however,  showed  a  decline,  falling  from  ^9.64  for  the  week  ended 
July  16,  to  ijp8.89  the  following  week  and  again  falling  to  ^8.50  for  the  last 
week  of  the  month.    Unsettled  and  lower  markets  were  a  feature  of  hog  trading 
in  the  West  as  well  as  the  East  during  the  last  week  of  July  according  to 
the  Canadian  Government  market  report.    One  reason  given  for  the  drop  in 
price  was  the  falling  off  in  consumer  demand  owing  to  advanced  prices  of 
pork  and  cooked  meats  during  the  hot  weather  which  has  resulted  in  a  piling 
up  of  supplies  at  various  centers. 

Hog  supplies,  as  represented  by  grading  at  stock  yards  and  packing 
plants  were  heavy  during  July,  amounting  to  230,000  compared  with  approximate- 
ly 189,000  during  June  and  181,000  in  July  a  year  ago.    Sales  at  stock  yards 
during  July  were  also  heavier  than  in  June,  amounting  to  approximately 
92,000  compared  with  87,000  for  June  and  only  68,000  last  July. 
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Reports  from  various  parts  of  Canada  indicate  that  there  was  an  in- 
crease in  the  spring  pig  crop.    Last  year  the  number  of  hogs  was  lower  than 
in  any  year  since  1922;  numbering -only  4  million;'   High  prices  recently  paid  J 
for  hogs  ;in  relation  to  other  farm  products-  in- general,  have  encouraged  farmers' 
to  increase .production  this  year.     In  many  instances  the  number  of  breeding 
sows  kept  was  reported  as  doubled  or  trebled.  ''■  ■ 

.     *"  H6g  production  during  1930  was  the  smallest  in  5  years  according  to 
the '  Annual  Lives  took  Market  and  Meat  Trade  Review  f  or  1930*    The  average 
weighted  price  however,  was  only  10  cents  per  hundred  pounds  below  1929  figures, 
Cumulative  figures  of  gradings  for  the:30  weeks  ended -July-'  30  ■  show  that' 
1,362,000  hogs  were  graded  at  stock  yards  and  packing  plants  this  year  a  re- 
duction of  3  per  cent  as  compared -with1 1930.     Inspected  slaughter  for  29  weeks 
ended  July'  27' is  estimated  at  1,085,000  a  decrease  of 
slaughterings  for  the  first  7  months  of  1930  when  the

United  Kingdom  ; 

The  suggestion  of  seasonal  forces  at- work'  in  British  cured  pork  markets 
was  reflected  in  the  July  average  of  fi4.66- per  100  pounds  for  Danish  Wiltshire- 
sides  at  Liverpool1,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache 
Foley  at  London.    That  figure  represented  an  advance  of  ^1.19  over  the  June 
average,  but  was  still  unusually  low  for  July  and  nearly  .#2.00  under  the  pre- 
war level.    The  usual  July  dip  in  Liverpool  values  of  American  green  bellies 
placed  the  average  for  that  item  at  $13.47,  down  60  cents  from  Juno  and  t% 
lowest  July  average  in  the  post-war  period.    American  short  cut  green  hams, 
however,  were  higher  at  #18.33  under  the  influence  of  limited  supplies.  The 
July  average  was  the  highest  since  last  January.    Monthly  receipts  of  hams, 
most  of  which  come  from  the  United  States,  have  been  consistently  lower  than 
in  1930. 

August  1  stocks  of  curod  pork  at  -Liverpool  stood  at  3,711,000  pounds, 
down  829,000  pounds  from  figures  for  the  preceding  month  and  also  lower  than 
last  year.    July  import  figures  are  not  yet  available,  but  for  Juno,  total 
bacon  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  reached  109,000,000  pounds.    That  figure 
was  second  only  to  the  record  import  of  more  than  112,000,000  pounds  of  last 
December.    Practically  all  of  the  increased  imports  of  recent  months  have  been 
coming  from  continental  countries  other  than  Denmark.    Of  these,  Netherlands 
is  the  most  important,  with  Poland,  the  Baltic  States  and  Sweden  sending  more 
bacon  than  usual  to  the  British  market.    Total  bacon  imports  for  the  current 
season  to  June  30  were  26.9  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  same  period  of  1929-20. 
Imports  from  Denmark  for  the  same  period  of  1930-31  were  35.2  per  cent  above 
last  season.    June  'receipts  from  the  United  States  wore  among  the  lowest 
on  record. 

Lard  prices  at  Liverpool  reacted  from  the  advance  made  in  June  to  aver- 
age #9.45  per  100  pounds,  down  16  cents  from  the  average  of  the  preceding 
month.    The  current  average  was  $1.75  lo?/er  than  last  year  and  #2.41  under  the 
pre-war  average  for  July.    August  1  lard  stocks  at  Liverpool  were  placed  at 
4,581,000  pounds,  the  largest  since  October  1929.    Lard  imports  for  June, 
totaling  more  than  27,500,000  pounds,  v/ere  unusually  heavy  for  that  month  and 
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were  above  the  figures  for  any  Juno  since  1927.     Total  lard  imports  for  the 
current  season  to  June  30,  most  of  which  are  supplied  by  the  United  States, 
wore  11.3  per  cent  larger  than  imports  for  the  corresponding  months  of  1929-30. 
Since  last  OOtober  the  monthly  lard  imports  have  been  larger  than  last  year 
except  in  January.     So  far  this  season  lard  imports  have  reachea  an  unusually 
large  total. 

The  continued  heavier  British  supplies  of  domestic  pork  wore  reflected 
in  another  increase  for  July  in  receipts  of  hogs  at  leading  markets.  The 
total  number  so  recorded  to  July  31  since  October  1,  1930  is  about  10  per  cent 
larger  than  for  the  corresponding  1929-30  total.     Seasonally  moderate  volumes 
were  recorded  for  July  receipts  of  fresh  British  and  Irish  pork  at  London 
Central  Markets,  but  the  current  figure  was  larger  than  that  of  last  year.  The 
cumulative  total  of  that  item  to  July  31  was  15.3  per  cent  in  excess  of  the 
corresponding  1929-30  figures.  : 

Hog  numbers  in  Irish  Free  State  reached  1,221,000  on  June  1,  1931,  or 
the  largest  number  on  record  according  to  a  cabled  report  of  the  June  census 
furnished  by  Agricultural  Attache  Foley  stationed  at  London.    This  is  an  increase 
of  16  per  cent  over  1930.     Brood  sows  numbered  123,000  in  1931  an  increase  of 
11  per  cent  over  1930  but  were  below  the  record  number  reported  in  1927  by 
1  per  cent.     Irish  Free  State  supports  almost  one- third  of  the  hogs  raised  in 
the  British  Isles  and  exports  live  hogs,  fresh  pork  and  bacon  to  England.

figures  on  Danish  hog  production  will  not  "be  available  until  after  the 
census  of  July  15  has  "been  completed,  according  to  the  July  hog  report  from 
Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  D.  F.  Christy  at  Berlin.    As  indicated 
in  earlier  reports,  the  January  15  census  of  this  year  already  showed  some 
indications  of  a  slowing  down  in  production,  hut  the  important  position  of 
hogs  in  Danish  agriculture  precludes  any  extensive  decrease  in  production. 
Instead,  there  appears  to  he  a  concerted  effor-t  on  the  part  of  Danish  • 
farmers  to  extend  their  markets.     Since  the  lo'-ss  of  part  of  the  English 
"bacon  market,  due  to  reduced  "buying  power  in  England,  and  to  increased  com- 
petition especially  from  Netherlands  and  ??oland,  the  Da"©s  have  been  looking 
for  other  markets,     with  this  in  mind,   it  is  rumored  that  some  attempt  is 
being  made  to  produce  a  hog  more  suitable  for  the  2crman  trade. 

While  the  change  indicated  above  is  not  yet  apparent,  Danish  producers 
have  succeeded  in  increasing  their  sales  of  lard  to  Germany  at  the  expense  of 
United  States  producers.    This  has  boon  done  by  quoting  lower  prices  and  by 
flavoring  their  lard  to  suit  the  German  taste  -as  in  some  parts  of  Germany 
lard  is  preferred  to  butter.

Danish  hog  feed  ratios  were  unfavorable  during  most  of  June,  but  a 
recovery  in  bacon  prices 'toward  the  end  of  the  month  go.vo  a  more  favorable 
aspect  to  the  situation.    Danish  bacon  prices  dropped  to  unusually  low 
levels  around  the  -middle  of  Juno.    This  decline  was  due  to  the  weakness  of 
the  English  bacon  market  where,  in  addition  to  the  low  purchasing  power, 
there  was  an  accumulation  of  bacon  stocks  from  Denmark,  Holland  and  Poland. 
These  stocks  have  now  been  partly  cleared  and  prices  have  improved.  The 
June  hog  feed  ratio  did  not  support  claims  that  pig  raising  in  Do.'imark  had 
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reached  unprofitable  levels.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  h0t5  feed  ratio  for  the 
years  1909-1914  averaged  only  8.6,  whereas  that  of  June  26  was  9*5,  according 
to  Mr.  Christy. 

The  mid-summer  hog  estimate  for  Denmark  is  not  yet  available.  Last 
July  hogs  numbered  4,928,000  and  by  January  1931  had  increased  to  5,232,000. 
As  the  number  of  brood  sows  in  January  was  about  7,000  less  than  in  July,  a 
slight  reduction  in  numbers  may  be  shown  in  the  July  estimates  for  1931*  No 
marked  decrease  in  oroduction  is  expected,  however,  due  to  the  close  inter- 
relationship between  hog  Deduction  and  Danish  farming,  especially  dairying. 
Prom  Julv  1,'  1S30  to  Junc  30,  1931  the  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  in  that 
country  reached  about  6,918,000  an  increase  of  29  per  cent  over  the  previous 
year. 

Netherlands 

Heavy  marketings  of  Netherlands  pork  will  continue  throughout  the 
rest  of  this  year  but  the  peak  of  the  production  cycle  has  now  been'  reached 
and  farrowings  this  fall  may  be  expected  to  decrease,  Mr.  Christy  reports. 
The  hog  feed  ratio  has  become  decidedly  unfavorable  in  spite  of  the  decline 
in  corn  prices  during  May.    Results  of  , the  Dutch  hog  census  of  Junc  1,  1931 
indicate" that  the  peak  of  production  has  already  been  reached.  Compared 
with  the  corresponding  census -of  last  year,  the  number  of  sows  in  farrow 
shows  a  substantial  reduction.    This  will  undoubtedly  be  reflected  in  de- 
creased farrowings  this  fall  and  lighter  marketings  during  the  coming  year. 
The  high  numbers  of  light  and  medium  weight  nigs  now  on  hand,  however,  jpo in t 
toward'heavy  marketings  during  the  reminder  of  this  year  and  for  the  first 
few  months  of  1932. 

The  number  of  sows  in  farrow  in  the  Netherlands  on  Junc  1,  1931  was 
only  87  per  cent  of  the  number  in  farrow  in  June  1930.    No  estimate  is  avail- 
able of  the  total  number  of  hogs  on  hand  on  Junc  1,  1931,  but  figures  for 
various  classes  based  on  the  percentage  changes  since  last  Junc  point  to  an 
increase  in  total  numbers  this  year.    Pigs  under  6  weeks  show  an  increase 
of  18  -ocr  cent  over  the  same  date  of  1930,  hogs  up  to  132  pounds,  an  in- 
crease'of  33  per  cent,  and  hogs  weighing  from  132  to  220  pounds,  an  increase 
of  22  per  cent.    Heavy  hogs,  over  220  pounds  showed  a  decrease  of  5  per  cent. 

Daring  the  first  quarter  of  1931  the  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  at 
abattoirs  and  on  farms  was  527,000  an  increase  of  3?  per  cent  over  the 
average  for  the  2  prccoding  years  according  to  Consul  Hoover.    In  addition 
242,000  were  killed  for  bacon  compared  with  210,000-  for  the  first  quarter 
of  1930.

As  reflected  in  British  import  figures,  Netherlands  bacon  exports  to  that 
country  in  June  reached  record  levels,    British  sources  indicate  an  import  of 
13,651,000  pounds,  an  advance  of  1,655,000  pounds  over  the  May  imports  and 
4,930,000  pounds  more  than  in  June  1930.    Earlier  figures  nearest  approaching 
those  of  June  1931  are  recorded  for  August  1928,  when  13,614,000  pounds  were 
received  from  the  Netherlands.    Total  British  imports  from  that  source  for  the 
current  season  to  June  30  were  30.1  per  cent  larger  than  corresponding 
figures  for  1929-30. 

Poland 

Very  little  information  is  available  at  present  on  Poland,  Mr.  Christy 
reports.    Had  Germany  ratified  the  commercial  treaty  with  Poland  permitting 
transit  of  all  kinds  of  fresh  meat  through  Germany,  the  Polish  hog  industry 
would  have  received  quite  a  stimulus.    Until  this  treaty  is  ratified,  however, 
the  situation  is  not  much  different  from  that  reported  earlier.    As  previously 
mentioned,  exports  of  live  hogs  to  C  zecho  Slovakia  have  practically  ceased 
but  this  has  been  offset  to  some  extent  by  a  rapid  increase  in  exports  of  pork 
and  bacon,  principally  to  England.    The  Government,  of  course,  is  interested 
in  developing  the  hog  industry  and  last  .year  established  a  plan  for  breeding- 
hogs  on  all  State  lands.    From  January  1  to  May  30,  1931  Poland  exported  a 
total  of  48,062,000  pounds  of  bacon,  against  18,641,000  pounds  in  the  same 
months  of  1930.    Practically  all  of  the  exports  in  both  years  went  to  the 
United  Kingdom.    Of  further  interest  to  United  States  breeders  is  the  tendency 
to  increase  Polish  lard  production.    At  present  Poland  imports  most  of  its 
lard  from  the  United  States,  but  if  the  Government's  plans  for  expanding  the 
production  of  lard  type  hogs  in  eastern  Poland  are  successful,  the  demand 
for  American  lard  will  undoubtedly  decrease.

Indications  arc  that  Polish  hog  brooders  intend  to  concentrate  to 
an  increasing  degree  on  cured  pork  exports  to  the  British  market,  accord- 
ing to  Consul  Stewart  E.  McMillin  at  Warsaw.    Limitations  placed  on  im- 
ports of  Polish  hogs  and  pork  products  by  neighboring  countries  are  said 
to  bo  forcing  more  of  the  Polish  products  into  the  British  trade.  So  fox, 
however,  bacon  from  Poland  has  not  attained  the  level  of  quality  most 
desired  in  the  British  market. 

Germany 

The  seasonal  strength  of  German  hog  prices  In  July  raised  the  Berlin 
average  for  heavy  hogs  to  $9.59,  according  to  Mr.:  Christy.     That  figure, 
however,  was  still  uroisually  low,  being- $4.70  below  the  July.  1950  averoge  and 
$2.12  under  the •  pre-war  average --for"  that  month.    :The  June  1931  average  was 
$9.36.    The  continued  higher  Gorman  feed  prices  were,  reflected  in  a  June 
average  of  56  cents  per  100  pounds  fo;r' feed  potatoes  at' Breslau 'and  of  $2.15 
per  100  pounds  for  barley  at  Leipzig.,  The  hog-feed  ratio  in  Germany  continues 
to  assume  a  less  favorable  aspect.   ■  '  ""'"  '''' 

July  slaughterings  at  36  centers  averaged  considerably 'heavier  than' 
last  year,  according  to  preliminary  figures.    The  June  1931  slaughter,  at 
448,000  head "was  the  largest  for  any 'month  since 'March  1928. ^ 'Killings  for' 
the  current  season  to  June  30  were  15.5  per  cent 'larger  than "last  season 
end  second  only  to  those  'of  the  record  season  1927-28.    Based 'upon  the  relation- 
ship of  the  December  and  June  census  numbers  to  marketings,  there  appears  to 
be  no  reason 'to  materially  change  his  previous  slaughter  estimate,  Mr.  Christy 
states.    For  the  first  time,  it  has  been  possible  to  make  some  statistical 
use  of , the  June  census  and  the  results  corroborate  those  obtained  through  use 
of  the  December  census  alone.    Marketings  during  the  first  5  months  of  this 
year  are  15  per  cent  greater  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year  and 
inspected  slaughter  for  the  first  quarter  of  1931  exceeds  the  slaughtering 
for  the  first  quarter  of  1930  by  20  per  cent.     Inspected  slaughter,  therefore, 
is  still  expected  to  exceed  20  million  head. 

Results  of  the  recently  published  June  1  hog  census  emphasize  the 
prospects  for  a  further  decline  in  the  demand  for  American  pork  products,  Mr. 
Christy  reports.    A  decline  in  hog  numbers  is  not  expected  to  occur  before 
the  latter  part'  of  this  year.    Marketings  of  hogs  are  expected  to  continue 
on  a  high  level  with  the  peak  of  the  movement  occurring  during  the  coming 
winter,  but  even  next  spring's  marketings  are  expected  to  be  somewhat  above 
the  corresponding  period  of  1931. 

Hogs  numbered  22,528,000  on  June  1,  1931,  an  increase  of  14  per  cent  over 
the  estimate  for  Juno  1950.     The  increase  over  the  same  time  of  the  preceding 
year,  however,  was  not  so  large  as  was  reported  for  March  1,  1931  when  the 
increase  over  the  same  date  of  1930 'was  17  per  cent.    A  29  per  cent  decrease 
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in  the  humber  of  "brood  sows  of  6  months  to  1  year  indicates  a  pronounced 
tendency  toward  reduced    breeding  operations.     This  reduction  however,  will 
probably .not  affect  total  supplies  until  next  spring  or  summer.     The  number 
of  sows  of  1  year  and  over  was  approximately  the  same  as  in  June  1930. 
A  reduction  of  2.6  per  cent  in  total  sows  in  farrow  would  seem  to  be  signi- 
ficant but  Mr.  Christy  states  that  owing  to  frequent  misunder standing  of 
the  question  as  contained  in  the  census  schedule  these  figures  are  not  as 
reliable  as  other  parts  of  the  census.    Oh  March  1,  1931  an  increase  of  8 
per  cent  was  shown  in  these  figures  over  the  same  date  a  year  earlier. 
Probably  of  most  importance,  is  the  decline  in  breeding  sows  6  months  to  1 
year  of  age,  which  is  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  numbers 
of  such  sows  in  farrow.    While  these  declines  are  practically  offset  by 
increases  in  the  number  of  older  breeding  sows,  the  fact  remains  that  we  may 
look  for  some  decline  in  farrowings  this  fall  and  a  gradual  reduction  in 
total  •numbers  during,  the  coming  year*  : 

Although  the  rate  of  increase  is  slowing  down,  German  hog  numbers 
continue  to  increase  substantially  and  are  now  reported  to  be  22,528,000  head, 
an  increase  of  13.8  per  cent  over  last  June,     Due  to  the  usual  seasonal  swing 
of  production,  the  peak  of  hog  numbers  is  not  expected  to  be  reached  until 
September.    With  another  census  available  at  that  time,  competent  authorities 
estimate  the  total  number  will  reach  25  million  head,  the  largest  in  history. 
The  increase  in  total  numbers  of  13.8  per  cent  on  June  1,  may  be  compared 
with  19.4  per  cent  on  September  1930;  17.1  per  cent  on  December  1930  and  16,8 
per  cent  on  March  1931,  each  being  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  correspond- 
ing month  a  year  previous. 

It  appears  probable  that  hog  marketings  will  continue  on  a  level  above 
last  year  for  some  months  yet.    Probably  the  nearest  counterpart  to  this  year 
is  1928.    As  can  be  seen  from  the  census  figures,  there  is  a  sizable  increase 
in  young  pigs  and  this  will  tend  to  swell  marketings  during  the  coming  fall 
and  winter.    Although  farmers  have  already  been  advised  by  the  German  council 
of  experts  not  to  decrease  their  present  numbers,  some  slackening  of  market- 
ings may  be  looked  for  in  the  spring  of  1932.    With  the  present  feed  hog 
ration,  this  advice  is  likely  to  be  ignored  by  many  breeders  as  present  opera- 
tions are  distinctly  unprofitable,  especially  for  those  who  feed  much  grain. 
Neither  prices  nor  purchasing  power  are  expected  to  show  any  decided  improve- 
ment for  some  time,  which  further  strengthens  the  probabilities  of  a  reduction 
in  numbers.

In  recommendations  made  recently  the  German  council  of  hog  experts  points 
out  that  no  reduction  in  numbers  is  necessary  because  the  tendency  has  been  to 
produce  a  lighter,  leaner  type  of  hog.     If  such. a  development  were  carried 
far  enough  it  might  offer  a  ray  of  hope  for  the  lard  producer  in  the  United 
States,  according  to  Mr.  Christy.    As  a  matter  of  fact,  during  the  first  5  months 
of  1931,  imports  of  lard  into  Germany  from  the  United  States  have  been  only 
6  per  cent  less  than  during  the  corresponding  months  last  year.     Total  imports 
of  lard,  however,  have  been  greater  than  last  year  so  that  imports  from  the 
United  States  make  up  a  smaller  proportion  of  the  total  than  in  past  years. 
During  the  past  10  years  imports  of  United  States  lard  have  constituted  86.1  per 
cent  of  all  imports.    For  the  first  5  months  of  1931,  however,  they  have  made 
up  only  74.9  per  cent  of  the  total  imports  compared  to  85.5  per  cent  for  the 
same  period  last  year. 

This  decrease  in  imports  of  American  lard  as  a  percentage  of  total 
imports  is  attributed  to  keener  competition  from  European  producing  countries, 
especially  Denmark.    With  the  consumers  purchasing  power  to  low,  the  demand 
for  lard  as  a  butter  substitute  is  naturally  increasing,  its  principal  competitor 
being  margarine.-    Denmark  has  taken  advantage  of  this  fact  and  is  producing 
a  lard  of  more  acceptable  flavor  than  the  American  product.     It  is  to  be  noted 
that  German  and  Danish  producers  flavor  their  lard  to  please  the  consumers' 
taste.    A  more  important  factor  is  the  lower  price  quoted  on  the  Danish  product.

Malta 


The  United  States  continues  to  be  the  main  source  of  foreign' lard 
supplies  in  Malta,  according  to  Vice  Consul,  C.  S.  Rice,  at  Valctte.'  During 
the  first  quarter  of  1931  the  United  States  furnished  77  per  cent'  of'  the  total 
imports  against  87  per  cent  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1930.    The  decrease 
was  caused  by  the  receipts  of  larger  Quantities  from  the  Netherlands.  Imports 
from  that  source  were  "75  per  cent  larger  in  the  1931  period  than  a  year  ago. 
Total  lard  imroorts  into  Malta  during  the  first  quarter  of  1931  reached 
612,224  pounds  of  which  471,383  pounds  came  from  the  United  States.    In  the 
1930  period  imports  totaled  494,139  pounds  of  which  430,902  pounds  were 
American. 

Australia 

Exports  of  hog  carcasses  from  Australia 'for  'the  period  July  1,  1930 
to  February  28,  1931,  totaled  81,346  against  14,047  in  the  corresponding- 
period  of  1929-30,  according  to  Consul  J.  C.  Hut son  at  Melbourne.    Of  the 
1930-31  total,  14,000  carcasses  came  from  the 'State  of  Victoria  against  • 
nearly  5,500  carcasses  in  1929-30.     In  Victoria  the  results  of  the  current 
season  have  been  regarded  as  favorable.    '  •  • 

A  feature  of  the  trade  wis  the  situation  of  practically  no  profits 
being  made  despite  the  favorable  conditions  oxisting  during  the  season.  . 
Those  in  the  industry  stated  that  they  arc  satisfied  since  such  exoorts  . 
have  prevented  the  domestic  market  from  the  over  supplied  and  that  local 
prices  have  been  high  as  a  consequence  of  the  record  export  trade. of.  the 
past  season.    The  favorable  exchange  rates  to  exporters,  lower  freight, 
rates  and  gLccreasod  handling  charges  have  enabled  shipments  to  be  made,  this 
season.    The  pork  has  been  of  good  quality  and  able  to  compete  witn  Danism 
products  on  the- English  markets.

S0MMAEY 

Hog  prices  in  the  United  States  declined  steadily  during  August. 
Canadian  prices  also  were  down  considerably.    In  Europe,  hog  prices,  as 
reflected  by  German  market  returns,  -'ere  seasonally  higher  during  August 
but  continued  at  relatively  low  levels.    Feed  prices  in  both  the  United 
States  end  Europe  were  lower  during  August. 

August  hog  slaughter  in  the  United  States  r rained  below  that  of 
last  year.    In  Europe,  however,  unusually  large  European  supplies  of  pork 
and  lard  reached  the  leading  foreign  markets  for  the  American  products. 
In  cured  pork,  Danish  products  dominated  the  British  market,  with  unusually 
large  supplies  coming  from  other  continental  sources.    British  cured  pork 
prices  weakened  further  during  August.     Continental  interest  in  -mcricm 
cured  pork  and  lard  diminished  further  during  the  month.    L  rd  prices  were 
weaker  in  both  British  and  continental  markets,  but  the  farmer  continues 
to  import  good  Quantities  of  American  lord. 

American  pork  exports  declined  further  during  July.  Practically 
all  buyers  took  reduced  volumes  of  cured  pork.    Lard  exports  also  ./ere 
lower,  with  the  exception  of  the  movement  to  Great  Britain.    The  export 
movement  of  American  pork  products  for  the  period  Octobir  -  July  1930-31 
were  smaller  than  for  any  similar  period  daring  the  post-war  years.

United  Stajcs  . 

After  a  sharp  advance  during  the  wci;  ended  August  1,  'hog  prices 
declined  steadily  during  the  rein  inder  of  the  month.    Prices  at  Chicago 
averaged  $5.98  during  August  as  compared  to  $6.33  in  July  and  $9.58  in 
August  1930.     The  August  average  was  the ;•  lowest.. for.  the  month  since  1907. 
The  price  of  light  weight  hogs  declined  more  than  the  price  of  heavy  weights, 
due  largely  to  the  lower  quality  of  the  light  weights  and  the  increasing 
proportion  of  such  hinds  in  the  market.,  supply.    Pricos  of  light  weight  hogs 
declined  29  cents  per  100  pounds  whereas,  prices  of  heavy  weight  hogs  ana 
medium  and  good  packing  sows  declined  only  about  12  cents  during. the  month. 
The  greater  docrease  in  the  prices  of  light  weight  hogs  resulted  in  a 
reduction  in  the  price  spread  between  light  weight  and  heavy  weight  nogs. 
Prices  of  180  to  200  pound  good  and  choice  hogs  during  the  week  ended 
September  5  averaged  65  cents  higher  than  the  price  of  heavy  hogs  weighing 
from  290  to  350  pounds,  in  contrast  to  the  average  margin  of  $1.64  during 
the  week  ended  August  8. 

Federally  inspected  slaughter  during  August  amounting  to  2,500,000 
head  was  9.6  per  cent  under  that  of  July  and  8.2  per  cent  under ^ that  of 
August  1930.    The  proportion  of  the  supplies , consisting  of  packing  sows 
declined  during  the  month  but  was  still  seasonally  largo.    The  average* 
weight  of  hogs  slaughtered  during  August  was  slightly  lower  than  in  July 
but  slightly  higher  than  in  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.    Reports  xrom 
Iowa  haying  points  indicate  that  pigs  of  the  spring  crop  a.ro  now  rcacnmg 
slaughter  weights  and  have  boon  moving  to  market  in  small  numbers  during 
recent  wo:ks. 

Corn  pricos  during  the  month  declined  relatively  more  than  nog ^ 
prices,    lfo.  3  Yellow  corn  at  Chicago  averaged  45.7  cents  por  bushel  in 
August  as  compared  with  57  cents  in  July  and  99  cents  in  August  1930. _  Tne 
August  hog- corn  ratio  was  13.1  as  compared  .?ith  11.1  in  July  and  9.7  m 
August  last  year  and  was  the  highest  ratio  based  on  the  Chicago  price 
quotations  since  April  1927.    Tho  decline  in  wheat  pricos  during  the  month 
was  net  so  grc-  t  as  the  reduction  in  corn  prices. 

Fresh  pork  prices  advanced  sharply  during  the  first  week  in  August 
after  declining  during  the  last  two  weeks  in  July.    This  advance,  amounting 
to  nearly  $3.00  per  100  pounds  on  8-10  pound  loins,  was  not  Bully  mam- 
tained  during  the  second  week  of  the  month,  but  a  further  advance  occurred 
during  tho  weok  ondod  August  22.    However,  prices  during  the  wec.c  ended. 
August  29  were  not  greatly  different  from  those  of  tho  first  weok  in 
August.    The  price  spread  between  light  and  heavy  loins  showed  a  inrtner 
increase  during  the  month.     8-10  pound  loins  at  Now  York  averaged  *j4^5 
in  August  as  conparod  to  $20.86  in  the  preceding  month  ana  $27.12  in  August 
last  year.    16-22  pound  loins  at  the  samo  market  averaged  $14.21  as  con- 
pared  to  $13.46  in  July  and  $17.91  in  August  1930.    Fncos  of  most  kinds  oi 
cured  pork  during  August  did  not  chango  much  from  those  of  July.  aixgai; 
advances  in  the  pricos  of  some  cuts  wore  made  during  the  first  woc.c  in 
August,  but  since  then  there  has  been  practically  no  chango.    1—1^  poai.a 
regular  smoked  hams  at  ITcw  York  averaged  $21.50  in  August,  as  against 
$20.38  in  July  and  ,£5.06  in  August  a  year  ago.    8-10  pound  No.  1  sweet 
pickle  euro  bacon  avoragod  $19.75  during  the  month  as  against  ipl.y.<ib  m 
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July  snd  $23.75  for  the  corresponding  month  of  1930.    After  a  sharp  decline 
in  July,  lard  prices  at  Chicago  were  more  stable  during  August,  averaging 
$8.32  per  100  pounds  as  compared  to  $8.65  in  July  and  $12.44  in  August  1930. 

Exports  of  pork  and  pork  products  during  July  continued  to  be  greatly 
reduced  from  the  level  of  a  year  ago.    Bacon  was  the  only  product  to  show  an 
increase  over  the  movement  in  June.     Total  bacon  exports  from  the  United 
States  amounting  to  2,520,000  pounds  were  20  per  cent  above  the  June  move- 
ment, but  were  less  than  one  "half  the  movement  in  July  1930.    The  increase 
during  the  month  was  the  result  of  larger  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom. 
The  movement  to  this  country  in  July  was  46  per  cent  above  that  of  June, 
but  was  46  per  cent  under  that  of  the  same  month  a  year  ago.    Bacon  exports 
to  both  Germany  and  Cuba  in  July  were  reduced  from  those  of  June. 

July  exports  of  ham  and  shoulders  from  the  United  States  of 
9,071,000  pounds  were  7  per  cent  under  the  June  exports  and  34  per  cent 
below  the  movement  of  July  last  year.    Both  the  United  Kingdom  aid  Cuba 
decreased  their  takings  of  these  products  during  July.    The  July  movement 
to  Canada  showed  a  marked  increase  over  that  of  June,  but  was  still  far 
below  the  Canadian  takings  of  a  year  ago. 

Lard  exports  from  the  United  States  in  addition  to  being  on  a 
level  much  lower  than  last  year  declined  seasonally  during  July.    The  July 
movement  of  33,824,000  pounds  was  10  per  cent  under  the  June  exports  and 
35  per  cent  below  those  of  the  corresponding  month  of  1930.     However,  the 
July  takings  of  the    United  Kingdom,  the  most  important  lard  importing 
country,  were  6  per  cent  above  June  and  1  per  cent  larger  than  the  movement 
in  July  1930.    The  other  principal  importing  countries  showed  reductions  m 
the  movement  of  lard  from  the  United  States  in  July  as  compared  with  that  of 
the  preceding  month  as  well  as  with  that  of  July  1930.     Tailings  by  Germany 
in  July  were  reduced  35  per  cent  from  those  in  June  and  were  less  than  one- 
third  of  the  exports  in  July  last  year. 

Storage  stocks  of  pork  were  reduced  materially  during  August,  but 
because  of  the  reduction  in  exports  and  the  lack  of  improvement  in  domestic 
consumption,  these  stocks  remain  relatively  large  in  view  of  the  continued 
reduction  in  slaughter.     Stocks  of  pork  on  September  1.   amounting  to 
594,000,000  pounds  were  17  per  cent  smaller  than  those  of  August  1  and  11 
per  cent  smaller  than  the  5-year  September  1  average,  but  they  were  8  per 
cent  greater   ,han  those  on  September  1,  1930.    Lard  stocks  decreased  _ 
26,000,000  pounds  or  21  per  cent  during  August.    The  holdings  on  September 
1  of  96,000,000  pounds  were  8  per  cent  larger  than  at  the  corresponding  date 
a  year  earlier,  but  they  were  37  per  cent  smaller  than  the  5-year  September 
1  average. 

Canada 

The  Canadian  hog  market  was  rather  unsettled  during  the  last  week  of 
August,  with  some  tendency  toward  improvement,  according  to  the  Canadian 
Government  Market  Regort.     The  average  price  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  was 
only  $6.65  per  hundred  pounds  tne  last  week  of  the  month  compared  with 
$3.25  for  the  week  ended  August  6,  and  an  average  of  $9.03  for  the  month 
of  July.    There  has  been  a  downward  trend  since  the  week  of  July  16  when 
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tlie  average  weekly  price  was  $9.64,  but  the  1,  st  two  weeks  of  August  showed 
a  sharp  reduction  as  compared  with  the  first  week. 

The  number  of  hogs  graded;  was.  over  -  40,000  head  during  each  week  of 
August,     During  the  34  weeks  ended  August  27,  1,542,000  hogs  were-  graded  in 
stock  yards  and  packing  plants  of  all  Canada,-  a  decrease  of  1  per  cent 
compared  with  the  seme  period  of  1-930.  .Inspected  slaughter  for  33  weeks 
ended  August  20  of  1,230,000  was  approximately  the  same  as  the  1,238,000 
head  slaughtered  during  the  corresponding  period  last. year. 

United  Kingdom 

The  seasonally  stronger  tone  in  British  cured  pork  markets  during 
August  held  the  Liverpool  average  for  American  green  bellies  steady  at 
$13.25  per  100  pounds,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural 
Attache  Foley  at  London.     That  price,  however.,  was  the  lowest  of  any 
August  in  the  post-war  period.    Danish  Wiltshire  .sides  made  a  seasonal 
advance  over  July  levels  to  reach  $16.62,  a  point  about  equal  to  the  pre- 
war average  for  August.     The  slight  advance  noted  in  prices  of  American 
short  cut  green  hams  brought  that  item's  August  average  to  $18.47,  a  new 
iB^TOt  the  post-war  year?, but  still  above  the  pre-war  average.  American 
bellies  is  the  only  one  of  the  above  items  for  which  August  prices  did  not 
exceed  July  averages.    Liverpool  cured  pork  stocks  on  September  1  were 
seasonally  lower  at  3,711,000  pounds  against  4,963,000  pounds  a  year  ago. 

Total  bacon  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  in  July  amounting  to 
105, 607 ,"000  pounds,  were  under  that  of  either  May  or  June,  but  were  the 
largest  on  record  for  July,  and  brought  the  season's  total  since  last 
October:  1  to  more  than  1,000,000,000  pounds.     The  1927-28  season  was  the 
former  record  year,  with  a  total  for  12  months  ended  September  30  of  over 
997,000,000  pounds. 

The  July  receipts  of  bacon  from  Denmark,  at  68,704,000  pounds,  were 
next  to  the  record  implrts  of  last  December.     Increases  also  were  noted  in 
the  small  receipts  from  the  United  States  and  Irish  Free  State.  Imports 
from  continental  sources  other  than  Denmark  were  smaller  than  in  June,  but 
still  considerably  larger  than  last  year.    Ham  imports  for  July  at 
11,165,000  pounds-,  were  the  largest  since  August  1930- bu^  represented  the 
smallest  July  receipts  of  that  item  since  1927.    The  American  product 
continues  to  account  for  the  most  of  the  ham  imported  into  the  United 
Kingdom,  but  a  larger  proportion  of  the  total  is  now  coming  from  Continental 
Europe.    Ham  imports  for  the  season  to  July  31  were  19.5  per  cent  below 
corresponding  figures  for  last  season. 

In  lard,  the  general  weakness  of  European  markets  during  August 
brought  the  Liverpool  average  down  to  $8.30  per  100  pounds.     The  current 
average  is  unusually  low  and  is  $3.81  below  a  year  ago  and  $3.30  under  the 
pre-war  average  for  August.     September  1  stocks  of  la.rd  at  Liverpool 
totaled  5,761,000  pounds  against  3,158,000  pounds  a  year  ago.     Total  lard 
imports  in  July  were  unusually  heavy  at  28,538,000  pounds,  but  were 
smaller  than  the  July  1930  imports.    The  United  States  continues  to  supply 
the  greater  part  of  the  lard  entering  British  ports.     The  season's  total 
imports  to  July  31  were  9  per  cent  ahead  of  last  season's  corresponding  •  ■ 
total. 
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Seasonal  larger  supplies  of  British  and  brisk  fresh  pork  at  London 
Central  Markets  brought  the  August  returns  up  to  4,271,000  pounds  against 
2,690,000  pounds  last  year.     There  has  been  some  advance  in  British  hog 
numbers  over  a' year  ago.     In  Ireland,  105,000  head  of  hogs  were  killed 
during  August  for  Irish  curing  establishments  against  108,000  a  year  ago. 
Killings  this  season,  however,  have  run  generally  larger  than  last  season.

Denmark  and  Netherlands 

Bacon  exports  from  Denmark  for  July  totaled  68,856,000  pounds, 
according  to  preliminary  figures.     The  July  exports  were  the  heaviest  since 
those  of  last  January  and  were  the  largest  of  any  July  on  record.  Danish 
bacon  eirports  for  the  season  to  July  31  were  11.6  per  cent  ahead  of  exports 
for  the  whole  season  1927-28  and  were  34.4  per  cent  above  the  exports  for 
the  period  October  -  July  1929-30.    Sec  table  on  next  page  for  hog  numbers 
in  Denmark  as  of  July  15,  1931.     In  the  Netherlands,  production  of  cured 
pork  for  export  continues  well  above  that  of  last  year.    Figures  for  July 
on  British  imports  of  Netherlands  bacon  show  receipts  totaling  12,121,000 
pounds,  one  of  the  highest  monthly  figures  on  record.    For  the  months 
October  -  July  1930-31,  British  imports  of  Netherland  bacon  were  32.4  per 
cent  alcove  those  of  the  corresponding  1929-30  period.    Figures  for  the 
current  season,  however,  are  still  slightly  under  those  of  the  1928-29 
season.

The  recent  upward  movement  in  German  hog  prices  brought  the  Berlin 
average  for  heavy  hogs  in  August  up  to  $11.63  per  100  pounds,  the  highest 
since  January  1931,  but  still  en  unusually  low  average  for  August.  A 
seasonal  upward  tendency  in  Gormen  hog  prices  has  been  in  evidence  since 
last  May.    The  July  average  was  $9.34.    A  sharp  drop  in  barley  prices  during 
July  tended  to  retard  the  less  favorable  feeding  conditions  developing  in 
recent  months.     The  July  hog  slaughter  returns  for  36  points,  totaling 
401,000  head,  were  the  smallest  for  any  month  since  Inst  January,  but  were 
11  per  cent  above  the  July  1930  killings.     Slaughter  for  the  season  to  July 
31  was  15  per  cent  larger  than  last  season  but  not  as  large  as  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  the  1927-28  season.    Receipts  at  14  markets  during 
the  4  full  weeks  of  August  indicated  that  August  slaughter  was  slightly 
larger  then  that  of  July. 

Lard  prices  at  Hamburg  during  August  averaged  only  slightly  over 
$10.00  per  100  pounds,  Mr.  Steere  reports.     That  unusually  low  price  was  21.5 
per  cent  under  last  year's  level  for  August  and  48.2  per  cent  below  the  pre- 
war average  for  that  month.    Preliminary  returns  for  July  from  Mr.  Steere 
place  total  lard  imports  for  the  month  at  only  5,516,000  pounds,  the  lowest 
since  November  1925.    Lard  imports  have  been  declining  since  last  April. 
Total  lard  imports  for  the  season  to  July  51  were  running  about  18  per  cent 
below  the  corresponding  1929-50  figures.     Total  bacon  imports  wore  maintained 
at  about  the  levels  of  recent  months  and  were  larger  in. an  last  year.

The  & financial  crisis  effected  adversely  the  German  import 
trade  in  pork  products  in  coramon'with  all  importing  transactions  during 
July.    The  July  financial  situation  also  resulted  in  considerable  diffi- 
culty in  arranging  contracts  for  future  delivery.    The  heavy  slaughter 
of  hogs  in  Denmark  continues  to  provide  unusually  large  quantities  of  Da 
pork  products  for  sale  in  Germany.

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Hog  prices  declined  further  during  September  in  both  the  United  States 
and  Europe.    There  was  also  a  weaker  price  tendency  in  fee&stuffs  in  both 
producing  arcan.     In  Europe,  unusually  heavy  pork  production  continues,  with 
Germany  reporting  a  record  number  of  hogs  on  farms  as  of  September  1.  Aft^r 
decreasing  for  several  months,  slaughter  in  the  United  States  during 
September  showed  an  increase  over  the  preceding  month  and  over  the  correspond- 
ing  month  in  1930. 

Conditions  in  the  leading  European  markets  for  American  pork  products 
were  obscured  somewhat  by  exchange  conditions  resulting  from  the  British 
departure  from  the  gold  standard.     Toward  the  end  of  September  prices  in 
British  and  German  local  currencies  had  a  tendency  to  rise.    For  the  month 
as  a  whole,  however,  there  was  a  general  easier  tone  in  the  British  cured 
pork  market  as  supplies  continued  unusually  heavy.    The  volume  of  United 
States  cured  pork  exports  has  been  reduced  further,  with  the  movement  of 
bacon  for  the  season  having  lost  relatively  more  ground  than  the  exports  of 
hams.     Both  European  and  domestic  lard  prices  during  September  were  slightly 
higher  than  in  August,  but  continued,  substantially  below  last  year1 s  levels. 
The  United  Kingdom  continued  to  import  large  voluaes  of  American  lard 
monthly,  but  continental  countries  took  unusually  small  quantities. 
Despite  the  larger  movement  to  Croat  Britain,  total  United  States  exports  of 
lard  continued  at  a  level  much  under  that  of  8  year  ago.

United  States 

The  decline  in  hog  prices  which  began  in  early  August  continued  with 
little  interruption  through  September.     The  average  price  of  hogs  in  Septem- 
ber at  Chicago  was  $5.41  as  compared  with  $5.28  in  August  and  $9.76  in 
September  last  year.    Relatively  greater  declines  in  the  prices  of  light 
weight  hogs  during  the  month  resulted  in  a  material  reduction  in  the  spread 
between  the  prices  of  light  weight  and  heavy  weight  hogs.    The  price  of  180- 
200  pound  good  and  choice  hogs  in  September  averaged  about  45  cents  higher 
than  the  price  of  heavy  hogs  weighing  290-350  pounds,  as  against  the  average 
margin  of  $1.35  in  August.    The  substantial  increase  in  the  proportion  of  the 
market  supplies  weighing  under  200  pounds  has  boon  largely  responsible  for 
the  greater  decline  in  the  price  of  light  weight  hogs. 

Federally  inspected  slaughter  during  September,  amounting  to 
2,955,000  head,  was  18.2  per  cent  greater  than  that  of  August  and  was  also 
6.6  per  cent  higher  than  that  of  September  1930.     For  the  first  time  since 
April,   slaughter  for  the  month  exceeded  that  of  the  corresponding  month  a 
year  earlier.    The  average  weight  of  hogs  slaughtered  during  September  de- 
creased seasonally  with  the  declining  proportion  of  packing  sows  and  the 
increasing  proportion  of  spring  pigs  in  the'  supplies.    Most  of  this  decrease 
in  average  weight  occurred  during  the  last  half  of  the  month. 

The  total  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  under  Federal  inspection  during 
the  marketing  year  ended  September  30,  1931  was  43,558,000  head,  a  decrease 
of  1,285,000  head  or  4.4  per  cent  from  the  slaughter  of  the  year  1922-30. 
However,  due  to  an  increase  in  the  average  live  weight  of  hogs  slaughtered, 
the  reduction  in  total  pork  produced  was  not  as  great  as  indicated  by  the 
decrease  in  numbers  slaughtered. 

Hog-feed  price  relationships  did  not  change  materially  during  Sep- 
t  cmb  c  r .     i  ii  c  decline  in  hog  prices  was  about  offset  by  a  further  decline  in 
corn  prices.     The  price -of  Ho.  3  Yellow  corn  at  Chicago  averaged  41.8  cents 
per  bushel  in  September  as  compared  with  45.7  cents  in  August  and  94  cents 
in  September  last  year.     The  hog-corn  ratio  for  the  month  was  12. r',  about  the 
same  as  the  August  ratio  of  13.1,  but  was  well  above  the  ratio  of  10.4  for 
September  last  year. 

The  unusually  warm  weather  which  prevailed  during  the  first  3  weeks 
of  September  along  with  larger  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  resulted  in  declines 
in  the  prices  of  nearly  all  pork  cuts.     Prices  of  most  kinds  of  fresh  pork 
declined  until  the  last  week  of  the  month,  when  there  was  some  recovery. 
Hollowing  the  trend  in  the  prices  of  the  different  classes  of  live  hogs, 
there  was  .a  marked  reduction  in  the  spread  between  the  prices  of  light  and 
heavy  loins.    The  average  price  of  8-10  pound  loins  at  Hew  York  during 
September  was  $19.72  as  compared  with  $24.35  in  August  and  527.23  in 
September  last  year.     The  price  of  16-22  pound  loins  at  the  same  market 
averaged  $14.67  for  the  month,  while  in  August  it  was  $14.21  and  in  Septem- 
ber 1930,  $18.22.    Cured  pork  prices  declined  only  slightly  in  September. 
12-14  pound  regular  smoked  hams  at  Hew  York  averaged  $20.99  during  September 
as  against  $21.50  in  August  and  $25.75  during  the  corresponding  month  of 
1230.    8-10.  pound  Ho.l.v  owcot  pickle  curoibacon  averaged  $18.42  during  the 
month  as  compared  to  $19.75  in  the  preceding  month  and  $24.25  in  September 
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a  year  ago.     The  price  of  lard  at  Chicago  advanced  during  the  week  ended 
September  12  from  $8.25  per  100  pounds  to  $9.25  and  has  remained  near  that  level 
since  that  time.     The  average  price  for  the  month  was  $9.00  as  compared 
with  $8.32  in  August  and  $14.25  in  September  1930. 

Total  exports  of  pork  products  in  August  remained  much  below  the  lev- 
el of  last  year,  but  there  was  only  a  slight  decrease  from  the  movement  in 
July.    Bacon  exports  from  the  United  States  of  3,272,000  pounds  were  29  per 
cent  larger  than  those  of  July,  but  were  less  than  half  the  August  exports 
of  bacon  in  1930.     Both  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  increased  their  tak- 
ings of  bacon  in  August,  while  Cuba  took  slightly  less  than  in  July. 

Practically  all  of  the  decrease  in  the  total  exports  of  pork  products 
from  the  United  States  during  August  was  in  hams  and  shoulders.     The  August 
movement  of  6,623,000  pounds  was  27  per  cent  under  that  of  July  and  39  per 
cent  below  that  of  August  last  year.     Exports  to  Cuba  were  above  both  the 
preceding  month  and  the  corresponding  month  a  year  earlier.     However,  tak- 
ings of  the  United  Kingdom,  the  principal  importing  country  for  these  pro- 
ducts, were  reduced  30  per  cent  from  July  and  were  39  per  cent  below  August 
1930. 

Total  lard  exports  from  the  United  States  in  August,  amounting  to 
34,510,000  pounds  were  2  per  cent  larger  than  the  July  exports,  but  were  30 
per  cent  below  the  movement  in  August  a  year  ago*     The  reduction  in  lard 
exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  during  August  of  about  4,000,000  pounds  was  off- 
set by  the  increase  of  a  similar  amount  in  movement  to  Germany.  Despite  this 
reduction  in  the  lard  movement  to  the  United  Kingdom  from  July,  August  lard 
exports  to  that  country  were  15  per  cent  greater  than  those  of  August  last 
year. 

Storage  stocks  of  pork  were  reduced  materially  in  August,  but  because 
of  the  reduction  in  exports  and  the  lack  of  improvement  in  domestic  consump- 
tion these  stocks  remain  relatively  large  as  compared  with  the  decreased  hog 
slaughter.    Stocks  of  pork  on  September  1  amounting  to  594,000,000  pounds, 
were  17  per  cent  smaller  than  those  of  August  1  and  11  per  cent  smaller  than 
the  5-year  September  1  average,  but  they  were  8  per  cent  greater  than  those 
on  September  1,  1930.    Lard  stocks  decreased  26,000,000  pounds  or  21  per 
cent  during  August.     The  holdings  on  September  1  of  96,000,000  pounds  were 
8  per  cent  larger  than  at  the  corresponding  date  a  year  earlier,  but  they 
were  37  per  cent  smaller  than  the  5-year  September  1  average. 

Canada 

Prices  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  continued  the  downward  trend  noticed 
since  the  last  half  of  July..    The  .average  price  for  the  week  ended  September 
24  was  $5.59  per  100  pounds,-  compared  with  $6.24  for  the  preceding  week.  Ho 
gains  have  been  made  since  the  sharp  decline  during  the  latter  part  of  August. 
For  the  four  weeks  ended  September  24,  the  weekly  average  price  was  $6.17 
compared  with  $7.29  for  August  and  an  average  of  $9.07  for  July.    Last  year 
prices  were  much  higher  averaging  $12.21  for  September,  $12.05  for  August 
and  $12.22  for  July. 
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During  the  last  two  month's  a  considerably  larger  number1  "of  hogs  have 
been  graded  at  stockyards  and  packing-plants  than  during  the  same  months 
of  1930,  and  sales  -at  stockyards  also  have  shown  on  increo.se  during  the 
same  period  over  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier. 

Gradings  for  the  year  1931  up  to  September  24,  now  show  an  increase 
of  3  per  cent  over  last  year  for  the  same,  period,  having  reached  1,175,000. 
During  the  earlier  port  of  -the  year  gradings  had  shown  a  deficit  compared 
with  1930.     Sales  at  stockyards -up  to  September  24  also -show  an  increase 
of  about  57,000  over  the  same  period  last  year*.'    The  number,  of  hogs  slaughtered 
under  inspection  for  37  weeks  ended  September  19  was  1,396,000.    For  the 
first  nine  months  of  1930  the  number  slaughtered  was  1,428,000. 

United  Kingdom 

The' -easier  tone  of  the  British  bacon  market  brought  the  Liverpool 
average  for  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  down  to  $14.64  per  100  pounds  for  the  . 
first  three  weeks  of  September,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural 
Attache  Foley  at  London.     That  figure  was  nearly  $2.00  under  the  August 
average  aid  about  $5.00  under  the  average  for  September,  1930.     During, the 
same  three  weeks  ox  September,  American  green  bellies  averaged  only  $12.64,  a 
new  post-war  low  point  for  that  line.     The  current  figure  was  nearly  $7.50 
under  the  average  of  September  a  year  ago.     American  short  cut  green  horns 
maintained  the  higher  values  of  the  past  three  months  end  averaged  $18.68 
for  the  September  period.     That  level,  however,  was  about  $2.45  "below  the 
September  1930  average. 

Total  bacon  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  August  reached 
106,567,000  pounds,  a  figure  in  keeping  with  the  volumes  received  monthly 
since  last  May.     Total  receipts  for  eleven  months  of  the  current  season  stand 
at  1,112,550,000  pounds,  which  is  much  larger  than  imports  for  any  full 
year  on  record.     The  season's  total  to  August  31  was  26.6  per  cent  larger 
thai  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the  1929-30  season.    August  receipts  - 
from  Denmark  continued  in  record  volume  at  68,094,000  pounds,  placing  the 
1930-31  total  to  August  31,  33.1  per  cent  above  last  season's  corresponding 
total.    Continental  countries  other  then  Denmark  provided  the  large  August 
imports  of  33,287,000  pounds,  putting  the  season's  total  from  those  sources 
to  August  31,  50.3  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year.    Bapon  imports  from  the 
United  States  continued  in  very  moderate  volume.    August  ham  imports,  most 
of  which  come  from  the  United  State's,  were  smaller  than  in  either  the  pre- 
ceding month  or  in  the  same  month  a  ye or  ago. 

The  firmer  Liverpool  lard  market  which  developed  in  September  resulted 
in  American  prime  steom  western  lard  averaging  up  to  $9.57  per  100  pounds 
for  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  month.     That  figure  approaches  the  levels 
prevailing  last  June,  but  is  a  decline  of  $3.60.  from  the  September  1930 
average.    Lard  imports  for  August,  totaling  about  25,000,000  pounds,  were 
smaller  than  in  the  preceding  month,  .but' were  considerably  larger  than 
last  year,  as  have  been  the  lard  imports  for  most  months  of  the  current  season 
Most  of  the  lard  entering  British  markets  cones  from  the  United  Sto.tes. 
The  totol  for  the  current  season  from  -all  sources  to  August  31  was, 9. 8  per 
cent  larger  than  last  year. 
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Mr.  H.  E.  Reed,  Meat  and  Wool  Specialist  in  London  for  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service,  has  submitted  some  observations  on  the  cured  pork 
trade  in  London,  particularly  with  respect  to  cuts  and  terminology.  We 
quote  from  a  recent  letter: 

"Wholesalers  buy  the  cured  bacon  from  the  importers  and 
smolce  it  before  selling  to  the  retailers.     Some  is  sold  in  the 
whole  side,  but  the  wholesaler  will  cut  it  into  the  wholesale 
cuts  indicated  in  Figure  1  (page  7).     The  price  of  any  partic- 
ular cut  may  to  some  extent  govern  the  way  the  cut  is  made  and 
which  cuts  are  slighted  in  favor  of  others.     The  cuts  shown 
in  Figure  1  are  self-explanatory,  but  when  that  part  of  the 
fore-end  known  as  the  collar  (See  fig.  2)  is  included  with  the 
part  called  back  bacon,  the  wholesale  cut  is  called  the  long 
back. 

"The  method  of  cutting  up  a  Wiltshire  side  in  the  retail 
shops  about  London  may  vary  somewhat  with  the  trade  of  any 
particular  shop.    However,  the  most  common  method  employed  in 
this  vicinity  is  as  illustrated  in  the  attached  Figure  2.  A 
cutter  will  in  all  cases  cut  the  side  in  any  way  his  customer 
desires.    A  different  method  of  cutting  is  employed  in  northern 
England. 

"The  fore- end  is  cut  off  from  the  side  by  cutting  through 
the  second  end  third  ribs.    The  upper  part,  known  as  the  collar, 
is  sliced  into  rashers  or  sold  whole  for  boiling  or  use  accord- 
ing to  taste.     (The  shoulder  blade  has  of  course  been  removed 
before  curing.) 

"The  lower  part  of  the  fore- end,  called  the  hock  or  fore- 
hock  is  most  generally  sold  in  one  piece  for  boiling  purposes. 

"The  ham  or  gammon  is  cut  off  in  front  of  the  bone.  The 
whole  piece  may  be  sold  this  way,  but  frequently  the  upper 
part,  known  as  the  c o rn e r  gamno n  is  cut  off  raid  sola  as  one 
piece.     Should  the  trade  desire  the  ham  may  be  cut  off  a  few 
inches  forward,  in  which  case  the  upper  part  is  then  longer 
and  may  be  cut  into  rashers.    The  lower  part,  the  gammon  hock 
is  almost  always  sold  as  one  piece.     Some  shops  cut  the  ham 
into  the  corner  gammon,  the  middle  gammon  and  the  gammon  back. 

"There  seems  to  be  more  uniformity  about  the  cutting  of 
the  middle  than  there  is  of  the  ends.     The  middle  is  split 
lengthwise,  mating  back  bacon  and  streaky  bacon.  Since  the 
back  bacon  is  the  must  valuable  there  is  quite  a  tendency  to 
cut  all  possible  into  the  back.     The  ribs  are  boned  out,  one 
at  a  time,  and  the  bacon  sliced,  generally  by  a  slicing  machine 
such  as  is  used  in  the  United  States.     Some  shops  weigh    the  ribs 
to  the  customer  with  the  bacon;  others  discard  them  and  charge 
accordingly.    Sometimes  the  loin  part  of  the  back  bacon,  called 
the  long  loin,  is  cut  off  raid  sold  in  one  piece,  or  sliced. 
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The  fact  that  the  loin  cut  contains  part  of  the  pelvic  tones, 
which  in  known  in  the  trade  here  as  the  oyster  "bone,  makes  it 
difficult  to  slice  the  rear  part  of  this  cut.    Even  when  the 
"bone  is  removed  rashers  are  not  as  attractive  as  the  rasners 
frora  the  forward  portion  of  the  cut.     The  belly  or  streak  is 
sliced.     This  may  "be  divided  into  the  .streak  and  flank  as  in- 
dicated in  Figure  2,  or  into  the  thick  streak,  thin  streak  and 
flank. 

"The  most  uniform  thing  about  the  method  of  catting  em- 
ployed in  and  around  London  is  that  the  side  is  cut  to  suit 
the  customer's  desires.     There  is  little  or  no  triiiiaiiig  of 
cuts.     The  only  reason  I  have  heard  given  for  trimming  is 
to  remove  portions  spoiled  by  weather  or  flies.    Even  with 
the  mild  cure  employed  on  Wiltshires,  cared  bacon  is  seldom 
put  in  the  "cold  room"  except  on  the  very. warmest  days.  One 
firm  advises  that  the  changing  of  temperatures  from  the  retail 
room  to  the  cold  room  is  detrimental  to  the  keeping  qualities". 

Denmark  and  Netherlands 

Preliminary  figures  on  August  bacon  exports  from  Denmark  place  the  tota 
at  66,556,000  pounds.     The  August,  total  was  under  that  of  July  but  compares 
favorably  with  exports  of  other  recent  months  and  with  those  of  August  1930. 
Total  bacon  exports  for  the  1950-31  season  to  August  31  were  33.2  per  cent 
larger  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1929-30.    The  current  eleven 
months  total  is  larger  then  for  any  complete  year  on  record.     The  bacon 
movement  from  the  Netherlands  continues  in  unusually  large  volume,  as  reflect- 
ed by  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  the  chief  buyer.    Netherlands  remains 
the  leading  continental  source  of  British  bacon  imports  other  than  Denmark. 
The  August  figure  for  imports  from  Netherlands  reached  .12,493,000  pounds, 
the  second  largest  for  any  month  of  the  current  season  and  the  second  largest 
August  figure  on  record  for  that  .item.

Hog  numbers  in  Germany  on  September  1,  1931,  were  officially  estimat- 
ed at  25,348,000,  an  increase  of  8  per  cent  over  the  numbers  on  the  same 
date  in  1930  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere 
at  Berlin,     In  September  1S30,  the  increase  over  the  preceding  year  was 
19  per  cent.     The  total  number  of  hogs  in  Germany  now  exceeds  any  previous 
record  for  the  same  time  of  year  or  for  any  time  of  year  within  the  same 
territorial  boundaries.     The  number  within  pre-war  boundaries  reached 
25,657,000  on  December  1,  1913  arid  25,341,000  on  the  same  date  of  1914. 

It  was  expected  by  German  experts  that  the  peak  of  the  present  hog 
production  cycle  would  be  reached  by  September,  and  a  reduction  of  10  per 
cent  in  the  total  number  of  sows  in  farrow  on  September  1,  1931,  seems 
to  bear  out  that  expectation.     There  was  a  sharp  reduction  of  38  per  cent 
in  younger  sows  in  farrow  while  those  over  1  year  showed  en  increase  of 
5  per  cent.    Farrows  under  8  weeks  and  those  of  8  weelcs  to  6  months  in- 
creased 4  per  cent  and  12  per  cent  respectively  over  the  same  date  a  year 
earlier,  while  hogs  over  6  months,  excluding  breeding  animals  increased 
11  per  cent.

The  slightly  weaker  tone  of  the  Berlin  hog  market  in  September  resulted 
in  an  average  price  for  heavy  hogs  of  $11.45  per  100  pounds  for  the  first 
three  weeks  of  the  month,  Mr.  Steere  reports.     That  figure  retained  the 
somewhat  higher  seasonal  level  of  recent  weeks,  but  was  about  $1.60  under  tne 
September  1930  average.     The  August  average  of  $11.63  represented  a  sub- 
stantial seasonal  increase  over  the  July  price  level.     The  hog-feed  price 
relationship  was  improved  in  Augast  by  the  advance  of  hog  prices  and 
practically  no  change  in  the  price  of  feed  barley.    A  sharp  decline  in  feed 
potato  prices  was  registered  in  August. 
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Hog  receipts  at  14  markets  In  September  are  shown  by  preliminary 
figures  to  have  "beer,  of  about  the  same  volume  as  the  August  receipts  of 
242,000  head,     -he  August  receipts  were  the  smallest  for  any  month  since 
November  1S26.    Total  receipts  for  the  season  to  August  31,  however, 
were  9.5  per  cent  larger  than  a  year  ago.    August  slaughter  of  399,000 
head  el  so  was  low  for  the  current  season.     Total  slaughter  so  far  this 
season  has  not  yet  reached  the  level  gained  in  1927-28,  but  up  to  August 
31,  the  current  season's  total  was  15.1  per  cent  larger  than  at  the  sane 
time  last  season.    Despite  the  larger  domestic  production,  German  imports 
of  bacon  continue  larger  than  last  year,  the  imports  coming  principally 
from  Netherlands  and  Denmark.     Lard  imports  for  both  July  and  August, 
however,  v/ere  less  than  half  the  size  of  last  year's  corresponding  items. 
The  August  figure,  totaling  little  more  than.  5,000,000  pounds ,  is  one  of 
the  smallest  monthly  imports  of  lard  in  the  post-war  period.     Takings  from 
the  Unitcd  States  hove  not  only  been  seriously  reduced,  as  compared  to 
last  year,  but  there  is  a  persistent  tendency  to  import  increasing  quantities 
from  Denmark,     Seasonal  strengthening  of  the  Hamburg  lard  market  in 
September  brought  the  average  price  up  to  $10,23  per  100  pounds  for  the 
first  three  wedes  of  the  month.     That  figure  was  more  than  $3.50  lower  than 
last  year's  September  average. 

Irish  grog  State 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  establish-  more  firmly  the  Irish  Free  State 
trade  in  fresh  pork,  according  to  Vice  Consul  IB.  J.  King  at  Dublin.  The 
bulk  of  the  Irish  pork  exports  arc  sent  to  English  and  Scottish  markets 
during  the  months  September  to  April.     The  heaviest  shipments  occur  in  the 
summer  with  the  bulk  of  the  supplies  coming  from  the  southwestern  counties 
of  the  Irish  Pret.  State.     The  business  has  had  a  tendency  to  expand  since 
1926  when  the  British  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  placed  a  quar- 
antine upon  the:  importing  of  ail  fresh  meat  from  the  Continent  of  Europe, 
Irish  producers  are  giving  increasing  attention  to  3ritish  market  require- 
ments in  the  matter  of  Weight  of  carcass,  condition,  slaughter,  and  packing 
methods.

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WORLD  HOG  AND  PORK  PROSPECTS 


QUARTERLY  SUMARY 


Hog  prices  in  the  United  States  and  Europe  continued  during  most  of 
October  near  the  low  levels  of  late  September,  but  during  the  last  week  in 
October  and  the  first  week  in  November,  prices  in  the  United  States  declined 
sharply. 

The  smaller  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  in  the  United  States  during  the 
marketing  year  1930-31  contrasted  with  the  increased  slaughterings  in  Europe. 
Total  exports  of  all  hog  products  from  the  United  States  were  the  smallest 
for  more  than  30  years.     The  decrease  from  last  year  amounted  to  44  per  cent 
in  the  exports  of  pork  and  26  per  cent  in  those  of  lard.     The  reduction  of 
bacon  exports  was  more  marked  than  in  the  case  of  any  other  cured  pork  product. 
The  decrease  in  the  export  movement  was  slightly  larger  than  the  reduction  in 
slaughter  supplies. 

Hog  numbers  in  all  the  important  producing  countries  are  larger  than  a 
year  earlier.     In  both  Germany  and  Denmark  new  high  records  have  been  reached. 
In  Germany,  however,  a  10  per  cent  reduction  in  brood  sows  was  reported  in 
September.    Great  Britain,  Irish  Free  State,  and  the  Netherlands  also  report- 
ed increased  hog  numbers.    Based  on  the  June  Pig  Survey  indications  and  on 
hog  slaughter  during  recent  months,  numbers  in  the  United  States  are  now 
larger  than  a  year  ago. 

Exports  of  pork  from  Continental  Europe  to  the  United  Kingdom  increased 
to  record  high  levels  during  the  past  year.     Increased  hog  production  in 
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Germany  along  with  increased  Gorman  lard  imports  from  Denmark  end  the  Nether- 
lands and  reduced  consumer  purchasing  power  have  greatly  reduced  United  States  J 
lard  exports  to  Germany.    However,  there  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  exports  of  lard  from  the  United  States  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

Fairly  favorable  hog-feed  price  relationships  have  prevailed  during 
most  of  the  past  year  in  the  United  States,  Germany,  and  Denmark.  Declines  in 
hog  prices  have  been  more  than  offset  by  the  sharp  reduction  in  feed -prices. 
In  the  United  States  the  very  low  prices  of  corn  during  August  and  September 
resulted  in  a  marked  increase  in  the  hog-corn  ratio.    However,  advances  in 
com  prices  during  recent  weeks  have  reduced  the  ratio  considerably. 

In  the  United  States,  slaughter  supplies  increased  seasonally  during 
September  and  October  and  were  also  larger  than  in  the  same  months  of  1930.  In 
the  last  few  months  the  seasonal  reduction  in  the  price  spread  between  light 
weight  and  heavy  weight  hogs  has  been  greater  than  usual.    During  October 
prices  of  all  cuts  of  both  fresh  and  cured  pork  showed  further  declines. 
Lard  prices  also  declined  during  the  month. 

Ho£  ITumbcrs 

Hog  numbers  in  the  important  European  hog  producing  co\mtries  continued 
to  increase  in  1931,  according  to  a  recent  report  from  Assistant  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Christy  at  Berlin.    In  Germany  and  the  Netherlands  'the  number  of 
brood  sows  showed  marked  decreases  from  1930,  but  increases  in  this  class  of 
hogs  were  reported  in  Denmark,  Great  Britain,  and  the  Irish  Free  State. 

Latest  estimates  show  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  in  hog  numbers  in  1931  in 
nine  a/  European, hog  producing  or  consuming  countries  compared  with  1930.  The 
increase  in  the  same  countries  last  year  was  14  per  cent  above  1929.  Numbers  in  j 
these  countries,  where  supplies  have  been  increasing  during  the  last  3  or  4  years 


a/  Denmark,  Germany,  Irish  Free  State,  England  and  Wales,  Scotland,  Belgium, 
Switzerland,  Hungary  and  Rumania. 
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are  now  25  per  cent  greater  than  in  1929.    ITo  figures  are  included  for  the 
Netherlands  in  these  totals.    However,  individual  classes  in  that  country, 
with  the  exception  of  sdws  in  farrow  and  hogs  over  220  pounds,  increased  as 
much  as  18  to  33  per  cent  in  June  1931  over  the  preceding  year,  so  it  is 
probable  that  total  numbers  in  June  1931  exceeded  the  number  on  the  sainc  date 
of  1930  to  an  appreciable  extent. 

The  number  of  brood  sows  at  the  latest  date  available  for  1931  in  six 
European  countries  was  3,545,000,  an  increase  of  3  per  cent  above  1930.  The 
increase  between  1929  and  1930  re-ched  21  per  cent  end  in  1929  the  number  was 
6  per  cent  above  the  average  for  1927-28.    Although  estimates  are  not  avail- 
able for  the  Mother lends  the  percentage  changes  for  each  quarter  of  1931 
showed  decreases  compered  with  the  corresponding  quarters  of  1930. 

Hog  numbers  in  30  countries,  including  the  United  States  and  Russia 
numbered  139  million  in  1930,  a  decrease  of  9  per  cent  compared  with  the  average 
for  the  years  1927-28  when  hog  numbers  were  large.    Excluding  these  two 
countries  which  have  shown  decreases  of  8  and  46  per  cent,  respectively,  since 
that  period,  numbers  in  28  countries  show  an  increase  of  3  per  cent,  the  in- 
creases occurring  in  the  principal  hog  producing  and  consuming  countries  of 
Europe. . 

Germany 

According  to  official  estimates  hog  numbers  in  Germany  reached  the  record 
figure  of  25,348,000  on  September  1,  1931.     That  this  high  number  would  be 
reached  in  September  was  predicted  several  months  ago  by  German  experts  who 
expected  the  peak  of  the  present  production  cycle  to  be  reached  at  that  time. 
In  September,  1930?  the  increase  over  the  preceding  year  was  19  per  cent,  as 
compared  with  the  increase  of  8  per  cent  in  September  this  year. 

Germany's  imports  of  pork  products  from  the  United  States  amounted  to 
151  million  pounds  in  1930,  a  decrease  of  15  per  cent  compared  with  1929. 
Germany  is  the  second  most  important  importer  of  American  lard,  raid  the  third 
most  important  importer  of  bacon  from  this  country.    Per  capita  consumption 
a/  of  United  States  porh  products  in  Germany  is  estimated  at  2.3  pounds  in 
1930  compared  with  3.1  pounds  in  1926  and  2.6  pounds  in  1928.     Total  per  capita 
of  pork  in  Germany  in  1930  is  estimated  at  71.1  pounds  compared  with  63.9 
pounds  in  1927  end  75.3  pounds  in  1928.    Production  of  inspected  pork  in 
Germany,  amounted  to  1,059'  million  pounds  for  the  first  half  of  1931,  an  in- 
crease of  17  per  cent  over  1929. 

Motherlands 

Ee„rmers  in  the  Hetherlands  have  been  advised  to  reduce  farrowings  this 
fall,  states  Assistant  Agricultural  Conn.      Christy.    Estimated  percentage 
chenges  for  June  showed  a  decrease  of  13  per  cent  in  sows  in  farrow  compared 
with  the  same  date  of  1930. 

a/  I\To  figures  avail  able  on  stocks  carried  over  from  preceding  yee.r  or  of 
re-export  of  United  Ste.tes  pork  products. 
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At  the  beginning  of  1331  the  -number  of  sows  in  farrow  may  be  estimat- 
ed at  between  243,000  and  254,000.     These  estimates  are  based  on  the  per- 
centage changes  of  10  to  15  per  cent  over  the  number  in  farrow  at  the 
beginning  of  1930  as  estimated  by  Dutch  livestock  extension  agents.  The 
number  of  sows  ili  farrow  at  the  beginning  of  1930  is  officially  estimated 
at  221,000  according  to  the  Verslagen  en  fclededeel.ing.en  van  de  Directic 
van  den  Landbouw  1930,  Mb.

The  number  in  farrow  decreased  from  239,000 
at  the  beginning  of  1926  to  201,000  at  the  same  date  of  1929  but  showed 
increases  at  the  beginning  of  1930  and  1331,  .  . 

D  enrnark 

Hog  numbers,  in  Denmark  .'on  July  15,  1931  reached  5,473,000,  the  largest 
number  ever  reported  for  that  country  according  to  the  Statistiske  Efterret- 
ninger.    The  rate  of  incresse,  however,  was  considerably  less  than  in  1930 
when  the  number  was  35  rer  cent  over  that  of  1929. 

Sows  in  farrow  were  reported  as  437,000  an  increase  of  12  per  cent 
over  the  seme  date  of  1930  when  the  increase  over  the  preceding  year  was  26 
per  cent.     Pigs  under  the  classifications  of  under  2  months  and  2  to  4  months 
were  8  and  15  per  cent,  respectively  above  1930  while  fat  hogs  over  4  montiis 
increased  15  per  cent.     The  number  of  fat  hogs  on  July  1,  however,  was  1  per 
cent  less  than  the  number  on  hand  on  January  1.     In  spite  of  low  bacon  prices, 
hog  production  in  Denmark  has  remained  on  fairly  profitable  levels. 

Poland 

Hog  numbers  in  Poland  on  June  30,  1930,  were  estimated  at  6,047,000, 
an  'increase  of  25  per  cent  over  the  1929  estimate.    Sows  of  10  months  and  over 
were  estimated  at  1,503,000.    Ho  estimate  is  available  for  this  class  in  1929. 
Hogs  under  6  months  and  from  6  to  10  months  increased  37  and  16  per  cent, 
respectively,  over  1929.     The  Government  lias  recently  decided  to  assist  Polisii 
hog  breeders  in  the  production  of  the  proper  type  of  bacon  hog  in  order  to 
obtain  and  hold  a  place  on  the  English  market. 

Great  Britain  and  Irish  Pree  State 

In  Great  Britain,  hog  numbers  were  estimated  at  2,931,000  in  June  1931, 
an  increase  of  20  per  cent  over  the  numbers  in  June,  1930..    In  Irish  Pree 
State  the  increase  was  16  per  cent  from  1,052,000  in  1930  to  1,221,000  iir 
1931.    3rood  sows  increased  26  per  cent  in  Great. Britain  end  11  per  cent  in 
Irish  Pree  State. 

Per  capita  consumption  of  United  States  pork  products  in  the  United 
Kingdom  in  1930  is  estimated  at  6.7  pounds  compared  with  9.3  pounds  in  1929 
and  8.4  in  1928.    Lard  constitutes  the  bulk  of  the. .imports  or  approximately  • 
60  per  cent  of  the  total.     Total  per  capita  consumption  of  pork  products  in 
1930-31  is  estimated  at  41.6  pounds  compared  with  37.4  pounds  in  1929-30 
and  41.9  pounds  in  1928-29.

United  States 

Based  on  the  indications  contained  in  the  June  1931  pig  survey  as  to 
the  size' of the  spring  pig  crop  end  intentions  to  breed  for  fall  farrow,  and 
on  slaughter  supplies  during  recent  months,  hog  numbers  on  farms  in  the  United 
States  are  somewhat  larger  than  they  were  a  year  ago.    Hog  slaughter  in  the 
hog  marketing  year  which  began  in  October  1930  was  the  smallest  in  four  years 
and  apparently  marked  the  end  of  a  cycle  in  market  supplies  which  began  with 
1926-27  and  reached  its  peak  in  1928-29.     The  June  pig-  survey  indicated  that 
there  was  a  2.5  per  cent  increase  in  the  spring  pig  crop. 

After  declining  steadily  during  September,  hog  prices  in  the  United  States 
remained  about  steady  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  October,  but  resumed  their 
decline  during  the  last  week  of  October  and  the  first  week  in  November.  Hog 
prices  have  declined  almost  continuously  since  late  July  when  the  peak  of  the 
summer  rise  was  reached.     During  the  week  ended  November  7  prices  at  Chicago 
averaged  $4.65  per  100  pounds,  which  was  the  lowest  weekly  average  for  that 
market  since  in  1908.     ihere  has  been  a  marked  change  in  the  price  spread 
between  light  weight  and  heavy  weight  hogs  during  the  past  three  months.  In 
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latc  July  a  premium  of  nearly  $5.00  per  100  pounds  was  being  paid  for  light 
weight  hogs,  but  during 'most  of  October  medium  and  heavy  weight  hogs  sold 
at  a  slight  premium  over  the  light  weights.    Although  this  shift  in  prices 
is  largely  a  seasonal  one,  it  was  greater  than  usual  this  year  since  the 
premium  paid  for  light  weights  this  summer  was  unusually  large.    The  normal 
shift  in  the  price  spread  for  the  different  weights  during  these  months  is 
due  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  packing  sows  in  the  market  supply  and 
the  increase  in  the  marketings  of  light  weight  hogs  from  the  spring  pig  crop. 

Market  supplies  of  hogs  during  October  increased  seasonally  and  were  also 
larger  than  those  of  the  corresponding  month  of  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of 
hogs  slaughtered  under  Federal  inspection  during  October,  the  first  month  of 
the  1331-32  marketing  year,  amounted  to  3,772,000  head.     This  was  an  increase 
of  27.6  per  cent  over  the  September  slaughter  and  was  8.0  per  cent  larger 
than  that  of  October  1930.     The  average  live  weight  of  hogs  slaughtered,  however, 
was  somewhat  under  that  of  a  year  ago.     The  October  increr.se  in  slaughter  ever 
that  of  last  year  was  due  both  to  a  larger  spring  pig  crop  and  the  tendency 
to  market  new  crop  hogs  earlier  than  usual. 

Hog-feed  price  relationships  have  changed  materially  during  recent  weeks. 
Corn  prices  declined  sharply  during  August  raid  September,  and,  since  the 
decline  in  hog  prices  during  that  period  was  relatively  less  than  that  of  corn, 
the  hog-corn  ratio  increased.     Based  on  farm  prices  the  hog-corn  ratio  oh 
October  15  was-  14.1  for  the  United  States  .and  15.3  for  the  Corn  Belt  States  as 
compared  with  10.7  end  11.7,  respectively,  during  October,  1930.  Since  October 
15  market  prices  of  com  have  advanced  materially  while  hog  prices  have 
declined,  and  during  the  last  week  in  October,  based  on  Chicago  prices,  the 
hog-corn  ratio  was  12.6  as  compared  with  12.0  in  the  corresponding  week  a  year 
earlier,     ^he  ratio  was  further  reduced  during  the  first  week  in  November. 

The  fresh  pork  market  was  much  weaker  during  October.  Market  price  de- 
clines occurred  on  all  cuts,  but  sharpest  reductions  occurred  on  light  loins. 
During  the  last  week  of  the  month  S-lO  pound  loins  at  New  York  averaged  $13.80 
which  was  $6.00  under  the  average  during  the  last  week  in  September.  16-22  pound 
loins  at  that  market  averaged  $11.60  during  the  last  week  of.  October,  which  was 
$3.55  under  the  average  four  weeks  previous.  Price  declines  also  occurred  on 
all  cuts  of  cured  pork.    During  the  week  ended  October  31  12-14  pound  regular 
smoked  hams  at  ITew  York  averaged  $19.00  as  compared  with  $20. 7o  during  the  last 
week  in  September  end  $24.50  during  the  corresponding  week  a  year  earlier. 
8-10  pound  #1  sweet  pickle  cured  bacon  averaged  $15.00  as  compared  with  i?l7.75 
a  month  earlier  and  $25.00  during  the  last  week  in  October  1930. 

ITurtkcr  declines  in  lard  prices  also  occurred  during  October.  During  the 
last  week  of  the  month,  the  price  of  refined  lard  at  Chicago  averaged  $8.25, 
which  was  75  cents  under  the  a.vereg'e  a  month  earlier  and  i?5.25  lower  than  that 
of  a.  year  earlier. 

As  a  result  of  further  unfavorable  factors  in  the  foreign  markets,  exports 
of  American  lard  and  cured  pork  continued  their  downward  trend  during  September. 
Exports  of  bacon' and  of  hams  and  shoulders  decreased  seasonally  and  continued 
under  the  levels  of  all  post-war  years. 
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Lard  exports  during  September,  amounting  to  ,77,790,000  pounds  ,  were 
10  per  cent  larger  than  the.  August  > movement  and  slightly  above  those  of 
September,  1930*.    All  countries  except  the  United  Kingdom  took  larger  quanti- 
ties than  in  August.  Germ, -my  took  more  than  twice  as  much  lard  as  in 
August  and  80  per  cent  more  than  a  year  earlier.     Takings  by  the  United  Kingdom 
were  35  per  cent  under  those  of  August  but  18  per  cent  above  those  of 
September  1930. 

;  Total  bacon  exports  during  September  amounting  to  2,770,000  pounds  were 
15  per  cent  under  those  of  August,  and  44  per  cent  under  the  September  1930- . 
movement.     The  redaction  was  especially  severe  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  move- 
ment to  that  country  '.mounting  to  only  974,000  pounds  as  compared  with 
1,516,000  pounds  in  August  and  1.549,000  pounds  during  September  last  year. 
Takings  of  bacon  by  Germany,  however,  amounting  to  612,000  pounds  were  the 
largest  for  any 'month  since  April  1930. 

Total  exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  in  September  amounted  to  5,037,000 
pounds,  which  was  24  per  cent  smaller  than  in  August  and  22  per  cent  below 
that  of  September  lest  year.    All  of  the  principal  importing  countries  except 
Cuba  took  smaller  Quantities  then  in  August.     The  reduction  amounted  to  25 
per  cent  for  the  United  Kingdom  and  72  per  cent  for  Canada.     Cuban  takings  in 
September  totaled  516,000  pounds,  which  was  23  per  cent  above  the  August 
improvement  and  about  2. 5  times  larger  than  that  of  September  1930. 

Total  United  States  exports  of  all  hog  products  daring  the  1930-31 
marketing  year  were  the  smallest  for  more  than  30  years.     Total  exports  of  pork 
decreased  140,000,000  pounds,  or  44  per  cent  from  those. of  a  year  earlier, 
while  exports  of  lard  fell  off  199,000,000  pounds,  or  about  26  per  cent. 
Practically  all  importing  countries  took  smaller  quantities  of  American  cured 
pork,  and  nearly  all  countries  except  Great  Britain  purchased  less  American 
lard.     The  reduction  in  bacon  exports  during  the  year  was  much  more  marked 
than  that  of  other  kinds  of  cured  pork  due  to  the  keener  competition  from  other 
pork  producing  countries,  especially  Denmark.     The  reduction  in  bacon  exports 
amounted  to  57,981,000  pounds,  or  53  per  cent,  whereas  the  exports  of  hams 
and  shoulders  were  only  36,786,000  pounds,  or  29  per  cent  less  than  those  ; 
of  the  previous  marketing  year. 

A  statistical  summary  of  the  United  States  hog  and  pork  situation  for  the 
1930-31  marketing  year,  With  comparisons,  is  shown  on  page   11    .It  will  be 
noted  that  the  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  during  the  year  just  ended  was  4.4 
per  cent  under  that  of  the  previous  marketing  year,  but  due  to  the  heavier 
weights  at  which  hogs  were  slaughtered  the  reduction  in  total  dressed  weight 
amounted  to  only  3  per  cent.     The  reduction  in  the  export  movement  was  slight- 
ly larger  than  the  reduction  in  pork  production  so  that  when  the  decrease  in 
exports  is  taken  into  account  1930-31  pork  production  provided  a  larger  supply 
for  United  States  consumption  than  in  1929-30.     Consumption,  however,  was  2.6 
per  cent  less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  with  the  result  that  the  storage 
holdings  at  the  end  of  the  year  (October  1,  1931)  were  larger  than  at  the 
end  of  the  preceding  year,  the  increase  amounting  to  7.5  per  cent.  Stocks  of 
pork  were  6  per  cent  larger  than  the  unusually  small  holdings  on  October  1 
last  year,  and  lard  stocks  were  17  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  the 
corresponding  date  in  1930.

Canada 

Prices  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  for  the  month  of  September  averaged  $5.99 
per  hundred  pounds  compared  with  $7.29  in  August  arid  $9.07  in  July.  Last  year 
the  September  price  was  $12.21.     The  hog  trade:  was- very  unsettled  in  October, 
according  to  the. Ontario  Parmer.    During  one  week  in  October  hog  prices  declined 
to  a  very  low  level  according  to  a  Government  report.     That  week  about  $6.00 
was  paid  at  Toronto  for  bacon  hogs  off  cars. 

By  the  middle  of  October  1931  hog  marketings  for  the  41  weeks  of  1931  ex- 
ceeded those  of  the  same  period  of  1930  by  106,000  hogs,  the  figures  being 
1,927,000  and  1,820,000,  respectively,  according  to  .the  Letter  on  Canadian 
Livestock  Products  issued  by  The  Industrial  and  Development  Council  of  Canadian 
Meat  Packers.     Lower  hog  prices  with  consequent  lower  pork  prices  in  August 
and  September  tended  to  increase  consumption  somewhat  at  the  end  of  May  1931  .• 
The  number  of  hogs  marketed  in  Canada  for  the  year  to  date  was  33,000  less  than 
for  the  same  period  of  1.930;.    However,  by  the  end  of  August  marketings  were 
only  6,000  head  under  1930. •    Increases  in  that  month,  normally  one  of  the 
lightest  marketing  periods,  occurred  in  every  province,  states  the  above  source. 

An  analysis,  of  hogs  marketed  during  August  made  by  the  Dominion  Department 
of  Agriculture  shows  an  average  increase  of  41  per  cent  for  all  provinces, 
Saskatchewan  leading  with  a.  67  per  cent  increase.     In  tint  province  the  hog, 
cattle  and  sheep  markets  were  overloaded  during  the  summer  months  due  to  the 
fact  that  many  farmers  were  forced  to  market  stock  because  of  the  widespread 
and  prolonged  drought,  according  to  a  report  from  Consul  Lee  R.  Elohm  at  Regina. 
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United  Kingdom  and  Irish  Free  State 

The  departure  of  Great  Britain  from  the  gold  standard  late  in  September 
has  obscured  somewhat  the  movement  of  prices  of  cured  pork  in  the  British 
market.     In  American  green  "bellies  at  Liverpool,  dollar  values  reached  and 
maintained  unusually  low  levels  after  the  departure  from  gold.     The  October 
average  was  only  $10.22  per  100  pounds  against  $13.25  in  September  and 
$20.10  in  October  1930.     The  drop  in  dollar  values  on  the  American  product 
was  not  as  great  as  on  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  but  the  October  average  of  the 
latter  also  was  unusually  low  at  $11.35  against  $14.51  in  the  preceding 
month  and  $19.44  a  year  ago.     In  sterling,  October  values  of  American ^ green 
bellies  averaged  only  slightly  lower  in  October  than  in  September,  while  on 
Danish  Wiltshire  sides,  sterling  prices  in  October  were  nearly  2  shillings 
per  cwt.  below  those  of  the  preceding  month.     In  American  short  cut  green 
hams,  dollar  prices  in  October  were  down  to  an  average  of  $15.72  and  sterling 
values  also  were  easier. 

November  1  stocks  of  cured  pork  at  Liverpool  stood  at  1,641,000  pounds, 
an  advance  of  96,000  pounds  over  the  preceding  month.    A  year  ago  such  stocks 
stood  at  the  unusually  low  November  1  level  of  1,114,000  pounds.  October 
import  figures  are  not  yet  available,  but  in  September  bacon  imports  of 
105,978,000  pounds  were  in  keeping  with  the  heavy  imports  of  recent  months, 
and  were  the  largest  September  imports  on  record.    Total  bacon  imports  for  the 
year  ended  September  30,  1931,  reached  the  record  level  of  1,218,528,000 
pounds,  an  increase  of  26  per  cent  over  the  preceding  12  months  and  22.2 
per  cent  above  figures  for  1927-28,  the  former  record  season.    Bacon  im- 
ports from  Denmark,  comprising  66.7  per  cent  of  the  total  imports,  reached 
the  record  level  of  814,459,000  pounds.    A  feature  of  the  season  just  closed 
was  the  increase  in  receipts  from  continental  countries  other  than  Denmark. 
Such  receipts  reached  a  total  of  343,175,000  pounds  and  represented  28.1  per 
cent  of  the  total  against  23.4  per  cent  of  the  1929-30  total*     The  Netherlands, 
Poland,  the  Baltic  States  and  Sweden  all  contributed  to  the  larger  non-Danish 
continental  supplies. 

Bacon  imports  from  the  United  States  reached  a  new  low  season's  total 
at  24,947,000  pounds  against  60,383,000  pounds  in  1929-30.     In  that  year 
receipts  from  the  United  Sjc.tes  represented  6.2  per  cent  of  the  total  imports. 
In  1930-31  the  corresponding  figure  was  only  2.0  per  cent.     Receipts  from 
Canada  were  even  more  sharply  reduced  than  were  those  of  the  United  States. 
In  hams  the  United  States  retained  its  leading  position  as  a  source  of  imports 
into  Great  Britain,  but  there  was  some  increase  in  receipts  from  continental 
sources,  while  imports  from  the  United  States  were  reduced.     Total  ham 
imports  for  the  1330-31  season  just  closed  reached  only  91,384,000  pounds. 
That  figure  was  25,174,000  pounds  under  the  1929-30  total;  was  the  lowest  post- 
war figure  and  also  nearly  5,000,000  pounds  under  the  average  for.  the  pre-war 
seasons  1909-10  to  1913-14. 

Lard  prices  in  dollars  at  Liverpool  broke  sharply  late  in  September 
following  the  reduced"  exchange  value  of  the  pound  sterling.     The  October  aver- 
age of  $9.14  per  100  pounds  for  American  prime  steam  western  lard,  while 
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higher  tbeed  the  Late  September  levels,  'Was  slightly  u*idcr  the.  complete 
average  for  that  month  and  was'  considerably.' below  the  average  of  $13.33  for 
October  1930.     Lard  prices  in  Groat  Britain  were  at  unusually  low  levels 
throughout  the  1930-31  season.     Liverpool  lard  stocks  on  November  1,  1931 
declined  below  those  of  the  preceding  month  to  reach  2, 491., 000  pounds. 
Stocks  on  1-Iovember  1,  1930  stood  at  587,000  pounds,  an  unusually  low  figure. 
September  lard  imports  declined  seasonally  to  reach  17,022,000  pounds,  but 
were  larger  than  the  September  imports  of  -any  of  the  three  preceding  years. 
The  United  States  continues  as  the  leading  source  of  supply.     Total  imports 
for  the  1930-31  season  reached  the  unusually  high  figure  of  305,755,000 
pounds  against  275,847,000  pounds  imported  in  the  1929-30  season. 

The  continued  heavier  market  supplies  of  fresh  British  and  Irish  pork 
at  London  Central  Markets  brought  the  October  total  to .more  than  10,000,000 
pounds,  the  largest  figure  for  any  month    since  December  1928.     Last  year 
such  receipts  stood  at  only  7,972,000  pounds.     Larger  receipts  at  this  time 
of  year  are  a  usual  seasonal  activity.    For  the  pork  marketing  year  ended 
September  30,  1931,  the  London  receipts  of  such  pork  totaled  72,661,000 
pounds  against  61,109,000  pounds  for  the  preceding  12  months.     Receipts  of 
fat  pigs  at  certain  representative  British  markets  were  seasonally  larger  in 
October  and  were  11.7  per  cent  larger  for  the  1930-31  season  than  in  1929-30.

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Octo"ber  hog  slaughterings  in  Ireland  for  curing,  at  141,000  head, 
were  in  keeping  with  the  heavier  production  of  recent  months  as  against 
those  of  last  year.    For  the  season  ended  September  30,  1931,  such 
slaughterings  reached  1,052,000  head  but  were  slightly  smaller  than  for  the 
1929-30  season.     Irish  Free  State  authorities  arc  now  considering  imposing 
a  tariff  equivalent  to  9  cents  a  pound  upon  bacon  imports  into  that  country, 
according  to  Consul  Leslie  3.  Woods  at  Cobh.     The  proposed  duties  are  said 
to  be  aimed  primarily  at  imports  from  Poland  and  Latvia.    About  70  per  cent 
of  the  bacon  imported  into  the  Irish  Free  State  originates  in  the  United 
States.    Pr  .ctically  90  per  cent  of  such  imports  come  to  Ireland  via 
England,  chiefly  through  Liverpool. 

During  1930  and  the  first  7  months  of  1931,   the  Irish  Free  State 
bacon  curing  industry  lost  over  $6,000,000  worth  of  export  business  in 
addition  to  losses  from  imports  into  the  domestic  market,  according  to 
estimates  forwarded  by  Consiil  Woods.     The  losses  indicated  were  due  largely 
to  continental  competition  in  the  British  market,  chiefly  from  Danish,  Polish 
and  Motherlands  bacon.     During  the  period  of  declining  bacon  values,  however, 
the  value  of  exports  of  live  hogs  and  fresh  pork  increased  by  $54,000,000.. 
According  to  Irish  Government  statistics  there  has  been  a  fairly  steady 
increase  during  the  past  year  in  the  number  of  bacon  pigs  available  to  Irish 
curers.

Countries  important  in  British  Market  Supplies 

Denmark 

Current  figures  on  Banish  hog  numbers  show  that  Dcnm  rk  is  permanently 
engaged  in  production  on  a  scale  considerably  higher  than  in  any  former  year. 
Commenting  on  the  July  15,  1231  total  of  5,473,000  hogs  in  Denmark,  Sir. 
Christy  points  out  the  significance  in  potential  pork  supplies  of  the 
11  per  cent  increase  over  July  1930  figures  in  the  number  of  sows  in  farrow. 
He  points  out  further  that  there  was  an  advance  of  15  per  cent  in  the  number 
of  pigs  two  to  four  months  old  as  well  as  an  3  per  cent  increase  in  pigs 
under  two  months  of  age. 

Marketings  of  Danish  pork  products  continue  unusually  heavy.  In 
view  of  the  high  quality  products  and  economical  production  and  marketing 
methods  in  use,  it  is  evident  that  Denmark  is  prepared  to  fight  for 
existing  markets  and  to  attempt  the  development  of  new  ones.     Despite  the 
low  bacon  prices  secured  during  the  past  season,  hog  production  has  remained 
fairly  profitable. 

Hog-food  ratios  show  that  the  low  prices  of  corn  .  .nd  barley  have 
allowed  a  profit  in  most  cases  but  in  some  cases,  returns  have  been  reported 
below  the  cost  of  production.     Preliminary  figures  indicate  that  Danish 
bacon  exports  totaled  the  record  figure  of  809,785,000  pounds  in  the  1930-31 
season,  an  advance  of  31  per  cent  over  1929-30,   the  preceding  record  year. 
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Lard  exports  for  the  first  11  months  of  the  1930-31  scasori  totaled  43,000,000 
pounds,  an  advance  of  57.9  per  cent  over  the  corresponding  period  of  1929-30. 
Germany  took  the  hulk  of  the  lard  exports. 

Consul  Lester  L.  Schnaro  at  Hamburg  reports  the  German  meat  trade 
papers  as  announcing-  the  early-  erection  of  a  new  plant  for  preparing*  lard  for 
export.

Netherlands 

Hog  marketings  in  the  Netherlands  continue  at  a  high  level.  Farmers 
have  been  advised,  however,  to  reduce  far  rowings  this  fa.li.    Hog  prices 
are  still  on  a  low  level  but  recently  hog-feed  ratios  show  some  improvement. 
There  has  been  some  decline  in  feed  prices,  particularly  corn  and  a  moderate 
increase  in  pork  prices.     The  foreign  trade  in  pork  and  bacon  increased 
substantially  during  the  current  calendar  year.     Total  exports  of  pork 
amounted  to  37,919,000  pounds  during  the  first  6  months  against  25,353,000 
pounds  during  the  corresponding  months  of  1930.     The  value  of  the  exports, 
howovor,  decreased  from  11.6  million  guilders  (4.66  million  dollars)  in 
1930  to  9.4  million  guilders  (3.78  million  dollars)  in  the  first  6  months 
of  1931.     Of  the  various  items  comprising  the  total  exports  of  pork,  bacon 
is  the  most  important,  almost  all  of  which  goes  to  the  United  Kingdom. 
During  the  pork  marketing  season  ended  September  30,  1931,  the  United  Kingdom 
imported  117,000,000  pounds  of  Netherlands  bacon  against  87,000,000  pounds 
in  the  procoding  12  months.

Poland 

The  Polish  hog  industry  has  undergone  some  noteworthy  changes  in 
recent  years,  Mr.  Christy  reports.    The  exportable  surplus  of  about  one  million 
head  of  live  hogs  was  formerly  taken  hy  Germany  and  Czechoslovakia.    Due  oo 
various  prohibitive  measures,  exports  to  those  countries  have  practically 
ceased.    Exports  to  Austria,  however,  have  been  maintained,  and  recent  trade 
negotiations  are  expected  to  increase  the  contingent  of  Polish  hogs  entering 
Austria.    Poland  has  had  some  success  in  developing  an  export  trade  in  bacon 
t-  replace  the  last  trade  in  hogs.     From  1928  to  1930,   exports  of  bacon  to 
England  increased  over  400  per  cent,  with  a  further  increase  in  sight  for 
1931.    Stops  have  been  taken  to  standardize  Polish  bacon  along  the  lines  ol 
British  market  requirements. 
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Germany, 

The  October  decline  of  Berlin  prices  of  heavy  hogs  to  #9.60  per  100 
pounds  was  somewhat  seas  err '.1,  but  that  level  was  .unusually  low  for  the  month  and 
well  below  the  pre-war  average.    Current  values,  however,  are  still  somewhat 
higher  than  the  low  points  reached  last  May  and  June.    Feed  prices  have  continued 
the  downward  tendency  of  recent .months,  but  hog  prices  have  declined  consider- 
ably more  sharply  th?n  have  feed  prices.  .  September  hog  receipts  at  14  centers, 
at  509,000  head  were  under  those  of  last  year,  but  larger  than  in  September  1929. 
Receipts  for  the  season  ended  September  30  were  7.8  per  cent  larger  than  in 
1929-30  and  second  only  to  the  1927-28  figures,  which. wore  the  largest  of  any 
post-war  season.    The  September  slaughter  at  36  centers  increased  seasonally 
over  the  two  preceding  months,  reaching  416,000  head,  the  largest  slaughter 
for  that  month  in  the  post-war  years.  'The  1930-31  season's  total  slaughter  at 
those  points  was  15.4-  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  1929-30  season. 

Some  pertinent  points  in  connection  with  the  increase  in  hog  numbers  as 
reported  by  the  roc  rot  census  are:     (1)  A  number  of  hogs  to  be  fed  out  on  the 
largo  amount  of  relatively  cheap  feed  on  hand  following  the  harvest  season; 
(2)  it  is  estimated' that  about  6,800,000  hogs  to  bo  used  for  home  slaughter  are 
included  in  the  September  census.     In  the  winter  months,  homo  slaughter  and  in- 
creased demand  in  the  cities  reduce  numbers  considerably,  with  the  low  point 
of  the  year  usually  corning  in  March;  (3)  changes  in  census  age  groups,  which 
wore  apparent  only  to  a  slight  extent  in  June,  have  now  become  more  pronounced. 
Of  particular  significance  is  the  decrease  of  nearly  10  per  cent  in  the  number 
of  sows  in  farrow.     This  group  is  now  no  larger  than  in  1929.    The  number  of 
young  pigs  has  declined  almost  30  per  cent  from  last  year's  levels  and  the 
number  of  young  sows  in  farrow  declined  still  more. 

The  increase  in  hog  numbers  is  confined  to  those  regions  in  which  produc- 
tion is  on  a  small  scale  and  where  hogs  are  fattened  on  potatoes  and  other  home 
grown  feeds.     In  such  areas  as  Schleswig  Holstein,  however,  where  large  amounts 
of  foods  must  bo  purchased,  hog  numbers  have  shown  a  considerable  decline  since 
Juno  1,  duo  to  unfavorable  hog  feed  ratios.    In  spite  of  unusually  largo  market- 
ings, prices  of  pork  have  not  declined  as  much  as  might  be  expected.    This  is 
due,  apparently  to  the  lighter  average  weight  of  hogs  marketed,  Mr«  Christy 
states,  which  is  in  accordance  with  a  plan  recommended  to  farmers  by  the 
Committee  of  Exports.    Whereas  the  average  weight  of  hogs  marketed  in  Berlin 
in  September  1930  was  249  pounds,  the  average  weight  in  September  1931  was 
only  231  pounds. 

Tho  scmowhat  stronger  tone  of  the  Hamkmrg  lard  market  in  October  brought 
the  average  price  for  the  month  up  to  &10.27  per  100  pounds.    Tho  advance  was 
evident  in  local  currency  quotations  as  well  as  in  dollar  values.    The  current 
strength  is  a  continuation  of  the  slight  upward  movement  in  evidence  since  last 
August.    Current  values,  however  are  unusually  low  for  October.    March  is  the 
only  month  so  far  in  1931  in  which  tho  Hamburg  lard  price  averaged  more  than 
.11.00.    Heavy  domestic  production  and  increasingly  severe  competition  from 
Denmark  and  Netherlands  have  reduced  tho  Gormen  demand  for  American  lard.  As 
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it  result,  imports  of  American  lard  into  Germany  have  doclinod  sharply  since 
Juno.    Tho  American  product  is  still  the  leading  item  in  tho  German  lard 
import  records,  but  imports  of  Danish-  lard  havo  boon  at  least  equal  to  those 
of  last  year  in  recent  months,  and  imports  from  Netherlands  have  increased 
heavily. 

Tho  departure  from  tho  gold  standard  by  Denmark:  gives  that  country  a 
material  competitive  advantage  in  German  lard  markets.    Tailings  of  Swedish 
and  Hungarian  lard  also  have  increased  over  last  year's  figures.  .  For  tho  sea- 
son closed  September  30,  1931,  however,  total  lard  imports  into  Germany  wore 
20  per  cent  smaller  than  those  of  the  1929-30  season.    The  large  increase  in 
domestic  fat  production  is,  of  course,  a  factor  of  primary  importance  in  cur- 
tailing German  imports  of  American  lard.    In  addition,  Danish  and  Dutch  prices 
have  been  considered  more  favorable.    Danish  lard,  in  particular,  has  a  ready 
sale  in  Germany  owing  to  a  flavor  closely  resembling  that  of  the  domestic 
product.    Danish  lard  is  acceptable  as  a  substitute  for  butter  as  a  spread. 
American  lard,  cn  the  other  hand,  is  used  mainly  for  cooking,  Mr.  Christy

Effective  September  17,  1931,  the  import  dirtr   levied  "by  Czechoslovakia 
upon  hogs  weighing  over  150  kilogrsxis  (331  pounds)  was  reduced  to  90  crov/ns 
per  100  kilograms  (1.21  cents  per  pound).     The  lower  rate  is  regarded  :„s  a 
temporary  measure,  according  to  a  report  from  the  American  Legation  at 
Prague.     It  is  understood  that  the  reduced  rate  on  hogs  was  granted  in 
return  for  a  reduction  in  the  Hungarian  import  duty  on  wood.     The  reduction 
in  the  Hungarian  rates  applies  only  to  the  period  December  7  to  December  31, 
1931.    A  report  from  Consxil  Lester  L.  Schnare,  dated  October  1,  1931,  states 
that  lard  marketing  conditions  in  Czechoslovakia  were,  more  favorable  to  the 
American  product  than  in  recent  months.     American  lard  was  being  offered  in 
that  country  at  prices  with  which  producers  in  southeastern  Europe  found  it 
difficult  to  compete.  There  has  boon  no  improvement  in  the  market  for  fat 
backs.

Argentina 

Of  the  3,769,000  hogs  recorded  in  the  1930  census  for  Argentina,  about 
SI  per  cent  or  2,294,000  head  wore  of  definite,  enough  strain  to  be 
classified  according  to  breeds,   according  to  ..ssistant  Agricultural 
Commissioner  C.  L.  Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires.    The  classification  as  submitted 
by  Mr.  Luedtke  appears  below.

In  addition  to 
lack  of  numbers  of  suitable  hogs,   other  points  made  as  ret  .rding  the  Argent in 
hog  industry  were:     (l)     Losses  due  to  disease,  unsanitary  conditions,  and 
lack  of  knowledge  and  careless  handling  on  farms;     (2)  the  2  per  cent  export 
tax  on  pork  products;     (3)  local  taxes  on  the  industry  imposed  by  provinces 
and  municipalities. 

Venezuela 

Regulations  issued  during  September  in  Venezuela  require  that  1  i.rd 
imports  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  origin,  according  to  Consul 
George  T.  Summcrlin  vt  Caracas.     The  regulations  specify  that  such  certificat 
must  conform  with  the  pure  food  laws  of  the  country  of  origin  and  must  state 
clearly  that  the  lard  is  made  from  hogs  which  have  been  certified  as  healthy 
both  before  and  after  slaughter.     The  nev;  order  is  regarded  a  much  needed 
protection  for  the  firms  handling  high  quality  lard  in  the  Venezuela  market.

Hog  prices  during  November  in  both  the  United  States  and  Europe  declined 

to  unusually  low  levels  according  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 

Prices  of  Tooth  fresh  and  cured  pork  also  showed  marked  declines  in  domestic  and 

foreign  markets.    The  seasonal  increase  in  slaughter  supplies  during  the  month 

was,  in  a  large  measure,  responsible  for  these  lower  prices.    European  lard 

prices  were  lower  in  November  than  in  the  previous  month,  but  domestic  lard 

prices  remained  near  the  October  level.    In  Germany  and  in  the  United  States, 

higher  feed  prices,  combined  with  the  lower  hog  prices  resulted  in  considerably 

»- 

iess  favorable  hog-feed  price  relationships. 

~      Imports  of  pork  products  by  the  United  Kingdom  increased  during  October. 
Bacon  imports  were  particularly  large,  and  bacon  prices  in  the  United  Kingdom 
declined  to  a  level  less  than  half  that  of  a  year  ago.    I.osi  of  the  increase  in 
United  Kingdom  bacon  imports  occurred  in  the  movement  from  Continental 
European  countries  other  than  Denmark.     Nam  and  lard  imports  of  the  United 
Kingdom  in  October  were  above  those  of  a  month  earlier,  but  ham  imports  were 
only  slightly  larger  than  a  year  ago,  while  lard  imports  were  considerably 
below  those  in  October,  19-50. 

Exports  of  pork  products  from  the  United  States  increased  during  October. 
While  the  increases  wore  not  large,  it  was  the  first  time  in  several  months 
that  carports  of  the  important  pork  products  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  month. 


The  total  exports  of  tliose  products  for  the  month  were  slightly  larger  than 

those  of  Octoher,  1930,  but  the;:  were  far  below  the  5-year  October  average. 

United  State_s 

A  further  increase  in  the  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  during  November 
and  early  December,  and  the  unseasonably  warm  weather  during  most  of  this  period 
were  the  chief  factors  responsible  for  the  continued  decline  in  hog  prices. 
After  declining  slightly  during  the  first  week  in  November,  prices  advanced 
during  the  second  v/eek  and  declined  again  during  the  three  following  weeks., 
reaching  the  lowest  level  in  more  than  thirty  years.    The  November  average  price 
of  hogs  at  Chicago  was  ^4,61  per  hundred  pounds  as  compared  with  ^5.09  in 
October  and  $58.55  in  November,  1930.     The  spread  between  the  prices  of  the 
different  weight  groups  continued  to  be  very  narrow,   even  more  so  than  is  normal 
for  this  time  of  year.   ' During  the  v/eek  ended  November  28,  the  Chicago  price  of 
180-200  pound  good  and  choice  hogs  was  ^4.43,  while  mediun  to  good  packing  s ows 
weighing  from  275  to  500  potuids  averaged  ;p4.00.     The  price  spread  between  these 
two  groups  during  the  corresponding  week  last  year  was  nearly  $1.00. 

The  increase  in  market  supplies  of  hogs  was  "bout  normal  during  November. 
The  nrjuber  of  hogs  slaiightered  imder  Federal  inspection  during  the  month  was 
4,218,000,  an  increase  of  11.8  per  cent  over  October  and  an  increase  of  4.8  per 
cent  over  November  of  last  year.     This  marked  the  third  successive  month  in 
which  slaughter  exceeded  that  of  the  corresponding  month  a  year  earlier.  The 
average  weight  of  hogs  marketed  during  November  decreased  seasonally  from 
October  and  was  slightly  less  than  that  of  November  last  yer.r. 

The  decline  in  hog  prices  during  the  month  along  with  an  increase  in  corn 
prices,  resulted  in  a  material  reduction  in  the  hog-corn  price  r^tio.    Based  on 
Chicago-  prices,  this  ratio  was  10.3  in  November  as  compared  with  13.3  in  October 
and  12.0  in  November  last  year.     The  decline  in  the  ratio  based  on  15th— of-tlie- 
month  farm  prices  was  even  greater.     The  November  Corn  Belt  hog-corn  price  ratio 
was  12.1  as  against  15.3  on  October  15  and  13.9  on  November  15,  1C30. 

Wholesale  prices  of  both  fresh  and  cured  pork  exits  showed  material 
declines  during  November,  although  the  price  of  fresh  pork  followed  the  tendency 
of  the  live  hog  market  in  advancing  during  -die  second  week  of  the  month.  The 
price  reduction  continued  to  be  most  severe  in  the  case  of  light  loins,   the  price 
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of  which  in  November  at  New  York  was  $12.64  per  hundred  pounds  as  compared  to 
§16.49  in  October  and  $18. 64  in  November  1230.    16-22  pound  loins  declined 
from  an  average  of  ^13.26  in  October  to  $10.75  in  November.     Tlie  average  price 
of  smoked  hams  Regular  }1  at  the  same  market  was  $17.50  as  compared  to  ^19 .41 
in  October  and  $24.69  in  November  last  year.     The  Nov;  York  price  of  bacon  ,f  1 
sweet  pickle  cured  8-10  average  was  #14.51  in  November  which  was  a  decline  of 
B2.50  fr cm  the  October  price  and  §10.44  from  the  price  in  the  corresponding 
month  last  year. 

Lard  prices  wore  fairly  steady  during  the  month.     There  was  a  slight 
advance  during  the  third  week  of  the  month,  which  was  not  fully  maintained 
during  the  final  week.     The  price  of  refined  lard  at  Chicago  averaged  „>8.47 
per  hundred  pounds  during  November  as  compared  to  $8,58  during  October  and 
^12.31  in  November  a  year  ago. 

Ez ports  of  the  principal  pork  products  from  the  United  States  increased 
during  Cw.  b-yr.    While  the  increases  were  not  large  it  was  the  first  time  for 
several        Iks  that  exports  of  all  important  pork  products  exceeded  those  of 
the  previous  month.  The  total  exports  of  these  products  for  the  month  were 
slightly  larger  than  those  of  October,  1930,  but  they  were  far  below  the 
October  average  cf   the  five  years  preceding. 

Lard  exports  during  October  amounting  to  43,547,000  pounds  were  15  per 
cent  larger  than  the  movement  in  September  and  were  5  per  cent  above  those 
of  October  a  year  earlier.     Takings  by  the  United  Kingdom  showed  the  largest 
increase,  being  38  per  cent  over  September  but  they  were  52  per  cent  below 
October  cf  last  year.     The  movement  to  Germany  was  slightly  below  that  of 
September,  but  was  far  above  the  unusually  low  level  of  the  corresponding  month 
a  year  ago. 

Total  bacon  exports  during  October,    amounting  to  2,944,000  pounds,  were 
6  per  cent  above  the  September  exports  but  were  9  per  cent  below  the  movement 
of  October  last  ye  .r.     Takings  by  Germany  were  34  per  cent  above  those  in 
September  and  were  about  si::  times  larger  than  the  small  movement  in  October, 
1930.     The  movement  to  Cuba  in  October  was  about  the  same  as  last  -  ear,  but 
it  was  46  per  cent  greater  than  in  September.     Exports  to  the  United  Kindgom 
were  41  per  cent  smaller  than  those  of  September,  and  were  only  about  one-half 
as  large  as  those  of  October,  1930. 

The  total  export  movement  of  hams  and  shoulders  in  October  was  12  per 
cent  larger  than  that  of  September  and  7  per  cent  larger  than  the  movement 
in  October  last  year.     Takings  by  the  United  Kingdom,  the  principal  country 
importing  these  cuts,  were  12  per  cent  greater  than  tnose  of  a  month  earlier 
and  were  14  per  cent  above  the  exports  in  October,  1930.     Cuban  takings 
declined  somewhat  from  the  September  level  but  they  were  far  above  those  cf 
October  a  year  ago. 

Storage  supplies  of  hog  products  decreased  sharply  during  October  but 
on  November  1  they  were  still  somewhat  larger  than  the  unusually  small  hold- 
ings on  the  corresponding  date  in  1930.    Stocks  of  pork  on  November  1,  amounting 
to  380  million  pounds,  were  6.4  per  cent  larger  than  on  that  date  in  1930,  but 
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v/oro  12  per  cent  smaller  than  the  5-year  November  1  average.    Lard  stocks,, 
amounting  to  40  million  pounds,  wore  9:5  por  cent  larger  than  cn  November  1 
last  year,  "but  were  45.5  per  cent  smaller  than  the  5-year  average. 

Canada 

The  weekly  prices  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  for  the  four  weeks  ended 
November  26  averaged  only  $5,88  per  hundred  pounds  compared  with  :?5.74  for 
the  month  of  October  and  #11.66  the  ave.rr.ge  for  October  1950.     The  decline  in 
the  monthly  average  price  since  July  this- year  has  been  !,j>3.33  compared  with 
only  56  cents  in  1950.    Markets  during  the  week  ended  November  26,  were  very 
unsteady  according  to  a  Canadian  Government  report.    The  average  price  for  the 
same  week  at  Montreal  reached  the  lowest  level  on  record,  #5,00  being  the 
"best  price. 

Supplies  as  indicated  by  the  number  graded  at  stock  yards  and  packing 
plants  amounted  to  277,000  for  the  four  weeks  of  November  compared  with 
19^,000  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1930  since  June.     Inspected  slaughter 
for  the  first  ten  months  of  1931  reached  1,736,000,  an  increase  of  9  per  cent 
over  the  same  period  of  1930,  but  was  less  than  for  the  same  period  of  the 
preceding  three  years.     The  pork  export  trade  of  Canada  with  Great  Britain  has 
once  more. been  resumed  in  a  fairly  regular  way,  states  the  Canadian  Government 
report.    Domestic  marketings  have  been  considerably  heavier,  than  last  year 
when  the  supply  was  short.    Although  the  June  1931  estimate  of  hog  numbers  in 
Canada  is  not  yet  available  ihe  numbers  in  June  1930  was  the  lowest^  since  1922. 
However,  reports  from  many  sections  indicated  an  increase  in  the  1931  spring 


nig  crop. 


Stocks  of  pork  in  cold  storage  on  November  1,  1951  reached  21,224,000 
pounds  an  increase  of  27  per  cent  over  the  same  period  of  1930  when  the  supply 
was  unusually  low. 

United  Kingdom 

The  sharp  price  decline  in  British  cured  pork  markets  carried  the 
■Liverpool  average  for  American  green  bellies  during  November  down  to  y8.93  per 
100  pounds,  according  to  information  cabled  by  Agricultural  Attache'  F.A.Foley 
at  London.     That  figure  is  one  of  the  lowest  on  record,  and  is  less  than  half 
of  the  values  prevailing  this  time  last  year.     Sterling  prices  contributed  to 
the  decline  but  lower  exchange  rates  figured  prominently  in  reducing  current 
values.     In  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  also,   the  November  average  of  ,?3.34  establish 
od  a  new  low  level  for  the  past  23  years.     The  current  average  represents  a  , 
drop  of  $3.00  from  the  October  level  and  is  less  than  half  the  average  prevail- 
ing in  November  1930.    In  American  short  cut  green  hams  also  a  new  low  was 
set  in  November  for  the  period  indicated  at  $12.37,  down  ';3.40  from  tie  October 
average  and  $9.30  below  the  November  1930  average.     The  sterling  values  of  tne 
abeve'items  had  a  downward  tendency  but  the  weakening  exchange  position  in- 
creased the  decline  in  terms  of  gold.  ■  Cured  pork  stocks  at  Liverpool  on 
December  1  stood  at  1,864,000  pounds  against  942,000  pounds  last  year. 
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Total  "bacon  imports  into  Groat  Britain  during  Octoher,  the  first  month 
of  the  1931-32  season,  increased  to  the  very  largo  volume  of  109,051,000 
pounds.    Kay  1931  and  December  1930  are  the  only  two  months  on  record  reporting 
hacon  imports  larger  than  those  of  October.    The  current  figure  represents  an 
advance  of  13.5  per  cent  over  the  October  1930  imporba.    Imports  from  Denmark, 
at  71,154,000  pounds,  were  slightly  larger  than  last  year's  figures  and  second 
only  to  imports  during  December  1930.    The  important  increase  in  the  Octooer 
1931  imports  over  those  of  a  year  earlier  is  found  in  receipts  from  continental 
countries  other  than  Denmark.    Such  imports  were  55  per  cent  larger  in  Octooer 
this  year  than  last.    October  ham 'imports,  While  larger  than  last  year  were 
pnly  moderate  at  7,217,000  pounds. 

Commenting  on  the  sharp  decline  in  bacon  prices  on  British  markets  in 
Octooer  and  November,  Hr.  H.  B.  Reed,  Foreign  Service  livestock,  meat  and  wool 
specialist  at  London,  suggests  that  the  trade  tends  to  pi  .ce  greater  emphasis 
upon  variations  in  continental  hog  killings  than  upon  current  volumes. of  bacon 
arriving  at  British  markets.    Both  killings  and  arrivals  during  the  past  six 
weeks  have  been  unusually  heavy.    He  quotes  trade  sources  also  as  pointing 
out  that  a  seasonal  price  decline  is  usual  at  this  time  of  year.     The  low 
levels  of  this  season,  however,  are  much  he  low  those  of  any  post-war  year  and 
also  under  the  pre-war  average.     Figures  on  arrivals  ox  bacon  in  Great  Britain 
expressed  in  bales  indicate  that  ah out  one- third  of  such  arrivals  from  Denmark 
are  received  in  London  markets.    The  hulk  of  the  remaining  total  arrivals  at 
London  is  divided  between  shipments  from  Sweden,  Netherlands,  Poland,^  and 
Lithuania.    Relatively  insignificant  quantities  are  received  weekly  from 
Estonia,  Latvia,  Russia,  and  Germany,    Importers  estimate  that  bacon  represented 
by  figures  on  weekly  continental  killings  arrive  on  the  London  market  within 
ten  days  to  two  weeks  from  the  time  such  figures  are  available.

The  more  than  seasonal  weal-mess  in  the  British  lard  market  during 
November  brought  the  Liverpool  average  for  prime  steam  western  dov/n  to  the 
new  low  of  .,^6.21  for  100  pounds,  Mr.  i'oley  reports.    That  figure  was  $>1*16 
under  the  October  average  and  .,4.25  below  the  November  1930  figure.    December  1 
stocks  of  lard  at  Liverpool  stood  at  990,000  pounds  against  1,299,000  pounds 
a  year  earlier.    Lard  stocks  have  ran  fairly  consistently  higher  this  year 
than  last,  as  have  imports.    October  lard  imports,  while  larger  than  September 
figures,  reached  only  17,329,000  pounds,  which  was  about  26  per  cent  below 
the  October  1930  level,  and  well  under  the  monthly  average  for  the  1930-31 
season.    The  bulk  of  the  lard  imports  cane  from  the  United  States. 

Seasonally  larger  receipts  of  fat  pigs  at  representative  British 
markets  brought  the  November  total  to  70,841  head,  Nr.  Foley  reports.  That 
figure  was  larger  than  for  any  November  since  1928.    British  and  Irish  fresh 
pork  supplies  at  London  central  markets  for  November  at  9,516,000  pounds, 
were  under  the  October  figures,  but  larger  than  those  of  either  of  the  two 
preceding  Novembers.    Hillings  of  hogs  in  Ireland  for  curing  continued  this 
season's  heavier  movement  to  reach  111,402  head  for  November. 
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Cont inontal  Countries  important  in  British  Market  Supplies 

The  1931-32  shipping  season  in  Denmark  opened  in  Octolier  with  total 
"bacon  exports  5.3  per  dent  larger  than  at'tho  ■  same  time  last  year,  according 
to  preliminary  reports.    Netherlands  supplies  of  export  "bacon,  as  reflected 
in  British  imports  from  that  source,  Continue  larger  than  usual .  British 
imports  of  Netherlands  -  "bacon  in  October  wore  larger  than  the  October  imports 
of  either  1S29  or  1930.     In  Sweden,  indications  are  "that  total  hog  numbers  in 
the  autumn  of  1931  were  slightly  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  but  that  there 
were  material  reductions  in  breeding  stocks  and  young  pigs,  according  to 
Mr-.  3.  Johnson  of  the  Gbteborg  consular  office.-  Figures  for  September  15 
showed  that  the  increase  over  last  y ear's  numbers  was  largely  in  fattened  hogs 
three  months  old  or  more.     In  general,  hog  numbers  declined  in  localities 
growing  comparatively  little  grain,  whereas  numbers  increased  on  farms  raising- 
more  grain,  Mr,  Johnson  reports.    .Where  hog  numbers  declined,  the  decrease 
frequently,  involved  the  elimination  of  hogs  from  the  farm. 

•The  heavier  market  receipts  of  hogs  registered  during  the  1950-31 
season  were  continued  into  the  1931-32  season,  a  total  of  319,000  head  being 
registered  at  14  cities  during-  October,   according  to  agricultural  Attache' 
L,  V.  Steerc  at  Berlin.    Sarly  indications  are  for  a  larger,  total  for  November 
when  final  figures  for  that  month  are  available.    The  October  receipts  wore 
larger  than  in  either  1929  or  193  0  during  that  month.     Slaughter  at  36  centers 
also  were  larger  in  October  than  in  the  corresponding  month  of  the  past  two 
years,  standing  at  430,000  head.  .  The  sharp  drop  in  November  hog  prices  brought 
the  Berlin  average  for  heavy  hogs  down  to  o8.94  per  100  pounds,  a  point  well 
below  former  post-war  prices,  arid  also  below  the  pre-war  average  for  any  month. 
In  October  1931,  the  average  was  A9.60.     That  figure  represented  a  decline 
from  the  August  and  September  levels,  which  was  accompanied  by  an  upward  move- 
ment in  feed  prices.     Leipzig  barley  prices  in  October  were  still  below  last 
year's  level,  hut  hog-  prices  showed  a  much  quicker  relative  decline  than  did 
barley.    Breslau  potato  prices  in  October  were  higher  than  last  .year. 

The  more  than  seasonal  sharp  drop  in  lard  prices  during  November  brought 
the  average  at  Hamburg  down  to  A8.99  per  100  pounds,  Mr.  Steere  reports. 
That  figure  was  a  new  low  for  the  period  1909-1932.    Last  November  the  price 
stood  at  013.32,  while  in  October  1931  it  was  fairly  strong  at  $10*27,  October 
imports  of  lard  totaled  10,739,000  pounds.     The  October  figure  was  the  largest 
since  last  April  and  larger  than  that  of  October  last  year.    The  proportion  of 
the  total  coming  from  the  United  States  has  been  reduced  in  recent  months  by 
larger  imports  from  nearby  countries,  notably  Denmark.     The  United  States, 
however,  continues  to  contribute  well  over  half  of  the  current  German  lard 
imports.    Consul  L.  L.  Schnare  at  Hamburg  -  reports  .that  around  November  1,  an 
easier  tendency  in  prices  of  Danish  lard  resulted  in  a  somewhat  keener 
competition  than  that  which  existed  early  in  October.     The  depreciation  of 
Danish  currency  is  not  h  ving  as  much  influence  on  the  Hamburg  market  .s  was 
anticipated,  according  to  the  Consul.     It  appears  that  supplies  in  Denmark 
available  for  export  are  not  regarded  as  depressing.    Bacon  imports  into 
Germany  continue  to  increase,  despite  larger  domestic  production. 
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Other  Countries 


Bjelgi_um 

There  is  practically  no  "business  being  done  in  American  pork  products 
in  Belgium,  according  to  Consul  '.'/alter  S«  Reineck,    Heavy  domestic  production 
has  reduced  activity  in  the  American  products  to  a  lor  level.  Indications 
are  that  Belgian  hog  raisers  are  finding  little  or  no  profit  in  the  present 
prices.    Large  scale  hog  raising,  therefore,  is  being  discouraged  "but 
current  numbers  are  great  3neugh  to  maintain  sufficient  market  supplies  for 
several  months.     In  practically  all  parts  of  the  country,  there  are  available 
heavy  stocks  of  Belgian  lard  and  fat  bacon.     These  supplies,  together  with 
easily  available  lov/  priced  lard  from  the  Netherlands,  prevent  the  making  of 
contracts  for  American  lard  despite  the  relative  low  price  at  which  the  latter 
is  offered. 

South  Africa 

The  annual  congress  of  the  South  Afric  .n  .Agricultural  Union,  meeting  in 
Pretoria  on  October  27,  proposed  to  the  Government  certain  measures  for 
aiding  the  South  African  hog  industry.     The  proposal  includes  an  increase  in 
the  present  duties  on  bacon  and  ham  which  now  range  from  3  to  6  cents  per  pound. 
Hew  duties  are  proposed  also  for  lard  and  edible  meat  fats  which  now  stand  at 
from  2  to  2{r  cents  per  pound.    Hslative  small  quantities  of  bacon  and  ham  are 
now  being  received  from  the  United  States.     The  ai  .  of  the  new  measure  is 
tc  make  South  Africa  self  sufficient  with  r espect  to  hog  products  rather  than 
to  build  up  an  export  business  in  those  lines,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache* 
C.  C,  Taylor  at  Pretoria.     It  is  stated  that  there  are  good  possibilities  of 
increasing  hog  prodtiction,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  expanding  dairy 
industry. 

New  Zealand 

Exports  of  pork  carcasses  from  Nov.  Zealand  totaled  133,754  for  the 
twelve  months  ended  September  30,  1931  as  against  133,810  carcasses  for  the 
preceding  twelve  months,  according  to  Consul  Bernard  Gotlieb  at  Vol ling ton. 
Of  the  1930-31  exports,  70.9  per  cent  were  shipped  to  London  against  72.4 
per  cent  in  1929-30.     Practically  all  of  the  balance  wont  to  other  British  ports 
in  both  seasons. 

Mexico 

The  beginnings  of  a  hog  raising  industry  have  appoared  in  the  Mazatalan 
consular  district,  according  to  Vice  Consul  E.  V.  iSaton  at  Mazatalon,  Iloxico. 
A  few  Americans  and  some  natives  have  gone  into  commercial  hog  production  in 
the  last  few  years  with  seme  success.    Prices  have  been  generally  favorable.
